CKOYLAND or CROWLAND 

CONTINUED. 



The alibot of Croyland had both the chiircU 
and pi4iici}|ai mmior of Bastont but one John 
Witfaam, es^. pretended to be lord of the whole 
town, and besides seVeral irregular acts> for se^ 
veral years withheld aa ancient rent of twd 
|H>unds of white incense for a piece of land ther^ 
called Boycottgrtne. He claimed also a chapel; 
which by leave of the abbot of Croyliand' liad 
been buUt on the witete for the convcbienc^ of 
travellers, and not only h^ld his court in it, but 
ordered bis servants to put hi&jiorse%iiitoi% m^' 
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t CEOYLANB. 

by way of encouraging them to this act of 
profanenesSy made water over the walls. At 
length almost Miiied!BjkI%wiliill^Be was obliged 
to acknowledge the abbot^s right, and end his 
days kiipvwly* 

Amidst the confusion of the civil war, Henry 
VI. came bither».MMy imltent^tapay his devo- 
tion to St. Guthlac, and staid three days and 
three nights, and was so'pteiased with the devout 
behaviour of the conventi that he desired tp be 
admitted into the btotberUood ; in return ibr 
which he granted them a charter of liberties, 
with return of writs* 

Upon the defeat and* death of the duke of 
York at Wakefield this year, the northern men 
rose,, an4 committed; the most dreadful ravages. 
The* inhabitants o£ Croyland were so alasmed^ 
that they brought their cffeotft>to>th6 abbeys, who 
on their part concealed. aU theirs ; performed 
continual proeessions rounds the tomb of St;* 
Guthlac;; kept constant watoh^> and fortified aU 
the mouths of tiieir dyjkesand oaaafowith^stdtesi 
broke up their oanaeway« and bavk^ andi soffinir 
ed none to gpi out or io» without leasve*. Thtf 
wwpy-came-wUbia'SiRinaleftof them{i> buttweve^al 
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fcn^ jreptifserf and dispersed by Edwaid «ri 
ef Mfircb, afterwards fchig 'Edward IV. 

The first step of Edward IV. sffter lie wa* 
crowned and met bis pariiameot, was ta resume 
and annnl all tbe acts and grants ^of ifae tfaree 
flenrys IV^ V. and VI. In wbtch were inclttded 
' ^le -liharter respecting Tacancy in this abbcy^ 
l^rttiited by Henry V. to abbot Overton^ and the 
tele charter of liberties granted by Henry Vf» 

Abbot Lytlyngtcn now drew near his end. 
Ve was ao exemplary 4>enefactor to this convent^ 
to whom, among other presents to their Tcstry, 
he gave nine copes of cloth of gold, exquiskely 
4eatfttered, valued at 2401. ; one rich suit of vest- 
ment of Tsd «id gold^. viz, tfaree copes, with a 
cbesiMe,.'and three tunica, Which coift 1601. ; a 
gilded laUe for the high altar, with its screen 
'behind; and. before; lie made the ceiling in the 
<li9wer part vf t^ churdfa ; ^azed ifll the win- 
dows, and vaulted atll the aHes df the same with 
iftone; and made the great organ over the en- 
trance of the church, besides a *Iesser in the 
choir, which was brought o& the sthoulders of 
two porters from London to Croyland, He 
caused a table to be carved for our JLa4y<s .nfltar; 
and among ti^ jewels in the irestry gave the:

principal cross for processions, a magnificent 
chalice with other vessels and several massive 
candlesticks, ail of silver gilt, instead of the old 
ones. 

Among the monks his cotempories who were 
benefactors, were John Leifccster, who gave a 
handsome vestment, valued at 401. and 40 marks^ 
towards recasting the great bells in the outer 
steeple. Simon Swi^nshed gave a line cope and 
albe, with his name senigmaticaliy wrought on 
the breast, worth above 20L JVilUam Swynshed 
repaired the chapel of the Trinity in the in^rm^ 
ary, which was ready to fall, and leaded the rooi^ 
and gave new benches, &c. to the choir, mid a 
tabernacle of the Trinity, Thomas Walden con- 
tribnted 201. towards the beautiful carving over 
the high altar. John Laxtou rebuilt a newly 
purchased house in the town» and gave it to find 
our Lady's light in the infirmary. John U^beck^ 
afterwards abbot, gave another house to tlie 
chamberlain, to pay four shillings on Christmas- 
day annually, quatenua ad reparationem convm- 
tU8 in eorum minutionihus* . Thomas Levertont

•etf ipfao resided at her castle of Maxey, was r^ 
ceived into the sisterhood, togedier vfitk hex 
daughter and lieit Margaret countess of Ricbr 
mond. Notwithstanding this she kept posses- 
sion of Goggisland^ and the ^ae crosses set u|^ 
in aU>ot Ashb^s time by the advice and assist* 
ance of John of Gaunt were now thrown down 
by the peopk of Depyng. 

Abbot Lytlyngton sekit the three old bells to^ 
London to be new east into five, which, iqclud*' 
ing the carriage, amounted toaaol. Before- 
they were hung they were consecrated by Nicho* 
las bishop 6f EJphin, suffragan to John bishop 
of Lincola,^ and called Guthlac, Bartholomew^ 
Michad, Afary, and Trinity*. As- they were 
xaisiug a great beam to roof and floor the new- 
built belfrey, the tackle suddenly gave way, and 
fell down,, bearing all the building below before 
it ; but though there were twenty workmen un* 
der, not one received any hurt- 
In 1467 a great f!ood overflowed the district 
of Holland ; and among^ the many prognostics of 
calamity, such as showers of blood, &c. there 
appeared in the air armies, both foot and horse, 
conducted by St. George with his red cross>. 
About this time the king q^uarrelled with the 
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OaOYLAKOv T 

Mrl of Warwick, and forbid him and the rest of 
hii faithful lords his presence. The northern 
men also rose onder Robin of^ Redysdale^^aod 
i^'jrched to support the earL The king on Ibis 
alarm went on a- pilgrimage to^ St» Edmund 
te Norwi^cb*; on returning- by Walsingham^ t» 
Lvnn, and so by Wisbeach to Dovedale, rode 
with a suit of ^ 20& horse to Croyiand, where he 
lodged one night, and nejLt day walked through 
t]t^ town to tb^ West end,, and after praising the 
situation of the stone bridge and houses^jTook 
ship with his4rain and went to Fadringhey easr 
tie, where the queen was. He staid there tUt his- 
troops came up,vwilh whom he marched to Newr 
ark and Nottiagham, at which last plaoe be re^ 
ceived news of the defeat of the e^^ Pembroke 
with the Welsh under his command at Banbury^ 

The alarm spread in consequence. of this de* 
feat reached Croyland, but by the interposition 
of Providence, and the gpod conduct of the earl 
of \yarwick, the troops returned home the short- 
est way by Trent. . 

In tlie mean time the abbot#. who had bee^i 
long afflicted with the pile8> whifih he had con- 
tracted by frequent riding on horseback,, finish- 
ed his coarse, after* having goyerned tbis^ house 
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^S^y^tirsund eight monflis, in Ac «M!i year «f 
bis age, and 69tfi of iiis profession, Jamtary i«, 
1489, 9 £da?ard Tf . WHh him ends fhis seeoni 
continuation of the History of Chroyiand. It la 
resumed again bynnotbef hand ifhe same year; 
When John de Wisbetk, prior of Tresten, was 
elected ^^ihet Fcfbruary 13. He reimilt .Umb 
diapd of 6^. Pega of ^yland, ivbich had long 
%een m rains, and oonplc4ed the state apait* 
ments hetwieen the west part of the ehurch and 
fhe almonry, whteh had been hegun by hts pre* 
deeessor. He also I^Mt the great granary ad- 
joiniBg to the bcds^house, made lighter the daift 
rooms for the abbot's officers near the etoyslers, 
and buMt eonvenienl apartments w Bnckinghoai 
eoMege, Cambridge, for the scholars of Ikik 
lumse to itleep and srtudy fa. Tie changed fhe 
amutal servfee of lour masses of wi» to he fur- 
•ished by thb town to Peterborough abbey into 
a pension of 90 ^ilfmgs ; aftd he #r9t abolish^ 
ed fhe ancient custom, or nather abuse, of giving 
little knives to atl comers on St. Barthol0mew'5 . 
^day, thereby exempting both 4he abbot and con-. 
Tent from a great and needless expence. He 
-fikewise obtamed from the pope a bull, to aflow . 
•tiie eating of meat in Lent. In his lime happeued ^

a fire in the town, which, though it lessened the 
revenues of the monastery 20 marks a year, yet 
the inhabitants by his bounty were encouraged 
to rebuild immediately. He died November 19, 
16 Edward' IV, 1476. 

His successor was Rii^hard Croyland^, Sv T, P. 
elected December 17, 1476, having been befot« 
steward of the house. He held this abbacy on% 
seven years, during the troubles at the close of 
the reign of Edward VU to the short reigii/ of 
Richard III. and died NovembiHr 10, 148a. He 
was a man of so studious a tuni ihat he not only 
bought many books for the library, but gav^ se- 
veral written with his own hand. The people of 
Depyng took advantage of this his turn to renew 
their depredations in Goggisland, carrying aw^. 
the rushes- which ha^ been cut by the s<?rvant8 . 
and tenants of the monastery, or beating aqfl. 
plunging them in the water, fo that the abbot 
was forced to leave his apartment, and receive 
their complaints in the body of the church. 
When it was uecessary for any person to cut. 
down the bank of Goggisland fen to carry off 9.^ 
iood, they laid heavy fines on tli^ abbot, dis-. 
training and seizing corn cpnMng from L|9Uigtoft>' 
and Baston ^,by the wate? which runs^ from D^, 
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fjDg, and 4hey shot witti dia,o¥f9^. the odhu^ei^ 
'gQacd-dog,. The teoanls. aad iiarisAioiiers otf! 
'Wiiaplodc, who were dependants oq thb house,, 
.gave this worthy abbot great' trouble,, ftHiDg in a, 
most violcut manner on. friar Lambtcf? ^ossedyk, 
Reward of the place, fotbklding bim to cut down 
the trees growing in 'Whaplode church-yard, aad^ 
threatening bis life, if he had not bolted ^hnnself 
•in wtlhinthc eburck. Bu} all ^ese injuries wefe' 
'sm^Il in eomparison of ^iUhnn Ramsey, fibbot df ' 
Peterborough, who claimed Akterlaad len and 
other undisputed lands and privileges of this 
house : whioh dispute was at last adjusted t>y 
•archbishop Rotherham, in a way, says the histeir 
Tian, wbfich s(hewa 'Which side he iHteaded to. 
Avour^ 

On the death of atfbot Croyland Ijamhert 
i^s^tfk before mentioned, batchdor in decrees, 
was elected bjs successor, January 12, 1 Rjcband 
fl'L 1484. He enjoyed bis dignity hnt two 
years, and died of the sweating sidc-ness •in. 
•eighteen bouts, October or November 14, I486,, 
•a little after the close of Ridiard Hl'^. reign. 

He was succeeded by Edmund Thorp, S. T. B*. 
-prior of this house, elected November 1487, in. 
n-^ose time were settled by the church justice?. 
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llie three great dwpdtte ab^ut tbe preeittdts of 
Hmyimd,^ wliicb the nnen ctf Mulfoii'atd We^bn 
Imi Mf Biiicbreoaleited ;; tbe" boondtiries oft thr 
deBMsne*^ aad ths rigbt of cottmoa in Ooggis^ 
kuidy. coBttoverted by tfao peo|>le'of D^yog^i 
wUdi tfaeptudenee df the kiog'i. mi^hor co»m 
{NToniiMd; audi tb& elaim to AlderiiMd^ fen ItlU 
iwdetemiiiiedi by the foreneotidBed wHztA^ tlntt 
the abbot and convent of Cropland sliotddt 
piBy tboae of Betdrborough lOl. per ammu,. till 
they could p«i«hslte andisetlletHi tbea IsuidB t«^ 
that amount, or appropriate and unite the 
churches of Brinkhurst or Esttontin Leicester- 
shire to'the.'said monastery at the same edtpence. 
Abbot Bdmand chose the latfet prc^wl, and 
obtained the king's lioenoe accordingly. With 
this the third' continuator of the history of Croy- 
land ends, April 30,. 14«& What follows there 
is no more than^tbe necessary ins trumeotft of the 
eaid appropdations. 

It appears from the records cited by Brown 
Willis that thisr abbot died JMl, and was suc- 
ceed by

John Welles, alias Bridges. 

He, with Wittiam Pynchbeck, prior, Richard

scribed to the king's supremacy 16d4. After 
which, continuing abbot till the dissolution 1530, 
and joining in the surrender of the convent, he 
obtained for life a pension of 1S81. 6s. 8d. per 
annum.

The scite of the abbey was granted, probably 
with the manor of Croyland, and the demesne 
lands thereto belonging, by letters patent, 4 Ed* 
wardVl. to Edward lord Clinton. 

Charles II. by letters patent under the great 
seal of England, bearing date September 15tb, 
in the twenty-third year of his reign, did grant to 
Sir Thomas Orby (who attended his majesty in 
bis exile) his executors, administrators, and as- 

. signs, the manor of Crowland, otherwise Croy* 
land, all demesne lands, and all fiirm rents of 
the tenants by copy of court roll, amountkig to 
the yearly sum of 151. 10s. 2|d. or thereabouts, 
with all other rights and profits belongmgto the 
said manor; and also the great Marsh called 
Great PursmU containing by estimation (I54S 
acres more ax less (excepting the marshes oi

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at the receq)t 6f the exchequer of his said ma- 
jesty, his heirs, &c. After the deatb of the 
abovetaid Thomas Orby Hunter, which happen* 
ed October 20, 1769, this manor, &c. descended 
by a devise in his last will, to Charles Orby 
Hunter, esq. his eldest son, who being unabh to 
discharge ihe heavy mortgage with which it had 
been encumbered in time of the Orbys^ the mort- 
gagee entered ittto possession of it about five 
years ago. 

. By lao account have we been able to collect 
who was in possession of this manor, &c. befiMrte 
Ihe family of the Orbys. In the interval between 
them and the lord Clinton, n# poiaessor appears 
except Valentine Walton and Adrian Scrqpe, two 
of the regicides, who purchased (of whom does 
not appear) 4he manor of Croyland and part of 
tha manor of Spalding, being parcel of the 
.queen mother's jointer. They were restored (9 
.the queen mother by parliament, 28 June, 1660. 

Mr. Wray, who was here in 1661, rode from 
Crpyhnd to Spalding upon a very firm bank 
for the 0pace of eight miles, thrown u(^ by CoL 
Walton. , 

In the year .1643, the tovm of Croyland was

THE CHURpK. ' , . 

Mr. Hay <liteeribeo Hie i^baroh, u e; part of Ihe 
1^o4y, 4lie clioir tmd cnM^ ^^ildhigs liehlg-idi 
Mtcn down, ^ a» tiaTkig the 'roof witiin «ovoitd 
witii 'wood curiously gilded, pca-t of wftich now 
iiaBgs la a houae in the town, and round aboikt 
an^ on the stdes andemeefth ^bt roof artSfitnally 
carved aMiny apeeies of animals, both birds and 
lieasfs. In the time of the iate wars this tihdiyli 
was made a garrison, and held for the icing. 
When it was taken by the paiiiament, otie of the 
town soMiers aflMghted got up ^ the top <]if the 
c 3 
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>chur€li» above the wood whefewiib H U covered, 
and walked aloDg lilL he eUme to a place where 
ivanted a board ; there, whether casuall jr sUf>pifig , 
down (or being astoniahed by the soldiers cail- 
log upon him to come down) he bung a long 
time by the arms, .till at last being weary he fell 
bto the church, which is of a great hei^t ; but 
yet was not so dashed to {neees by the fi|ll» bat 
that he lived a diay or two/' 

From thi^ application of the cfauteh during the 
-civil w^, we may date the ruin of what then re- 
mained; for it had probably been reduced to 
the state in which Mr. Ray saw it. by some of, its 
lay proprietors after the dissolution, when the 
nave with its ailes was left standing for a parish 
church. Mr^^Scriho about seven years agaburi- 
ed an old man near 90 years old, who had been 
baptised in the now ruined ^ve. , The people 
of the place told Mr. Willis the choir extended 
five pillars farther, perLaps exclusive of the Lady 
Chapel, which we have seen was on the north 
side. Besides this there was another Lady Cha- 
pel an the south sid^ of the church, with a loflNr 
screen. 

At present the north ailc, biiilt by abbot 
JBardeney before 1247« server for the parisb 
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cbtucb. It is ki imgik 90 feef, and in breadtb 
24» decently fitted up» but coiitaius no remaiof 
of antiquity. Six arches sup|)ort it on the south 
side: the roof has groined aches; in the key 
stones a head, a rose, i J^ 0> a rebus of a tree is- 
suii^ out of a ton fur .•••.•••.., a flower, and 
the letters engraved. The font is octagonal 
a(iorned with arch work and, roses on the base. 

From the wall of the south sidc» within the. 
old church, projects* horizontally a wooden an- 
gel or figure, called the Ikvil with a dark lajit^ 
ham,^ which formerly contributed to support tlie 
roof of tl:2 nave. The walls have bulged so 
much that jlhey are supposed by strong but- 
tresses on each side, whose materials^ taken from 
the ruined part of the church, will hasten its 
fall. . Within the north side, over the vestry, has 
been built a school, ascended to formerly bjr 
the stairs leading into the singing gallery, but 
BOW by steps from without between the but- 
tresses. 

Over the porch hath formerly been a chamber 
with three windows, and on the right side of the 
porch, near the door entering into the belfry, is 
a small room, anciently used as a charnel-house ; 
mnd opposite to it^ on the left, is anoth^r^to what 
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use aHcicfitly appropriftt^d ii9 ti«a4idon teil0 ni, 
fMit wherein, fts many etd inliabitMitQ ia^^m «•» 
tb^re was, abeut ^fty yeafs age, one Christc^bec 
Kttcften, A mad man, eltakied to a )K>st, to pre- 
TCBt any miseliief thai migfat eosue Iroin Mm to 
t^ inhabkants. Tiiese rooms have been for 
aome time past stepped op. 

The pulpit, made of Norway oak, ^th the 
tead^ng'desk, k placed agatnst the south wall, 
and almost opposite to these is an arehed open- 
ing, wherein hath been a door into the noftit 
church yard, but which is now stopped np. At 
the distance of about seven yards frotti the altar, 
is ani>ld screen cui^ously carved, and whidi ap- 
pears to^ave been highly gilded and painted . The 
ascent to the altar is by two -steps, on the beh- 
est of which is atia^daome balustrade of Norway 
oak, surrounding the altar on three sides ; and 
^kbove the altar is a large window towards tiie 
east. The church is wed furnished with silv«r 
plate, having a quart chalice, and a large and a 
small paten, with a large, handsome, and scol- 
loped basin for baptisms, on some of which are 
engraved the arms of the abbots of this place. 

The nave of the 6ld church is 144 feet long 
by 28 wide, exclusive of the south aisle^ wUeb 
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IS 12 feet wide; so that the parish church pro- 
bably includes more tbau the north aile^ which 
otherwise would be twice as wide as the soutlh 

On each ^tde of the nave are nine pointed 
arches near eleven feet wide, alternately round, 
hexagon, and concave, whose pillars are cluster- 
ed like those in the nave of Wesminster, hot 
smaller; and from the ground (o the top of tlie 
present waits, which want but little of the height 
on which the roof rested, is 25 yards. One of 
these fine pillars is miserably cracked. Eight 
'windows of the clerestory on the south side re* 
ntain with all tlieir tracery, except m the fifth 
from the west, with the stone bases of arches 
that supported the roof; bat on the north side 
they have been thrown, down on repairing tlie 
church about thirty years ago» from an appre* 
heosion that their rocking would weaken the 
ehurch. An attempt was made not Biauy years 
since to puU down a whole window, the first 
from the west, but just as it was nodding to its 
fall the rope broke. The arch entering this nave 
is adorned with Gothic oich work, of the style 
used iu the reign of Henry VI. 

TJie pillagers which supported the roof of the 
south aile remain about 6 feet bisdi. At the 
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enil eod of tbis f^isJe is a doer siofiptd ^ip thoit

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pillars are not so ancient as the ronnd arcbej^ 
but were used In the same building. These 
arches are changed into six windows in Kii'g's 
prints where this aile is represented as entire^ 
with its leaden, roof^ ten buttresses, and sevca 
windows : under the windows marks of arches, 
which may have belonged to the cioyster, who&e 
pexlestals still remain. Two lofty south win* 
dowst)f the choir are also shewn, and of the 
south transept. In every other instance the 
whole view is so dbtorted, that the west front of • 
the nave and north aile are nearly equal, or the 
former less than the latter; the projecting pordi 
thrown to one end of the north aile, the figure^ 
neither so numerous, nor so arranged as at pre- 
sent. The east window of this arch remains, 
and the sweep of a ranofe of others on the west 
side of the south transept. The south wall af 
the south aile waS entire when Dr. Stukeley took 
his view, 1724, and when Collins of Peterbo- 
rough and S. Buck drew it, 172G, At the west 
end of the north aile, or present church, the Dr, 
placed St. Nicholas's chapel. The south but- 
tress of the west front has a door-way in it, 
which Dr. Stukeley supposes entered into St. 
Guthiac's original cell and chapel at the west 
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'«nd of the south aile on which, he says, the hnU 
tress is builf, on the brick work of the cell on 
rebuilding the church, A« D. 719. None of this 
brick work now remains; nor is there much 
probability in his supposition. 

In the west end of that part of the middle aife 
now standing, is a hole extending about five feet 
inward, called ** little ease," in which, it is said^ 
monks who bad committed particular crimes 
were imprisoned ; — it might also serve for a pe* 
nitentiary, as the person when in it could neither 
sit. He down, nor ' stand without stooping. 
Among a variety of devices in r^ fine sculp^ 
lure in the west front, over the entrance, is a 
sow and nine pigs, which were the only animals 
foiuid ill the island when St. Guthlao vnd his 
party first landed. Here is also a remarkably 
' fine figure of a woman, but the head is gone ; 
this was probably Pega, Guthlac's sister. 

•The free-masons wbo were employed In hnil^ 
iog the west end of the aile, rudely cut u]]^ 
the face of it a pair of compasses, and somfe 
other instrument, probably a /etn>, with two cir« 
Cttlar figures: oneof them I suppose is intended 
for the sun, with ftames bursting from the oif- 
comfer^nce, the other may be designed to repre-

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sent the moon or a star. These oevef coulc) be 
wept as ornaments to tlie ^ drk ; and if the^ haver 
aoy meaoiog at all^ they 9eem tp relate to the 
mystteries of masoury, and might he intended as 
emblems or signs of something known to the 
free-masons only. 

In the west front of the nave are the remaiotf 
of two styles of building. The great west deor 
with the statues on each side, part of tbe win- 
dow above it, with the tabernacles as high as 4he 
springing of the arch, are of Henry tlie Third's 
time ; but the upper part of the window, and the 
niches above, are of Edward tbe First's. From 
hence I coi^ecture, that this front was built by 
abbot LoBgchamp ; but the fronton and turrets 
being blown down when Ralph Merske was ah* 
J>ot/ they were rebuilt iix the latter part of his 
time, or in tbe begimiing of his successor's, lUcb- 
ard Croytand. If the whole of this front when 
perfect was as elegant as the lower part from the 
ground to the springing of the arch of the great 
window, it was as beautiful a piece of arcbit«o- 
ture as any of equal dimension^ in tbe kingdom 
at that time ; but by tbe destruction of the up- 
per parts, ltd elegamse was greatly impaired, and 
when it; was rebaiU its original beauty waa not 
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restored ; ttot althougfa several of tbe statues ap- 
pear to be of tbe same age as tbose below, there 
is a manliest difference in tbie architecture. 

There i.re some traces ef tbat style of building' 
Bwd in the reign of Henry the Third, in the 
walls of the north aile towards the east end, 
which roust have been tbe work of abbot Barde- 
Bey, who rebuilt that aile, atid made it elevett 
^t wider; but it has undergone considerable 
alterations since that time, so th^, excepting . 
80BW remains of the north wall, little of it is left 
to distinguish what was done in that age. 

In the time of Edward the First or Second, 
the windows iu this aile were altered ; and in the 
reign of Henry the Fourth, chapeln were built 
against the north wall, and the opposite windoi¥9 
removed into them. The tower at the west eiict 
of this aile, and the two large buttresses agahist 
the west front, are of the same age, and it is pro- 
bable were all executed undei* th^ direction ot 
Williatn Croyland, masteir of the works, who 
built the arches and pillars of the nave. But 
the roof and ceiling of the nave, and the stone 
vaultings of the north and south ailes, were not 
completed until the reign of Henry the Sixth, 
Tbe south buttress against the west end of the^ 
D % 
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nave has two door-ways, one ab<)?e «be other* 
Of what use they were 1 cannot say, unless there 
has been a stone staircase leading to some apart^ 
inent which joiped to tlie church, wh'^i is not 
improbable ; but Dr. Stukeley supposed h was 
built on the brick- work of St. Guthlac's original 
cell when the church was rebuilt, A. D.,716, and 
that the doo^-way opened iuto the original cha- 
pely \vhich he supposes was at the west end of 
the soutli aile. But Guthlac's cell and chapel 
were little better than wooden huts, which could 
have no foundation capable of bearing the weight 
of such a mass of stone as is cpntained in this 
buttress* By what authority the Dr. has deter* 
mined' the seite of Guthlac's cell and chapel to 
have been at the west end of the south aile doe» 
not appear ; but we may venture to say, that 
this buttress has no relation to it^ any more thiu^t 
its opposite on the north : for they were botl^ 
built at the same time by the same architect who 
rebuilt the nave of the church, and were intend* 
ed as abutments to resist the thrust of the arches 
to be built within the nave; and at the same 
time the two aukward buttresses were built at 
the east end of the nave against the tower to 
resist the thrust of the arches which sup- 
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ported It whet those to tke ntfe were taken 
down. 

The monks' ckoir was septunted ftoM the ntve 
Ih^ i stone screen of eodtenieiit keigbt fitrisked 
at the top with a double row of quatreibUs. In 
h were two doorsi and between tkem two altars^ 
ene towards the naife for puklie serviee» the 
other for the monks ^dly ; the dOora Were made 
for the eonvealence ot those who officiated at 
the altar next the nave, and for the monks when 
tiiej came ont of the dioir hi pfoeessipn. The 
present Screen was built when the nav« wais 
finished, hi the rei^ of Henry the Sixlh; but 
t^ window and all the wall above the fiscia of 
quatrefoib was added after the ReA>rmation, 
when the nave was inclosed for the use of the 
parish. The back of this soreen towards the 
monks' choir was handsomely ornamented with 
aivhes and tracery ; but the side next the nave 
was plain and covered with tapestry^ of other 

tfiingnigs as high as the fascia^ 

The choir, which extended near 100 feet be- 
yond the screen, exclusive of die tribune^ muet 
hare undergone many aherations since it was 
buHt by Ethelbald - but they seem to have con- 
Itnued the same plan, by building upon, tke^ 
1)3 
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original foundations, iind wbateTer a)teratfona 
they might make in the style of the building ia 
the eastern part of if, the tourer whicli was over 
Uie west end remained unaltered until the final 
destruction. . < 

The high altar stood at the entrance into tl^ 
tribune, under a baldachin, oreiboriuip, ricblj 
carved, and inclosed all round with a balus- 
trade ; beyond it towards the east was the shrine 
of St. Guthlae. ^ 

The transept was intersected by the choir, 
which divided it into two parts, north and soutbri 
In each arm there were 'three, porticoes on tbe 
east side* The furthest iu the north arm waa 
the chapel of Thomas Wells,.abbot, who was bu- 
ried there in the year 1253. One was dedicated 
to. our Lady: and the other might be the chapel 
of St. John the Evangelist. In the south arm 
there were f three porticoes like tho^ in the 
north ; one waa a lady-<hapel, another a vestry, 

and it is probable the other was lue b«Cr'*^7 ^^ 
muniment room ; a new screen was made to this 
lady-chapcl in Henry the Sixth's time, by Simoa 
Eresby. All these cbaj>eh, the porticoes or 
ailes of the nave, and round the choir, were 
vaulted with «ton€ ; and the tribune over the 
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high aitar was covered with a half dome. But 
the nave and choir were cieied with wood paint- 
ed, agreeable to the custom of tiiose times. 

If we may judge of Etbelbald's church from 
the plan and what remains of the superstructure, 
it was a regular and not inelegant building, and 
although it suffered greatly by fire in the time of 
Ingulphus, it does not appear to have undergone 
any material change in. its form when the cast 
end and south arm pf the transcept were rebuilt 
nnder the direction of Odo and Arnolds The 
first deviation from ,the original plan was made 
in the time of Henry the Third, when the north 
aile was taken^down and made wider ; this des- 
troyed the regularity of the plan, and conse* 
quently added nothing to the beauty of the build- 
iBg« In the same reign the beautiful west front 
ivas added to the nave ; and the whole of the 
church to the tower was intended to be rebuilt 
in the same style, as appears by the preparations 
made for it. Had this been done, the south aile 
would have been equal in width with the north, 
^.^d the whole west front would have been com- 
pleted in the bSS}$ style as that in |he benter. 
Thus the regularity and uniformity of the build- 
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iflg would' have been preserved, though its pro* 
portions woiitd have been a tittle impaired. 

In the time of Henry the Sixth, Wilh'am Croy^ 
laud/ many yeats master of the works. Udder 
whose direction many parts of the <;hurcli and 
abbey were repaired and some rebuilt, bad an 
opportunity of completing the design which was 
begun id the reign of Henry the Third, th^ 
whole nave being then' rebuilt under his direct 
lion; but he was deficient in the art of design^ 
ing» ahd wanted judgement to execute^ We 
must attribute every deformity apparent m thi»- 
building to his want of taste ; the ridiculous to«v^ 
erand clumsey spire at one comer of the west 
front, the two enormous buttresses built z^bx^t' 
the elegant front of the nave, and those as all- 
surdly placed within the church agahist the toil- 
er of the tansept, were designed by him ; and to 
his want of judgement in the execution of h?s 
work, may be imputed most of the defects whicb 
must have appeared soon after the work was fin- 
ished».and now threaten destruction to the most 
beautiful remains of the building; fortbtVrori» 
which he intended for its support were the ptlr 
wary cause of its ruin. 
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The buildings aod offices belonging to this 
abbey must have been very extensive, as appears 
from the number of monks and lay-brothers, be- 
sides servants, resident there, and upwards of 
1(00 monks of other monasteries, who' all, when 
they came, had a stall in the choir, a seat in the 
refectory^ and a bed in the dormitory ; besides 
these they often entertained many strangers, who 
fcmnd among them a comfortable retreat in 
times of danger. Bat these monk were no less 
famous for their learning than hospitality; the 
nobility, sent their children to them for instruc- 
tion ; and to them the university of Cambridge 
was obliged for the revival of learning, if not the 
first institution of public lectures among them, 
B\x\ all the buildings belonging to this once 
famous manastery and ancient seminary of 
learoiug, except a small part of the church, are 
now so completely destroyed, that not a stone is 
left by which we cim trace them. In the place 
where the abbot's apartments once stood there 
is a trench almost filled up, which the people of 
the place suppose was a canal, made to bring the 
stones and other materials to the church while 
it was building, but in reality it was an intrench- 
ment, made whlsn it was garrisoned iu the time 
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of the civil war, as the two bastions yet r«m$in- 
HJg sufficiently evince. This intrebchment is 
aboat 30 yards south of the church and paral- 
lel to it, which being very near the extent of tlie 
cloister that way, the abbot's apartments, which 
were against the south side of them, must have 
stood where the church now runs. 

The abbot's apartments, the cloisters, and 
some others adjoining the church, were built 
with stone, but the rest of the offices with tim- 
ber ; and as these required very shallow fbunda- 
tiohs, they were very soon carased after the 
buildings were destroyed, and the stones and 
rammel carried away to repair houses dr mend 
roads, the ground was left with such irregular 
eavities, that it is impossible to trace any plan of 
the buildings from them. 

That the original plan of this cKdrch was a 
Latin-cross, terminated with a semicircular tri- 
bune, conformable to the mode of bniMtng in* 
trod need by the Roman missionaries soon aflet* 
the convertion of the Saxons, will admit of little 
doubt by those who are Acquainted with the 
principles of ancient arcliitecture : and that the 
superstructure corresponded with the plan can 
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b^ as little doubted by those wl^o examine the 
small remsM^s of it with attention. 

At the east end of the ruin now.standing stood 
the screen^ or high altar ; this wi^ the entrance 
into the sanctam sanctorom, and on each side of 
it were formerly, two chapeb. That the high 
altar was at the east end of the remaining ruin 
is extremely plain, both from Mr. Essex's plan 
of the chur<^h« ^c, and frow the arms of the ab* 
hots : this east end displi^ys an exquisite speci* 
men of Anglo-Saxon architecture. 

What was formerly the grand middle, ^ile of 
this superb structure^ ia now covered only by 
the canopy of heaven ; its floor is gone, auid it is 
used a» a burying ground. 

In the north i^)e, which now serves, as the 
parish churchy we observed the. following in-

^he triasgiilar bridge at Croyland is a curir 
tsity worthy notice for the singularilf of its 
form, niore tbaOritsteKtent, ojf auydifficaily ia 
the constructioft. The plan of it is formed by 
three sqjuares and, aa equilateral triangle . about 
n^hieh they ase placed^ Tiie bridge, has tbreti, 
fronts; three wa^s oyer its> and thnre unde^.k* 
And contrary to -what is. generally, said about it 
standiqg.in three counties, it is all of it in Lin- 
.colnshire. The. walls, which extend beyond the 
.opening of thc^avohes. on the iibiiteients to fonp 
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' the wings of the -bridge, arc placed irregnlariylo 
«uit the course of t lie streams. 

About the year 1752, n bridge of this kind was 
bftilt in France, on the road between St. Omar's 
and Calais, upoh the meeting t>f four canals. It 
is a magnificent dome pierced with four large 
arches upon a circular plan, and supported by 
four abutments. Four fioe canals meet under 
It, and as many spacious roads cross each other 
^n the top of ft. • It is called Uie Pont «ms jwr- 
rei/ whh gred(t propriety, being excellenrtlyw^ll 
^^atrived to answer atl'the purposes of travelling 
1>y land or water, l%e design is plain, %at not 
Elegant, and It is att admirable piece of mason^ 
Ty . These (»roper(ies are wanting in the bndge 
^ Cmykmd, -wliere flie ascents «ikl tiesoeirts ar^^ 
#s steep, that nei^r-eamages tun fiorses ean 
pass over 'it, and foot passengers use k'with dHB- 
calty. lu «hoit, it seems to bate ^bean %uilt ra- 
ther to be admired for the angularity of its 
form, than its utSlty as a bridge. Henee it -bias 
been supposed, that it was IbuiH under the dtrec-

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built in superstitious age, when every artifice 
was employed to impose upon the igooront for 
the purpose of collecting money ; because there 
is nothing so wonderful in its construction as to 
excite cither admiration or devotion, unless the 
plan of it was intended as an emblem of the Tri- 
fiity; there being, three arches united in one 
arch, and three ways in one over it« But I can- 
i^ot believe the builder had any such inteution, 
because the singultir situation of it naturally re- 
quired the form he gave it^ which is not unlike 
. the common emblem of the Trinity. That it was 
built for a religious boundary is the most rea- 
sonable cQirjecture ; though, ^strictly speaking, 
it cannot bt a bouftdary, it being five miles fit 
least from the jiearest part of their boD&ds; but 
it may be considered as the place from whence 
their bounds are measured* It was used for 
Ihat purpose by Ethelbald when he first settled 
their bounds, as appears by his charter; and -it 
was used for the sa^ne purpose iu succeeding 
thnes, as appears in the charters of Witlaf, Ber- 
tttlph, and Edred, Hence it has been supposed 
that it was built in the time of Ethelbdld; a^d 
thi^ opinion seems to be confirmed by his statue 
bein^; placed upon it.

same time a bridge must be built for the conve- 
nience of tiiose who lived on the opposite sides 
, of the river. This we may conclude was a 
wooden bridge, being easier and sooner built 
than one of stone. This bridge is mentioned in 
the several; charters of Ethelbald, Witlaf, and 
Bertolphy by the name of Croyland Bridge^ 
The triangular bridge was not built then ; and 
it is probable the inhabitants had no access to 
the monastery, Mhile it was building, but by 
boats ; and, after it was inhabited, any other 
comsnunication would have been inconsistent 
with the security of the place. For in those 
days it was as necessary to fortify monasteriea 
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' ts eoatlei^ witk waUs, gat^, mfoats, and draw- 
bridges, th^y heaiag as much in danger of sudden 
attacks fr^m tlieir powerful oeiirbhours, as from 
the ioeursions of the Danes^ wlwm no dmui was 8af<^ 
in bis own bouse, tmless tbat liouse was a castb>. 
For tbese reasons, 1- apprehend, the only ap< 
proacb to the abbey, during the first dOO years 
after it was built, was by water. 

The Triangular Bridge mentioned in EdredV 
charter was probably built by Turketyl when he- 
restored the boundary stones. If that bridge 
had been built with stone, it would have been 
guarded by a strong gate, with portcullises and 
other works, agreeable to the custom of those 
times ; but as there are no traces of any such 
works, I jcooclude, that bridge was made o( 
wood ; and that the branch leading to the mon* 
astery was guarded by a drawbridge; t>r so put 
together that it might be totally removed upott 
any emergency. As the present bridge cannot 
be older than the time of £dward the First, I see 
no reason why it might not be built in the be- 
ginning of his reiga; for the causes which before 
prevented their building a stone bridge no longer 
existed. They bad nothing to fear from the in-

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sion of counties, or the bounds of parishes, and 
sometimes for religious uses, as those were which 
stood on the sides of public roads. For this 
purpose chapels were sometimes built upon 
hirge bridges and by the sides of great roads. 
As no people were more tenacious of their privi- 
leges and property than the monks, without 
doubt tbey made the perambulation of their 
bounds as often as the state of the country 
permitted. These perambulations wc^re made 
with solemn prqcessions from the church to 
the bigh cross, where the liost was exposed 
with great solemnity to the people, who there 
received the benediction ; and, joining the pro* 
cession, proceeded from thence with banners 
displayed, cbantii^ litanies and psalms to sq- 
lema music» as they marched to the several 
places where their bounds were ms^rked by 
stones or crosses; and if any had been thrown 
down by storms or floods, they were set up 
again; or, if any were lost, they restored them 
with the usual ceremonies. For this and other 
purposes of the same nature, no bridge was bet- 
ter situated or better contrived. It served like- 
wise for a market-cross. A market aud a fair 
Fci'e granted in the reign preceding that in 
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which we suppose the bridge was burlt, 'IVIar- 
ket-crosses were generally rHisofI on hii2:fi steps ;

•ffo^ he opened a particular spot which he- 
pointed out, in order to g^t gravel, and found 
nothing but a large gritty sand, like to that be- 
neath the gravel, where he was then digging; but 
that this year he had opened the iuniespot again 
and. had lound gravel as l^rge as what I then 
saw, many of the pebbles of which are as laige 
as oiarbles, and some even as large as pigeons' 
eggs. Should this appear to militate against 
commonly received opinions, it may^tiH be true; 
for the wisest of mankind aovKtivkts err, and tlie 
operations of nature are sometimes difficult to 
investigate, even by the closest observers, 
^is true that the belief of the facts are in 
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some degree fosoded on human tettimony, bnt 
then it may be urged that the persons relating 
ftie circumstances, having no theory to support; 
had no motives to induce them to misrepresent 
what they believed to be, true. It is possible 
also that the men may err through ignorance ; 
but this i^ not very likely, since it requires no 
great portion of intellect to discover the differ- 
ence between a vegetable soil and gravel, or to 
distinguish pebbles from sand. Mr. C. Wyche. 
of Crowland knows how the matter stands, and 
I have no doubt bnt he will investigate the sub-' 
ject closely ; for if ibis- can be proved to be a' 
fiict, some very elaborate theories must vanbb.

LONG SUTTON, 



. £.QNa Sutton,. «r Suttoo St. Mary's, is a 
fJe^Miit Village in .the wapentake of Eiioe, iatbe 
p^ts of lioHand^. about 4| mile^ east of Uok- 
beach. 

John of Gaunt owned Sutton, and other vast 
manors in this icbunty. ' There were also lands 
here b^id5>f the honour of Croun of Frieston,-f 
Inquis. Wap. Ellow, 1 Edw. lU. feod milit. 42 
oflkr. armor.. p« 32, . , 
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The town took it9 ntme of Strtton^ or. Amfft^ 
Tmtn^ from beiag^ soutli of hatibii, ^hfdi Is W 
much oMer place. Suttoa is sitwited on th^ 
west side of the Roman baok» io wMefi^ sonrr 
centuries ago, the tide nsed to'fldw. This vi^ 
kge has no donbt heen mndi larger than H is ai 
present, for about a mile from it is a place called 
Sntton tUio Crosses, from two stone crosses hai^' 
Ing been built tliere: here are about twenty 
houses, including a pubHc-hotne. There is als^ 
another place, about half a mile east of the town» 
called Little London, cantaining about seventy 
houses, pleasantly situated on the Roman bank. 
In the Hall siic 0cres,. a paslVKOlttia very small 
distance s. £• of the church, are the foundations, 
of a large mansion home, which formerly belong* 
ed to, or was the residence of John of Gaant; — 
it ha3 been moailcd rbuad. Sutton oniiie don- 
takied a monastery, culled Ketei, tile t^ker^cf 
which lay in the King% manor at l^dd Si. 
Mary's. 

wbieh is dedicated to Sti l)Ha»y, ts a ikfufAgie, 
^lued in the kiiig*^* books at 401.; patron the 
Rev. T. L. Bennett. The steeple, wtfieh is a; 
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«{)ire of frame-work of wood, covered with lead^ 
stands at the s. w. angle, nearly detached from 
the church. It is 54 yards |ii^h> and may be as* 
cended to nearly the top, from wfaeoce the speo'> 
lator has an extensive prospect of Cross-Keys 
Wash, and the adjacent country ; it serves also 
for a sea-mark. In it are five musical helis. 
At tlie east end of the church is a curious circu<> 
lar window, constructed entirely of glass and 
iron. 

On. a pane, in one c^ the windows of the south 
aiie, b a painted figure of a knight in armour, in 
the act of being stnng by a serpent. The inha- 
bitants have a tradition that this is John of 
Gaunt, who, they say, lies buried in the south 
aile ; — this, howewsr, is erroneous, for that pow^ 
er&l nobleman was buried jn the choir of $U 
Paur^Xondon.

On a marMe monument in the east entd of tb« 
south aile. 

Near this place are interred the la&t remains 
of Mary the wife of Joshua Scrope, Esq, Lord of 
this Manor; who after a long illness, whicji »\m 
bore with religious submission, patience, and 
fortitude, yielded her latest Urei^th on the third 
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day of Feb. id the year lli)^, in ih^ 4?^h year 
of her age. She was the only ehiW «nd hekesd 
of Thomas VWian, Esq. of Cornish extractioH, 
who was heir 9t law, lu right of his mother, to 
the Hydes of Langtoft, Lords of this Manor. 
Her mother was Mary Countess l>o\vager of De- 
loraoe, daughter of Gervase Scrope of Cocker- 
ington, Esq. a lineal descendant of the Lords 
Scrope of Belton. She succeeded to the inheri- 
tance of the estates of that ancient family, in 
this «ounty, udder thd will of bef uncle Frederic 
James Scrope, Eaq. in the y^ar 1799.

THB SCHOOL. 

About eighteen years ago the inhabitants eaoM 
to a resolution, by a new decree, to apply forty 
pounds a year, to be paid out of Philip's charity, 
to the support of a school-master, the person 
not to teaeh more than 40 poor children. It is 
governed by a comiiiittee of seven, amcmg whom

MODERN STATE» 

Here are three manors ; the largest is o^anor 
•f SMon Holland, and parcel of the Duchy of 
Lancaster^ and belongs to Francis TViylor, Esq. 
and Hugh Jackson, Esq, ; Guanock manor be- 
ltings to Miss Catherine Copeman ; and Cranwtll 
manor, which is very small, belongs to — Green» 
Esq. The principal proprietors of land are 
Admiral Bertie^ Redmore Allenby, Esq. Miss 
Pauntfort, Porter's heirs, Mr. G. Clark, and Mr. 
W. Hutchinson. This parish, including the 
hamlets of Lutton, St. James's, and St. Ed- 
mund's, with the marshes and commons, con- 
tains by admeasurement 21860a. Or. 27p. ; the 
average rent of which is 40s. per acre. The 
tithes are paid by composition, and are liable to 
betaken in kind. The fences are principally 
hedges, and the soil is a rich loam, but it varies 
in different parts of the parish, as in some places

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it U silt, add in othiers chiy. It is, geiv^Hyy 
both ^ood pasture aad arable land. Hie parisli 
rs^s in 180d anouoted tt> 9eoL 13e, dd. at 
2s. 3d. in the pound. Sutton common has been 
inclosed abotit 24 j^ears, and is now an extenlive 
tract of rich fertile land, producing eloelleirf 
crops of corn of every description. 

Near a creek and house now occupied by Mr. 
Russel Mumby, called king's house, in Sutton 
marsh. King John is said lo have lo^t his hagu 
gage. Sec. in crossing from Lynn to Swtneshead 
Abbey, m the year 1216. 

SUTTON WASH, 

On the road to Lynn, is three miles from Long 
Sutton, and nine from the latter place ; it con- 
sists of about 80 houses, including three inns,' 
the largest of which, kept by Mr. R. Milts, is 
neat and comm<)dious; and is resorted to in 
summer by invalids^ for the benefit; of sea air 
and bathing. 

Some few merchatnts and sfaip-owacrs r«8id« 
here, who have large warehouses, and knport 
corn, coalS) and timber. The Inhabitants, how- 
ever, principally consist of the captains of coasts 
ing Vessds, pilots, customhouse officers, and 
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tide-waiters. Most part of the land belongs to 
the governors of Ouy's Hospital in London, the 
rf^ of which is ateut !i4s. per acre: the stew* 
ani; Mr. R. Sfaeareroft, resides here. The land 
biiTing been gained from the sea,, is silt, some of 
which is strong enough for bricks ; — it produces 
excellent crops of corn, mustard, cole seed, and 
9AI kiads «f pulse ; sometimes it jfieids fi?e qnaf& 
ters of wbear, or ten quarters of oats per acre. 
Hei« is a Methodist^s CfaapeK 
At tUs time (1818) surreyors are emj^oyed in 
taking lerels for the purpose of cutting a river 
horn Wisheaicii to tihe west side of the* wash, or 
^catoary, b^ef which is to be a bridge, alter en-

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SUTTON- ST. JAMES, 

In the wapentake of £Hoe«i in the parts of Hoi- 
land, and in the parish of Long Sutton^ is a 
hamlet about four miles s. w. of the latter 
place. 

From the remains of antiquity in this neigh* 
bourhoody it is probable that this hamlet has 
been much larger than it is at present. About 
two furlongs from the churchy westward^ in a 
quadrivium^ stands Ivy Cross (on Ravensbaok), 
ten feet diameter at the base, with four rows of 
steps up it> each of which is aboiit a foot higli. 
}ts form is ocftangular, and on its top is ,oae' en- 
tire stone, 36 inches square, iand 10^ inches 
thick, in the middle of which staitcb a pillar sup- 
ported by four buttresses rudely carved; and 
which the ravages of time ha^ almost destroyed. 
N^rly three quarters, of a mile s. w. of thk 
is another cross, in , an inclining ^dsture, some- 
what sunk in the earth* Tradition says this* was 
a matket-cross, but it is far more probable that 
th^se crosses were erected either. as boundaries 
or stations, or else for the purpw^ of reUgion, 
in the ages of superstition. 
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THB CHAPBL 

Is a cnnicy not in charge, of the oloar yearly va- 
Jne of al. 9s. dd. the pstrpn of nvhioh is the yioip* 
of Long Sutton. Between the steeple and ehan* 
eel is a space of twentjr-twb yvar^s^ which spaee 
was formerly Ihe body^of the ohiir^h. In the 
present chancel, which has lately been repaired^ 
there are no monHroenfal inscri))tions; the height 
of ^ tower steeple is e^nal to tits distance horn 
the cbaneel. Small as tiie nunjber of inbabitantg 
in this ploc-e mast he, tiiey are, Bei^nrheiess, di- 
vided in their religious principles, and a Method- 
ist's Chapel has lately heen erected. The body 
of 4he' church has been down npdny years. 

The foundations .of the south )>OTdi, and of

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SUTTON ST^ EBMUND. 

St. Edmund's is a stn^gliag village la the 
parish of Long Sutton, about 8| miles E. by N. 
of Crojland, and 10 miles w. of Wisbeacb. 
The parish rates in 1803 amounted to 3861. 159. 
6d. at 3s^ 4dL in the pound. 

THE eHAFEL 

is an elegant structure, and was built about 
.fourteen yeara ago; it is a small but neat chapel 
of ease to {Long Sutton. It is endowed with 
Queen Anne's bounty, and- is a curacy not in 
charge ; patron, the vicar of Long Sutton. 

The principal prc^rietors of land are Mr.. Edw* 
Diggle, Mr. J. Harber, Mr. A. Whitshead, Mr. 
Chas. Kingston, Mrs. Taylor, Mr. J. Taylor, 
&c. Sec. The sml is part clay and part nofoor, 
is exceedingly rich and fertile, and will feed, the 
largest oxen. It is principally used forgraatng; 
— the whole hamlet is well drained by two wind 
engines, which throw the water into the shire 
drain. 

The whole nanber of acres is about 4382, the 
,averi^e rent of which is nearly 40s. per. aere. 
The fences ^e mostly ditches. . The hamlet is 
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divided by four strai^t dro?e»^ called Quanock 
Gs^e, Broad Gate, Hall Gate, and Lutton Gate. 
A great part of tbe- above information, respect- 
ing Long Sutton, was communicated by Mr. W. 
. Quattt, Ofikev of Excise.. 

LUTTON, 

(k Sutton St. Nicholas,, is a hamlet in the parish 
of Long Sutton^, about a mile and a half to the 
north of this last-mentioned place, and ^ve rail^s 
£. by N..of Holbeacb. Lutton was^ formerly tlie 
lesideiice of many wealthy families^ cliiefly mef- 
chants, who, to avoid the plagtie which- raged in 
London, in 1693, left that eky and settled in 
this netghbourlu)od.. One of the most eminent 
#f Jbese was called Parke, and many of thb 
.femily tie buried in the middle.aile of the church, 
though seTeral of the monumental inscriptions 
covered by tlie pews*.

Dr. Richard Bwsby, the celebrated master of 
We^tmioster school, was born in this parish in 
the year 1600, He was indebted for the iicst 
rudiment of his education to the Whclby family 
(vide Holbeach). As no person of the name of 
Busby now resides any \>'h«r€ in this neighbour- 
hood » it may be reasonably iiiferred,. that either 
the family removed to another {^art of the coun- 
try, or it is become extinct^ for no traces of it. 
are to be met with. Tliis celebrated teacher re- 
c^ved a^ classical education at Westminster 
scIh)o1, as a king's scholat*, ai^d afteiwarHs ac- 
quired great tepii»tation for his classical <kaow- 
ledge at Oxford. He look his degrees of Al. -A. 
141 16^1 . In i640 he was appoinled^ ma^tor of 
WeetmHi&ter |sehool, which post he hekl, n»the 
highest reputation/ f(M( 55 years ; hewas-intwli 
famed as a flogging master, but he is said to have 
made many excellent scholars. 'He was zealous- 
ly attached to church and state, and W4s tmi- 
Aentiy charUableiboth in puMic and privatddile. 
He died irt the year 1695, at the advanced 3ge'4»f 
81, and w^s buried in Wiestmineter Abbe^r, ^rhefe 
a monumefit has bee^n erected to his ^neiborV.. 
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I The peopk liere say that Dr. Rmby gave the 

pulpit, in Lutton «hurcli, to the pariabioners, itt 

I 1702, and that he sent workmen from London 

to put it up, and also that he beautified the 
church in several parts ; — ^in this, there must be 
some mistake^ perhaps the pulpit wa» made and 
put up after his death. Be this as it may, it i$ 
very handsome^ and k inlakl very fancifully ; it 
is dated 1702. 

A person of the name of Readbead, who was 
born here, and wlio died in the year 1770, was 
much attached to bis bettk, and lest people 
should say *^ Here lies drnnken Readhead V he 
ordered that his coffin should be placed in an 
erect posture, with the feet downwards ; and this 
whimsicality of bis was punctually complied 
with* He wa^ interred at the s, e. corner of th^ 
church, and has a muinl monument. 

THE CHURCH, OR CHAPEL^ 

is a small iieat handsome buildinf , dedicated t^ 
St. Nicholas ; it is a chapel (not in charge) to 
the vicarage of Long Suttom The steeple is a 
conical -spire, 159 feet high^ The body of the 
church is supported by fine slender pillars, and 
it is ornamented by somcf fine Saxon arches^ 
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In ib^ uMidle/^lie w« nolked tli^ fqllotvitis:

The R^KOian Bank 'passed 
through the micklle of the hamlets The parish 
rates in 1803 auKnmled to di2l.''7^. lOd. at 
^s. Id. in. the pound. 

Slukeiey thinks that this town is as ancient a^ 
any in Holland^ and that it took its name from 
the general drainage of the country, which was 
here ^united Jn one channel; they call such 
places i4H[ei or ^ldA$ to this day, henc« Lode 
Town or Lutton. 

Moch of this information was communicated 
by Mr. Macann. 

Having mentioned Guy*s Ebspkal, the follow- 
ing account of its founder may be acceptable to 
some readers. — Mr. Thomas Guy, ^to whom we 
are indebted for the endowment of the hospital 
which bears his name, waft originally a booksel-* 
ler on London Bridge, and a singular character* 
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The circumstance (o which we owe this charity^ 
originateil in the following manner : Mr. Guy 
being about to marry his housekeeper,, the day 
previous to that on which the ceremony was to 
have been performed^ he had employed some 
paviers to repair the pavement as far as a parti* 
cular brick> which ht pointed out to them. The 
housekeeper being present when the men were at 
work, obseirved that there was a place further on 
which wanted mending: the men remonstrated 
that they. had no orders to go further than IVir. 
Guy's direction; to which she replied, "Never 
mind Mr. Guy, I will take the consequences ;'' 
on which account she lost a husband, and the 
public gained an hospital. 

Those men who have been great, in whatever 
situation, excite curiosity, and claim attention ; 
the name of the following desperado is still fa- 
miliar^ to many in these parts, as being one of 
the most notorious thieves that ever disgraced 
his country; he finished his career on the gal- 
lows at York, in 1730. We allude to Richard 
Turpin, who. lived some time at Long Suttolk. 
under the fictitious name of Palmer; — this heM 
once sold a horse to a farmer of this place, for 
ready money, and found another who had credu- 
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lity enough to sell him another horse on the se- 
curity of some trinkets ivhich Turpin had stolen 
from a Jew pedlar, just before, when he was dis- 
tributor of hand-bills to a mountebank doctor. 



GEDNEY. ^ 



Gbdnbt js a village in the wapentake of £1- 
loe, in the parts of Holland, about two miles 
east of Holbeach. The name seems to be deriv* 
ed from Gaden-ea, (aqua ad viam) ea signifies a 
watering place for cattle, and roads are frequent- 
ly called gates ; hence gate -en -ea, or Geduey. 

Domesday Account.

The abboisVoianor^house, which stood <ahoiit 
100 yards ^K>r(h of the churob, is now dowq, 4nd 
its former situation can scarely be dekwiinpft; 
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it was anciently a a noble buildiOg» but, at the 
time it was taken down, it was M^bing bal a 
litvge beap of ruins : it was buih by the abbots 
of Cropland. We bave ^'iven two Tiews of thb 
edifice, to wbicb we refer the reader. Theie 
was, formerly, a covered way from tbis house to 
tbe cbaucel of tbe church, where the broken

THE CHUnCH 

19 a noble structure, built by tbe abbots of Croy* 
land. From the different kinds of arohiteeture 
mrbicb it displays, it appears to bave been bnill 
zX different times. It has in all 591 glaaed win* 
dows, and in one at the east end of the oorlh 
aile there is some fine painted glass, representing 
several scripture characters, extremely well oxe» 
Guted. 

«* The church (says Stukeley) was built by the 
abbots of Croyland, wIk) had a stately house 
on tbe north side of it, and vast possessions in tbo 
parish. The upper part of the tower ia of ih^ 
same date as the church, but built ufK)n older 
work, both of which were, no doubt, buSt by the 
u 2 
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abbots, assisted by charitable donations. In the 
chancel window is a religious in his habits." 

The pillars are light am' '>cta?onal, and paint- 
ed in imitation of marble. The font is a poly- 
goo of sixteen sides, with Anted columns. Here 
is also a handsome singing gallery, supported by 
fluted square pillars. In the cenlic of the aouih 
door is a miuiature representation of Christ on 
the cross, with his mother and some other women 
standing by; this is embossed in the oak. The 
same door has also a curious copper lock^ with 
an ancient inscription, and over it is cut in the 
osJc, in large Saxon capitals, PAX CHRfSTI 
SIT HUIC DOMUI ET OMNIBUS INHAB- 
ITANTiBUS IN EA ; HIC REQUIES NOS- 
TRA ; and under four black shields, in capitals,- 
IN . HOPE. The altar piece in this church, 
which came from Boston, and which was the al- 
tar piece in that church more than 70 years ago, 
is a handsome addition to this fabric, and not 
much inferior to the one which fills its former 
situation. The pulpit is neat, and the cushion 
and hangings are crimson velvet, bordered with 
gold lace.

§outb'ca baoki is a pasture called the bi^b dol^ii, 
a square double moated, where ancient founda- 
tioDs have been dug up, and some Roman coins 
found. One acre here, parcel to the abbey de- 
m£fiK, forrwriy belonged to the almoner of 
Croyland, Another such moated square is in 
the parish of Sutton St. Edmumrs, about the 
same distance from soulh-ea bank, where the' 
same things have been found. 

Here are also some lands called monk's dole ; 
also about 274 acres, six score to the hundred, 
as an old terrier expresses it called Prior* sjield, 
which formerly belonged to the priory of Spal- 
dhig. 

Ascmg grange, near Whaplode drove chapel, 
is a high piece of ground, square, and nioaud 
round, in and near to which, several Roman 
coii^ and urns have been dug up ; — 'this is 
uear, Catscove, now catch colt corner, and thcbC 
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have been supposed to be CMitelh to secnre the 
possessioo' of this part of the count r}' ; ihev lie 
in a right line in the most southefly ^rt of 
Elloe. 

At Anytoft in Hoi beach, b a Hke moated 
square, where foi^ndaetioas, urnt^ac-d coiu» have 
been dug up ; and Mr. Johnson ef Spaldkig had 
the liead of a spear whicb was feysd' have, a» 
weU as several Homaa coios. , Mafty. Roman 
caiaA have aUo been ibunii at QiggiM^hiim* and 
in the sea dike, betweirn. Fleet and Gedney, « 
aword waa found wUcb appealed to be IloiiMa. 

THE CHAPEL 

Is a chapel ^i ease to Gedney, and endovtd 
witlr lands, part gifts, and part Queen Anae'a 
bounty ; Fateon, the feofibes ol land given for 
cbaritabie uses : the chapel is dedicated to tlie 
holy Trinity. It is a small neat modern buildings 
iivith a handsome tewer containing five beUs« 
The church yard is au eminence, and when Coww 
, bit bank hroke in 1764, and again in 1771» thia 
was the only place to which, the inhabitants of 
this part could fly for refuge from the finry of the 
watery element.

PfcfeET IS a village in the wapentfdce cf £lkie» 
in the parts of Holland, about two >inil«s east of f 

fiol beach. This village probably |{ierii«4 its \ 

aame from its proximity to tlie sea, wUclDMice 
oatne hither ; aad Callis, in the Law ^of Severs, 

.«dit. 1647, p, 34, says, " That a creek^nd a^bay 
be all one, and a meer and ^Jfleet b« also of ithat 

\ymaXme," Fleet eomes £rom the 'Saaon .mird 
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Jieot, and signifies a place to which the tide flows. 
Like Bicker, this village had once a haven, where 
. ships rode at ahchor, but the sea has been re- 
^ treating for several centuries, and it is now total- 

ly excluded by the junction of land in Hoi beach 
and Gedney, tt the west point of the parish. 

Formerly, near thie old Roman bank, in this 
parish, were hey ^y2\ beacon hills, but they have 
been cut down to make bricks of; — these hills 
were found in almost erery parish of south Hol- 
land, and from their relative situations, were 

• . probably designed for the purpose of giving sig- 

nals by fire to the abbeys of Croyland and Pe- 
terborough, in cases of emergency; such as the 
appearance of the Danes, and other banditti, 
who often infested these parts, and committed 
horrible depredations. Some precaution of this 
kind was absolutely necessary, and this method 

' . is adopted by th^ British government, to give 

\ alarm in case of invasion at this time. 

i Harrington Hall, mentioned by Dtkgdale and 

other ancient writers, was pidled down a few 
years ago. by Mr, Jonathan Andrew, who then 
owned the estate^ and who built on its scite the 
ferm house which now belongs to Mr. John Ash- 
. Wy. The old bouse, as well £» the present new'

"In this.towo formerly flourish^ the ancient 
'ftmilies of Fleet, Daeres/ Harrington, iku^rington, 
'Welby, and^Moulton." 

An ancient guild of Corpus Ghrieti ^ood near 
'Barley pit,- where isnow a house jmee belonging 
•to Mosed^Stukeley, who owoed the estote, John 
•deKjirkton foundeda hospital in bi^own messuage, 
hy Ucenc^of King Edward the III. dated Novem- 
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ber 16, for a warden, cbaplain, and iifteen poor 
people; he endowed it with several lands in 
Holbeach, which he held of the abbot of Crop- 
land, who by licence permitted the same to be 
annexed to this hospital of All Saints in Holbeacb, 
for which he paid 201. this formerly stood on the 
ground now occu|^ied by the Chequer Inn, op- 
posite to the church. I remember (says Stukeley) 
the old stone work and arched doors and windows 
with mullionS} which were taken down, when the 
house was rebuilt by my father ; many of the 
carved stones were also laid in the foundations of 
the houses which he built near the bridge : iff 
Dugdale*8 Monasiicon. 

The old cross in the market place was pulled 
down 1688. In ISBS^Thonms de MuUon Lord 
££:remont obtained a market and f^ir for Holbeach 
October 3d, in Ae 87 of Henry IIL at Windsor,^ 
and probably built the market cross. 

A brass seal was discovered here under some 
ruins ; on one side 'was the ficure of a man, on 
the otlier. three cocks and a porciillis. Also 
some years ago, a brass box was fonbd fifteen 
; feet deep in the earth ; it was inclosed in,a wooden 
one, and contained some ancient silver coins 
and manuscripts : The coins were sold by the 
finder to a traveller; the writings he burnt be< 
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•cause he could Dot read* them, and the box he 
add for old brass to a p^son who disposed of it 
to Mn Samuel, a Jew, in Lincoln. . 

In the year 1696, digging in Mr. Adlard 
Stukele/f garden, they found a brass seal ; a 
man in long robes with two escutcheons ; on one 
three cocks, on tlie other a porcullis, the legend 
Sotrahla Deu9 okr. In the^ Year 1698 an iron 
fpurwas found with a very long shank. 

The Rev. Maurice Johnson of Spalding, in a 
letter to Dr. Stukely, (see Reliquiae Galeanae pt. 
2. p 93) says ** your own parish Holbeach affords 
•ne remaricable article in the parochial charge » 
where tlie last ]^ear the churchwardens paid 41. 6s. 
for the destruction of the urchiiis or hedgehogs 
at but one singly' penny a piece, and the present 
officers have paid above 901. on the same account 
already, the vast flocks of cattle in this noble 
parish and some coney boroughs, have drawn 
those creatures from all parts hither, as one 
would think." 

THB CHURCH 

is a large handsome building, consisting of m 
nave,.aile8, chancel, porch, and spire steeple • 
and the north porch has two circular towers. 
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with 6Dibatrded^£parapets{ at its extreme angke^ 
Tb^ cbancel is^, p^ved with-blac^k' aad trllite> 
, marble, and bere is a good painting.at the altar - 
pfece^. repre^enting.Cbrist imHtiitiii^ tbe Loird^s 
Su ppcr^ ^* Christ* our ^p^ssfwer is CFUcified fei^ 
«s, tberefore, let us keep tbe -feast.''

He vmB «0MtiCuted ^Jfiragaa of Bmlol to Lati* 
m^ of W^roester ltd9, i&aded<^ of Woreester 
1&4}, translated to Rochester m 1M4, and fiiott 
tbeoee to Liiieola in 1549. ^is bishop was 
one of the compilers of* the liturgy. Hie was 
well skiUed In the learning of those thnes, %wi 
particulaiiy in the Hebrew language^ in whieb 
the English literati, at that time, (according to 
Erasmus) were particularly defident. He eoni- 
piled an Hebrew le&ieon, which ivas very correct 
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(fit tbp timei h» lived in ; anil John Pitts com- 
pkiiis that Robert Wakefield, the first Hebrew 
pcofessor at Cambridge^ converted it, witboaft 
acknowledgment, to his own use. lie died A. C« 

WUUam Stukekf, whose name and aeniory 
are respected by every true lover of English 
antiquities, and whose literary disquisitions 
will be always considered curious, and tliere^M^e 
interesting, to a certain class of readers and ami- 
Hieurs of books, was a native of this town. He 
was descended from an ancient family in thia 
cpunty, and was born here November 7th^ 1687v. 
After i^ceiving the first rudiments of hm educa- 
tion under Mr» Edward Kelson, m the free 
scbool of this town, be was admitted of Bennet. 
College^ Cambridge^ where be n^de medicine 
und botany his peculiar study; Taking a degree

Harehy 17tt ; wbed» by tefnperaiic:^ 
and rtgtiMiity, he hadaUaihedbbseventj-eighlh 
year. Thus elided a valuable life, sedulously 
spent in endeavoofing to illnstrate the obscure 
femaios of aatiqulty. His early writings pr^aged 
what m^t justly be expeeted to matttrer years^ 
and the lovers of antiquarian studies were not 
disappouited. He had a sagacky peculiar to 
greatgentusyjoinedwith unwearied industry. Bat 
bn his investigations he appears too partial to a 
favourite hypothesis^ and too fanciful in his de^ 
scription for the impartial enquirer after tratb. 
His character has been given by his friend, Mn 
Peter Collmson, and printed in the Gentleroaa'a 
Mi^iaaiBe for theyear 176S« 

On 19th of July 1745 died at Holbeach, Mt. 
Samuel TrOtheriiH^ham, oneof the people called 
qui|kers» but no bigot, a sum of considerabte 
fortune, and eminent for his leammg in general^ 
as well as mathematicks, more particularly alge> 
bra, and the doctrine of fluxions and chancea^ 
(though no gamester)! he was the first man m 
England, who invented a clock with two minute 
hands, one shewing the true time, and the other 
(he apparent time» at alt seasons of the yeai^ 
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iicforditlj^ lo the ec6enlficttj of (b© ^rtfa's orbil^ 
and obliquity of llie eelipfie, as seltled ^v Dr; 
Flaoislrad ; wbicii was made by Mr. Joha Ber- 
rkfge, Ute of Boston, now of London: lie vrat 
afiable^ and cbaritablc, of an enga;gincr conversa- 
tion* and coart^pus bebaviour, to people of aH 
pefauasioos, Gent. Mag. July 1745.

Whaploi>e, in the wapefntake of EIloc, and 
l^rts of Holland, is a village about 2[ mifcs v^f^t 
of Holbeach. This town is ancient, and it is 
distinguished as having been an appendage' to (li€ 
1 abbey of Oroyland^ by the names Cappelade, 
Quappelade, and Quaphiode ; the word lade» or 
Its equevalent lode, seems to itnply Ihat one of 
the principal outlets from Croyland watersj was 
by this cape/ or headl^md, and hence th^ name 
of the place, Cappeiode, ^ 

Whaplbde, in its original state, was inhabited 
by a few iisheroien,' who had erected their huts on 
this eminence, for the purpose of carrying on 
their daily employments of fishing and fowling 
with more convenience than they could other- 
wise have done by coming from a more distant 
situation. For this privilege some ackuowledg- 
went was made annually, or perhaps -oft^ner, to 
the abbot of Croyland for the time being, as lord 
paramount of these domains ; and, as a proof of 
tkis statement, we may observe that the principal 
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Hanor in tbig parish siili retails' tfae^ imnie of 
Whaphde Ahhoii. As tbe tolmbkdmi -Cff 1^ 
cheerkss «pot were raaaifeBlly of tbelowcit^rfhar 
of fimnkiii^^ it becatme accessary, towards tbeir 
BiMrtal' iasprovetnenf , to imbue their minds with 
th« plriad|lle8 ofrdigion aod morality \ for, in 
all agto of the world, this has been the most 
dffectnal polbber of a barbmniHis people. To 
f ff&ot «0' useful and desirable a purpose; one of 
tbe early abb^ta of Cloyteud erented a . aatott 
cbapel for divine jvorship, and aHhoughwe^hni^ 
aeautbentic- records of the time .when it was 
bulk or the maftef j»ls ^ wMeb it was«ceastra^tBC^ 
y<it there is li^le doubt bul that it'wba ongtaally 
fOFQied of wood, and covert * with' thf^di^aa 
Spalding and ni^ny others in tlie sanflejiirisdietipfl 
are known to have been.

one fortnt^t after Micbaelmas, in every year. 

In the appendix to Gongb's history' of Croy* 
land, h an account of the ill treatment of a liionk 
the abbot's steward^ sent by the abbot of that 
|>lace to Wbap1ode» to prevent the inhabitants 
from cutting down some trees, nejir tbe church, 
which belonged to Croyland abbey; tlie poor 
fellow was roughly handled, aqd was very near 
being murdered. 

In tlie year 1439, violent rains brok^ down the 
banks, aad drowned Whaplode common. Stuke^ 
ley says, I have been told that at TheophiluS 
Grant's house in Whaplode, near Gorbaro's holt, 
aqueducts of clay, one let into another, hav^ 
been dug up. 

THB caUBCH 
was built, and the vicarage appropriated to the 
«bbot of Croyland, in the year 1268» and it is 
the niost ancient church in this neighbourhood. 
It is of Sttxon architecture, and having be^n fre* 
quently enlarged^ is become one of the largest in 
■ik» ftourishlng and populous di2»trict« Part of

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«eats OD the north side, Ihe whole i^ in good coik 
dition; the pulprt is good, bi^t the cloth which 
covers it is extremely shabby. Here is a large 
stone fant» lined with lead* The chancel is neat, 
but coiHains not a single seat for the eommun»» 
caufs to sit on I 

In the south transcept, near the west end, is a 
Btouument, without any date^ erected to the 
memory of Sir Anthony Irby and Alice his wife, > 
whose recuoibent effigies, are well executed. 
About this monument are six effigies of children^ 
hut in a very mutilated state; oves the whole is 
a very heavy sloue canopy, surmounted with a 
stone shieM and crest. The canopy is supported 
by ten composite cdomns, which are now giving 
way uodev the prjessure of the weight with which 
they are loaded'^ The iron raiting with which it 
is surrounded defends it from external injury. 

Near this monument hangs a knight's helme^^ 
over which a banner is displayed, tbe device of 
which exactly corresponds with the stone shield. 

In the upper and south windows are these

The steeple stands completely on the outside 
of .t|fe south aide of the east angle! but a com- 
jounication with it and the body of the. church 
has been lately made by a door-waj', which has 
been brokea through the side waif, near the a. 
X. angle. 

The tive bells ta ihU ^\eep\t^ a«e hutig sa as l# 
turn, when rsfi^iog, t^e ooiittrary way r^und to 
hay others we have ever seen. Tlie tburth is 
dedicated to St. Mary ; patron the king ; it is a 
ericarage, valued in the king's books at<l6K 149. 
6yd. The Rev. P. Fisher, D. D. master ef the 
Charter^house, rector of Elton, HttBtiagdo»- 
jshice, and iacuaibent of a stall in SaUsbury Ca* 
thedral, is the present inctimbeot.

SfoutrTONp wbich probably took its oane 
from a mill in its vicinity, is a n^t Tillage in the 
impentake of EUoe, iii the parts of- Holland^, 
about four utiles west frofn*Holbeai;bt< 

Accordinet tor the best autkortties^ Mi>ititoii' 
began, from a desolate waste, to rise into som«« 
thing like » vailage, about the year of Christ 
1100, under the direction and jurisdiction ef'? 
Thomas de Million, lord of figremontjand lord^f 
Holbeach^ 'flits accomit is confirmed from- the 
ciroumstanceof this nobleman seryiag the office 
of high sheriff of the oonntv #f LincolO'from the • 
year 1106 to 1109^;— one of his aneestors also 
obtained a market for Fle^t^9JCing John,. This 
baron resided at Moulton, in a bouse which ia 
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now down, but which formerly stood in wliat is 
called Hall grounds, belonging to the Rt. Hon, 
Lord Eardley. These grounds have been moat- 
ed round, and large quantities of stones hav^e 
been dug up here; tliere is no doubt but that 
this place has be^n fortified, and, most probab- 
ly, in order lo defend its owner from the abbots 
of Croyland, vsho were mostly at variance with 
the Moullon nieu, on account of certain bouuda- 
ries between theai, called Alderlaiid. It appears 
also, from the Spalding Society Minulvs, (see 
vol. i. p. 248) that Thomas de Multon, ui the 
year 1274, was a tenant lo the Spalding priory, 
and that he was obliged to compound wkh the 
prior, John L for his venison killed, the herbage?,, 
and butter made ia his park at MouUon. Tlifi 
family of Multon continued here till the year 
1336, when it became extinct for want of male 
issue ; after this, Margaret, daughter of Thomas ,^.. 
de Multon, lord of Bvirgh, iQiliisland, and Hol- 
beach, married Ranuiph D'Acre, lord of Drum- 
bough castle. Sir Ralph D'Acre,- lord of H6U 
beach, lived here iu 1470; and it should seem 
that the last of this line left no male issue, but 
three daughters, one of whom married a Fitzwal- 
ter, another a Harrington, and the other died 
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unmarried. In consequence of this, one third 
of the estate was divided between Fitzwalter and 
Harrington, a moiety to each ; and the manors 
are now called Fitzwalter, Harrington, and the 
moiety of Dominorum. 

Several of the Multon family were called 
Thomas, and one of these obtained a market and 
fair for Holbeach, 37 Henry HI. ^1253). It wat 
the father of this baron who gave the church of 
Weston to the convent of Spalding (vide vol. i» 
p. 241.) 

" Moulton Hall (says Stukeiey) whose ruini I 
have seen, was the seat of Thomas de .Multon^ 
loid Egreniont, a great man in these parts; his 
name is among those of the barons who signed 
Magna Charta." 

Here is a place called King^s Hali, but bow 
it came by that appellation, we have not been 
able to ascertain. 

In a green Lane, in this parish, stands a small 
stone, {called Elloe Stone, which gives name to 
tbis hundred ; it standi about the middle of it. 
This was formerly the main road across the 
country, now called OJd Spalding Gate. 

<* Old men (says StuJiLeley) tell us that here 
ivas formerly kqpt an annual court, I suppose a 
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conventiofi tub dis, of the adjacent parts, to 
treat of their general afiairs: a wood bard by is 
called Elioe Stone wood.'' 

At M oulton was found an oblong'' prismatic 
piece of ber}^!, or river chrystal, in form of a 
canthariuSy supposed by some persons to be an 
mnuki. Dr. Woodward supposed it was a magi* 
cal gtass,* and some others have thought that it 
was a British ornament for horse trappings, when 
set in tin, like one which Sir Hans Slodne had* 

Mr. Johnson showed it to the Society of An« 
tiquaries, in the year 1790. At the same time 
he showed a copper military ring divided into 
eleven oval divisions, in the celiter IHS, to re- 
mind the wearer to say ten pater nosters, in the 
same manner as a Maltese ring had ten round 
knobs, and a crucifix In the centre: one of these 
was found in the vicar's garded. 

Roman vessels and urns, of £ne white and red 
earth, were found in ploughing at Woods, three 
miles south of Moulton, in the year 1721* They 
were dug up near Ravensbank, and several of

UpoiKwht«b4he per*- 
sons concerned, appeal to the prerogative oourl, 
tbe bishop was cited by thedeaa/of the arches, 
to shew f^ause why be sufiered such images to be 
defaced* On this occasion his kH-dship wrote a 
breviate of the cas/e, wherein he provedj from 
many antbentie records, injunctions and statutes 
oC Edward VI, Elieabetb, James, &e, and also 
ifom. tlie bc)ok. of bomRies, that images in 
churches, painted on cloth or wall, are unlaw- 
fiil^ . repugnant to the Christian relig^n, and 
eeiftrary to th» articles of the^c4mtvli *^'£fq^- 
laod. , Upqnf^iog..t^> caaetl^ preseculiao 
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ggiinst tlie bishop was immediately stopped,'' 
(Hd JVhig, Sept. 30, 1730. 

On the 9th of Dec. 1765, a sudden and nnex« 
peered ' tide inundated the salt marsh and com- 
mon at the northern extremity of this parish, and 
drowned 2092 sheep, 7 beasts, and 13 horses, 
belonging to the inhabitants of this place. 

THE CHURCH, 

with MoultoR chapel, is valued in the king's books 
at 281. 13$. 4d. Patron, the Rev. M. Johnson. 
It is dedicated to All Saints, and is a vicarage* 
This structure, 4bich is remarkably handsome, 
was built about the year of Christ 1300, and the 
beautiful spire at the west end, is of amore-mo* 
dern date; it contains a peal of 5 bells, the ten- 
or was cast so late as^the year, 1806. The inside 
is well pewed, and it has lately been fresh paint- 
ed, and otherwise ornamented by the present 
churchwardens. In the west end is a very hand- 
some window, which has a grand appearance 
from the middle aile, by viewing it over the sing- 
ing-gallery. The font is curious, and several 
scripture pieces are painted on its sides. Go 
one is a representation of Adam and Eve, and the 
seipent with the apple in its mouth; ou anothef 
TOL.

The lord of the manor of Fitzwalter belon|jli

ton to the Rt»Hon. Lord Eardley, with a moiety 
of Dominorum to each of them. Here are also 
the manor of St. John of Jerusalem, which be- 
longs to the Rt. Hon- Sir Joseph Bankes, and 
GoddardSy which belong to Mr. Henry HoHsuid 
of Moulton, The manor of Spalding and its 
members^ belong solely to Lord Eardiey. The 
tithes were exonerated at the time of the enclo* 
sure, which took place in 179$^* The- parish 
contains 11143 acres, wliich let, on an aver<tge« 
at 40s. per acre. The soil in this parish varies^ 
being part clay and part silt ; the clay soil is the 
best^ and is fit for either ploughing or grazing* 
The general mode of cultivation is, to plough a 
few years, and tlen lay down with seeds; 'or 
else, to fallow once in three years, with a crop 
of cole-seed; which, in general, is very j^ood. 
Part of the parish produces good hemp and flax, 
«nd some of it. is very rich grazing land. The 
fences of the new inclosure are^ generally, quick 
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MatFLTON. 1^ 

or th^rfi bf^dges ; the south of the parish is prin- 
cipally fenced with ditches. A narrow screed 
of land in this parish rnos westward up to Bro^ 
(her-bouse, in the parish of Croyland ; Moulton 
has also the privilege of taking fresh water frotn 
the River Welland, which, in dry seasons, is of 
eisential service to the inhabitants.

In the reign of James the first the manor 
of Wrangle belonged to the king, who let the 
fishing sands opposite this parish, in Boston 
deeps, one for 40d. another for 6 shillings, and ' 
another for a noble. 

Wrangle had formerly a haven, and it came 
to within half a mile of wher« the church now 
Btands. Tradition says that here was formerly a 
market, and that it was kept on a piece of ground 
called the thorough- fa re, and aUo that the haven 
came up very near to this place. 

The following curious document proves that 
the manor o f Wrangle belonged to Queen Eliza- 
beth:

THB CHURCH 

Is a Gothic building; but much lighter and 
handsomer than many others in this neighbour- 
hood ; it is supported by some slender octagonal 
pillars. The pulpit appears to be old, but it is 
beautifully carved, and is made of oak. The 
font is supported by an octagonal pedestal, oa 
an ascent of three steps. In the tower steeple 
are six bells. Several windows in the north 
ajle contahi painted glass; in the one at the 
^ast end,* there are spme human iigures at pray- 
er, aad some Latin inscriptioas ; — the colours 
are, some of them, very brilliant.

BUTjTERWICK. 



Butter WICK is a small village in the wapea- 
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lake of Skirbeek» in the parts of Holland, about 
4 miles nearly east from Boston. 

Here are few or oo ancient building of any 
note, in a pasture, .a little way S. W. of the 
church, are some foundations, but nothing is 
known res[)ecting them; the pasture is called 
Sempering Gmih. 

At the east end of the town, where there is 
now a larise pit, was formerly, in the memory 
of man, a lars;e hill, with a stone Cross about 10 
or 12 feet high, on the top of it. 

Bulterwick may boast of being at one time 
the residence of at least one man of learning. 
Thomas Grainger, minbter of this place, pub- 
lished more then two hundred years ago, a small 
quarto tolume, which %ras a paraphrase on the 
Beckmtiies. He called nimself a minister of 
the word. This place was also the residence of 
a respectable family of the name of Packhami^.

While most otiier Seminaries of this Descrip* 
tion (by a two rigid Pertinacity to ori<^inal Rules) 
afford but little or no advantage to those justly 
entitled to the benefit of t)iem» too much praise 
cannot be bestowed upon the Trustees and Feof* 
fees of this School for their ifalously adopting 
that mode of Education so particularly consii- 
teut with the present State of Society^ by whit h 
laudable Pl^n, the p9or Inhabitants have the 
kippiness ot seeing their Ciiilclre» edueat^ in 
whatever may be useful u} common life, while 
file mor^ wealthy of them niay^ if they please^ 
have theirs instructed in the learned languages 
and every liberal branch of Science. 

MODERN STATE. 

,The Lords of the manor, of Ft ieston t^nd Pulter- 
mck are the heirs of the late irjeory Ward Esq. 
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Tfte parish contains alHMit 1388 acr^s of land, .

Tw# 
vassals of Wido's have five camcates and one 
oxgang of this soke,, and they have there two 
ploughs and a half, and five sokeoienand twelve 
viHanes having one plough and a half. 

At this place was the ancient "barogy of droun» 
©r'Credon, given to Guy de Croun b^. Wm. the 
Conqueror, \iith whom he cauie into England. 
He had also another seat at Burfoii Crown, near 
Sl^aford; so called from him, as it b now called 
Pedwafdy^ from h*is dccendants; be^idje this he ^ 
had lands In Ashby, Ravendale; Wa^e, and Bli- 
ton, CO Lin, 29 W. I. as appears in domesday* 
He possessed no less than 60^ Lordships* The 
priory of Spalding being refouaded about this 
time, by his countryman Ivo Talbois, be gave 
to it one carucate \if land, lying in that town; 
HwtQxrt dt Sable pa. 138. ' 

Guy de Croun, in obedience to divine inspjra. 
ti<9n, gave a certain parcel of his estates to God, 
and St. Nicholas, for the soul of King Williaai 
and Maud the Queetr, and for the soul of Wil- 
liam, that the Lord would grant hitp success in 
bis reign, and bring him to agood.eodi aod^ 
oiit C4Tu^te of land in Spaldlogue, with the apj , 
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liurtenances^ his wife, all his sons and (hugk 
t«rs> aod brothers, consenting to it» for the good 
of his own soul. He likewise gave ten canicates 
of land in Pinchbeck, to the abbey of Croyland^ 
aod two carucates in Spalding to the same ab- 
bey. To Guy, or Wido de Croun, succeeded 
Godfrey de Croun, who was the first prior of 
Frieston, Alan Croun, Baron Croun, brother to 
Godfrey was in great favor with Henry L to 
whom he was great steward of the households 
la bis country^ at Frieston, he was called Alan 
open doors, because he kept so great a house. 
{Lelands itin p0l* 7.) 

This man founded the priory of Frieston, for 
Benedictine monks, and made it a cell to the ab- 
bey of Cio^ land, anno 1142, where his brother 
Godfrey was abbot at that time. Alan was bu* 
ried at Croylaud abbey, on the south side of the 
high altar. Vide the Monastkon, lugulphua 
and Dugdaya Bartmage,. 

Maurice Croun, the son of Alan, succeeded 
his father in 1150. He was made keeper of th^ 
Castle of Ancennis by .Hen. II. and governor of 
the provinces of Anjou and Main, and he was 
also one of the plenipotentiaries on the part of 
the King, in the treaties between him and Philif

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ihe august King of Fram e. 

Guy de Croun, the son of Maurice,accoinpa- 
nied Rich. I. in his voyage to the holy land ann© 
IIM, and was present at the treaty between hira 
and Tancred, Kin^j of Sicily. He coufirmed to 
the nuns of Haverholm, pasture for niV score 
8he«|; in f5!oxani field, even to the bounds be- 
tween tlieni and the abbot of Gf* lie. 

PeironilU, the daughter of Guy de Croun,. 
married William Lonchamp, «nd their son Sir 
Henry de Lonchamp died iu Miirch 1274, and 
was buried in Swineshead Abbey; but his heart 
at Burton Pedwardin, before the altar, iutbe 
chapel of ihe virgin mary, 

Thifre is (says Leland If in. vol. 8) a great Fee 
gatery'd about Boston parts, by the Dftme of 
Petrmille de la Corone, dow«hter by L\kele- 
kode de U Corone foundar of Friebton Priorye, 
aad buried at Croyland. 

'This Fee is -now paid to the lord Rosse^ but 
the Richmouiit Fee is greater there. There is 
also another Fee, cauld Pepardyne; and that 
the lord Liusey had : and i)\e owners of these 
Fees be lords of the town of Boston." Petronil 
bad laods in Holbcach and Quaptode, and in 
Weston. (Infuis Elho L EH. IlLftod miKt4g^. 
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^r arm. pa 32.) 

Alice, I he gmiidau^hter of Petronilla, married 
Rofrer Pedwanlin, and this family, the Vaux' 
the Lf>rd*8 Ros, ai)(1 the Markbam's, who were 
tlieir desreudants, ff'sided here many years. The 
scitt of Roshal), where the barons Ros liTed, is 
in the paribh of Fishtoft. Stukdeys Itin. 

Wm. de Uvis married Mar«(ery, one of the co- 
heiresses of Giles de Badlismere, lord of Chill* 
ham. Their descendants were the barons Ros ; 
and the Manors earls of Rutiandi married an 
Leiress. 

Walter Pedwardia married Thanisharat, sister 
to Tbf Iwell Llewellin, prinre of Wales, be lived 
la the castle of Bram|>iou, in Wij^oreUnd.^ 
To him tttcceeded Roger Pedwardin the II, 
who built the church of Burton Pedwardhi, and 
St. Mary's chapel there, being on the north si*ie, 
but the south aile together with the chapel of 
S(, Nicholas, wva rebuilt at the »aine time by the 
parisheners. This was done in the year 1340. 
Sir Roger Pedwardin, his son, died iu ldS% 
he obtained a bull for 530 days pardon, for all 
benefactions towards the church and chapel at 
Burton. 

Robert de Vallibus came iuto England witki 
C 2 
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William the Conqueror, and he was succeeded 
successively by Williain de Vaux, Robert aod 
Oliver; John de Vaux owned the manor of 
FriestoUy and certain lands in Boston, by gift of 
his mother in /eo<2o talliata ob« 12B8: his daugh- 
ter Maud was married to Wm. lord Ros, men- 
tioned above. 

In hilary term 12 Ed. 2. the abbot of Croy- 
land came into the Exchequer, by Friar Orgar 
de Freston his Comoigoe and Attonit>y in that 
behalf, and pleaded that he was unjustly and 
unduly amerced as a baron &e. 

Frieston is a sfra^^gling village, and about a 
mile north of the church is a phiee called Al- 
toft-end, or more commonly Altar end; here is 
a Public house, and several good farm houses, 
in which some of the most respectable farmers 
reside. 

The sea formerly came very near to Frieston, 
but it has now receded to about the distance of 
two miles and a half; at this distance nearly 
east of the church lies 

Frieston Shores 

Which is a bathing place of considerable note ; 
her^ are two good Inns, the Coach and Plorses, 
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kept by Mr. Plumm«»r, and Ihc Ancfior, k4?pt by 
Mr. Cook. These Inn? are rV?»si»nny sititJited 
near the sea bank, anri, in the summer season, 
are mneh frequt^nted by in^nlHs from the roiin- 
ties of f^iiestf r imrJ Voitifrerhanv, who come to 
bathe and drink the s ^Ir wslVr, ^^n^ reeeive for 
at least fancy thev receive) muoh '»cn*»fit from 
so doing. Heinff oiiiv «hout five miles ff^m Bos- 
ton, many of the inhabitants of that rich town, 
also resort hither in the baf liin? season, and es- 
pecially on what is called the tide sanctays« to re- 
lax their minds a litrle from the nioncHonous 
uniformity which a constant atfendaucf' on the 
'same business naturally imposes. From th«»se 
Inns we have a good view of the Norfolk coast, 
and the ships whi^h are almost constantly pass- 
ing at the distance of tliiee or four miles, per- 
petually vary the scene, and prevent rttat sime- 
n^sa^^ which otherwise would be very disagreeable. 

The Priory. 

Was founded for a Prior and some black 
nonks, in the- year 1142, by Ahm de Croun^ 
Wkriel bis Wi^ and MaUrice his Sou, 'and de- 
dicated to St James. These gave the Churches 
o' Freston, BuiterwyJce^ Fast, Warnlfutn,md 
Q 3 
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Surian, with all the Profits, Ctistoms, and 
Emoluments thence arisiD/sr, to St. Gutklac in 
Croyland^ te be a Cell thereto for ever. 

The east end ot the present Church heloog 
ed to the Priory» which extended eastward to a 
considerable distance; and a» the foundations are 
still visible, the scite may lie traced. Part of 
the offices still renrain, on the south side of the 
church, and form the residence of John Linton 
Fsq. whose ancestors have lived here for a con*^ 
siderable lenj^th of time, and by planting clumps 
of trees, shruberies &c. have converted it into a 
most delightful spot.

THE CHURCH. 

Wliicli has been built at diiTorent times, is part- 
ly' gothic, and partly saxon, aiid displays a very 
bad taste, by mixing gotliic and saxon srrches, 
and coliims of various orders, all in (lie same 
building. On the south side of the ehancel i» 
a kind of ehantry, with a bason cut in stone in 
the wall, for holy water. East of t\m is a large 
place wbh h appears to have belonged to the 
priory, but it is now of do use but to hold lun»- 
ber, such as coals, old wood &c. The font has 
. t carious coveiii^ of fret work, and is very 
handsome; it is octagonal, and stands oir a flight. 

*Tfaoiiias Overton Abbot of Croyland, was succeeded 
by Richard Upton, who had for ten years before been 
Prior of Frieston, Tanner. He was elected Abbot of 
Croytuid in 1417, and died the 15 of May 14sr. 



{^Another account says that John de Wisbeach,.Prior 
^ ofFreston, was elected to succeed Abbot LytlingtoR 

Abbot of Croyland about the 14 of Feb. 1469- 

He died Nov. 19 1476* TIris prior obtained frony 
the Pope a Bull to allow the eating i>t meat in Lent.. 
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of three steps. In the chance! floor are the fol- 
lowing inscriptiojis. 

One to the. memory of the Rev. J. Linton, late 
vicar of this parish an(i Butterwick, wlu^died ia 
the ypar 1782, a«red 61) years. 

Another to D'arcey Linton, who was acciden- 
tally killed at Goree in Africa. 

Another to the raemoryof John Linton, Clerk, 
who died Jan. 6. 1773, aged 88 years. 

In the middle aile, is one to the memory of

THE SCHOOL, &C. 

In tlie year 1728, a Mr. J. Iloldeii W> two^ 
acres of laud in the logs, for a Schoolmaster, or 
Dame, to teach the poor children of this parish 
to read, and if no Master or Dame be found, or 
the School not kept up in Friestoo, the parish of 
Fishtoft may claim it for the same purpose* Al- 
so in 1727, Mr, B. Morfort left- 20s, yearly, to 
be paid out of a piece of laod lying m Friestoiv 
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for the same purpose. Beside which the parish 
pays about lOl. annually. 

Here is also a Bede, and four poor people 
have 81. per anu. paid to them weekly, out of the 
vicardge of Fishtoft. 

MODERN STATE. 

The lords of the Manor of Rooshall, otiier* 
wise the Manor of Frieston and Butterwick are 
the heirs of the late Ueury Ward Esq. of the two 
Manors of Coupledyke Hall, Mr. P. Ptummer; 
of Poynton Hall, Mr. P. Pall; of Peachy Hall, 
Mrs Allice Liuton. The number of acres in 
this parish, excluding the fen allotment, is 4440 
which lets on an average at 45 shillings per acre. 
The soil, in the north of the parii^li is silt and 
loam, in the south it is clay and loam. The 
fences are mostly Quick hedges. Very fine gra- 
zing land, and suitable for most kiuds of grain. 
The tithes were exonerated on the inclosure of 
the fens. Tl|e poor-rates in 1803 were 4s. lOd. 
in the pound. The fen allotment is }OIlia. 
Or. 28p. 
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FisHTOFT is a very small villaije in the wa- 
pentake of Sklrbeck in the paits i»f Hollaiid^ 
about 3 miles E. S. E. from Boston. 

•*The Lord Moiitevi'le hnd a goodly great 
aiid aniient Manor p!H( e at ^i^cheto^t, a mil 
from Boston; it is now al yn ruinf, and belon- 
gid'to the Lord Wiiiou|;ihby and now to the 
Duke of Southfolk. Tht? b^rd Montevill's lands 
cam part^ly by heyree Genorall to the Bekes and 
Ihens by hey re General to the Willoughby's. 

The scite of Ron^hall where the barons Roi 
lived is in the paiish of Fishtoft." Lcland'ti ttin, 
• The Manor bouse in uhich the Monnteviir» 
and Willou^hby's lived, is now down, it stood 
on the groUnd where Mr. W. Winston's house 
now stands, at the distance of alnmi half a mile 
north ot' the chureh. Roosball is also down; — 
the present Roobhall is in the parish of Ffie^ston. 

The abbey of Cunland had a pension of 
ei^ht pounds a }ear, froni the church of 6t. 
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Domtsday Account, 

III Toft (Fishtofr) are thrre canicati^ of land 
to be taxed in the soke cf Drayton. Land to 
three ploughs. Seventeen sc^kemen have there 
five ph)ughs and a half» and twenty at res of 
meadow. 

Manor, ^n Toft (Fishtofr) Adesfan had nine 
carucates of laud to be taxed. Land to as 
man} ploughs. Wido has there three ph>ut!hs9 
and one sokeman and nine viltaoes and one bor- 
dar having four pIou|2:hs. There is a church 
and a priest, and one mill of ten shillings, and 
sixty acres of meadow. Value in King £dward't 
time eight pounds, now ten. 

THE CHURCH 

Is a very substantial gothic structure, built by 
the abbots of Croyland, and dedicated to St, 
Guthlac, whose whole length figure is in a niche 
at the west end of the steeple. It is a Rectory 
Talued in the King's books at 181. 6s« 8d, Pat- 
ron, the Rev. John Simpson. 

Here is some curious fret work on entering 
the chancel; the font is octagonal, and* stands 
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•n a flight of three steps; the cbiurcb is iveti 
pewed, and is altogether, very neat. The parish 
chest 10 the vestry, is very ancient; it is well 
fortified with iron hoops, and three strong 
locks; it was once very thick, but the worms 
have made their way quite through it, and it is 
fast mouldering to dust. 

We noted the following inscriptions. 

In the chancel floor. 
Near this place lieth the body of Mrs Pru- 
dence Kyme, who departed this life Oct. 2:^, 
1718» in the 63 year of her age. 

Also here lieth the body of Mrs Alice Kyme, 
who departed this life June 2 1723, in the 32 
year of her age. 
In the Church-yard 
Interi^d here lies Anne 
The wife, of Bryon John 
son durieing life, the 25. 
day of November, in 68 
he lost this member. 
Again, 

Now Bryon is laid down 
by Anne, till God doth 
raise them both again. 
Mr Byroo Johnson of Fishtoft, departed this 
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hTe the 19. of January, and was buried the 22, 
1668. 

THE SCHOOL, &C. 

Here is a small endowment for a master to 
teach the paupers in this parish ; the Lord of the ^ 
manor, some years ago, gave upwards of 9 acres 
of land, which let now for seven pounds a year, 
and the money is paid annually to the school- 
master. 

MODERN STATE. 

Buxton Kenrick Esq. is the Lord ,of the man^ . 
or, which is called Fishtofr with Hiptoft. The 
number of acres is about 3661, which lets on an 
average at 50 shillings per acre. The fen allot- 
ment is 529a. 3r. 16p., The soil is principally 
strong clay, and is ^ery good for producing 
wheat and beans ; near the church is some very 
good grazing land. The fences belonging to 
the old inclosure are mostly ditches, b«t th« 
new inclosure is fenced by quick thorn he(%[es«

Ifeere are no ancieilt Abbeys 
Halls ifec. except one <^d nransion, late the resi- 
dence t)f W. Sliikeley Esq. which was parcliased 
a few years ag© by the present proprietor Mr. 
W. Musson. 

In a baiaiet to Quadring mailed Qnadring Eau- 
dyke, was once a «hapel, but it is now down, 
and has been for a great number of years: wben 
it ceased t(»exi^ cannot at present be ascertained.

THB CHURCH; 

b a very o|d gothic building, . dedicated to St . 
Margaret, it is a discharged vicarage,, united to 
the vicarage of WigtofT, and is valued in the 
KiBg*s books at lOl. Is. 3d. Patron the Bishop 
of Lincoln. 

In this church there is a very^urious ancient ; 
fontf.with eight faces, on which some fancifal 
p. 2. 
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devices are cut, there is also a latin inscription, 
but the persons name cannot be made out. 

"Pray for the soul of who caused 

this font to he erected." 

On a marble monument, on the north side the 
chancel, is the following inscription. 

Here lies the lH>dy of Edward Brown Gent, 
who dyed the fifth day of Jan. 1787, 

In the sixty sixth year of his ag£. 

He delighted in being a father to the father- 
less, and them who had no friend; which good 
offices he always discharged with gieat integrity, 
lie was a hearty well ui:iher to the establishment 
in church and state, and showed it on ail proper 
occasions. 

^ He built a house, which with some land tfai^re* 
to adjoining, he settled for ever, for the master 
of the Charity school of this town to live in. 
He died much lamented by all who where so 
happy as to know him, but more especially by 
his most dutiful and affectionate daughter, who 
caused this monument to be erected to his mem« 
pry. 

On a brass plate in the middle aile is a latin 
inscription to Bristovius J^rown who died 3rd. 
jan,168|. 
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Ofl'a mural Tablet at the east end of the 
north aile. Here lyeth the body of Mrs. Mary 
Harrymab, mfe of John HarrymaB Gent. wh# 
departed this life Oct. 12. 1712, aged dS years. 

Also near this place lietb the body of Richard 
Harrymao Ge«t. Interred Not. 16. 1719, iEtatii 
•Has 48. 

On another, f^ere lyeth ye body of J^o 
Harrynian Grent^wbo had two wives and by 
tbem Slvcbildien, of which number he left only 
Tat hia deaths.

H^re is a charity School founded by Thomas 
Cowley Esq. of the Wykes, in the parish of Don- 
ington, Jn the year 1721» with a salary at that 
time of lOl. per ann. And Edward Brown Esq* 
dn inhabitant of Quadring, approvkig.of this 
charity^ gave about 17 years afterwards a house 
for the master of the School to live in, wilh some 
land thereto belonging for ever.r 

Which house together with forty pounds a 
year is th^ salary now gii^eii^^to the present mas* 
ter, Mr. R. Naylor.^ 
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MODBBN STATB. 

The lords of the manor arc the Trust<»es of 
Cowley's charity ; BeDJamin Smith Esq. for the 
manor of Wykes, and also for the manor of 
Monks Halh The parish contains about 4000 
acres of land, the average rent of whkh is 35 
shillings per acre. Soil, a mixture of sand and 
elay, and is good both for grazing and tillage. 
The fences of the old inclosure are hedges, 
of the new, ditchcfli.

BROTHERTOFT. 



Brothkrtoft is in the wapentake of Sirtott 
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also in the parish of Kirton, in the parts of Hoi- 
land, about five miles N, N. W from Boston. 
Tradition says that this place was orit^inally in- 
closed from the fens by a a:ranl to two brothers ; 
heucc the name, Brother-Toft. 

This hamlet formerly belonged to the Duke 
of Newcastle, ihen to Sir Sampson Gideon, 
then to Sir C. Frederic, who sold it to John 
Cartwright Esq. who has lately «old it off irr se- 
parate farms. ' 

Brothcrtoft boose, which fs an elegant man- 
sion, at a short distance west of the chapel, with 
the farm belonging to it, being about the fourth 
part of the lordship, is now the property of 
Thomas Gee Esq. of Boston, 

Before the ruclosure of Holland fei^, and at , 
that time, Brotbertoft contained fifty two houses '1 

and 81 considerable number c^ inhabitants ; buf, 
since that period, they have been on the de- 
crease. To the people of this neighbourhood, 
the inelosure of Holland fen appeared in the 
roost odious light— it took from them what they 
esteemed their rights and privileges, and left 
them as thf^yiboiight',. poor, miserable, and des- 
titute of the common necessaries of life. They ^ 
had hitherto lived a kind of predatory life, kept 
a few geese^ and some of the most opulent m

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few sheep, and perhaps a cow, or a marc which 
ouce ayear brought them a faa); — but they had 
harl freedom to ran^e over a ]<irge trauk of land 
M'hich they had hitherto considered to be their 
own property. A life of laziness is generally 
preferred ; and fishing, and shooting and other- 
wise catching wild f(iwl, may be called amuse« 
ment rather than labour. Hence, like the Abe«- 
rigiues of ncvrth Aoserica, they lived a kind of 
lawless life, almost in a state of nature, and 
their ideas, wild as their native fen^. were not 
very easily subjected to reason or control. 
About the year 1768, when the inclosure of 
Holland fen was about to take place, the inKa- 
tants of Brothertoft^ as might be expected, wtfe 
among the first to oppose. it» ^and the fences that 
were put down in the dayrticae^ wcre>/or m long 
time pulled up during the suoeeedifltg night« 
Sereral riots took place (vide Kirton) much mis* 
chief was comiUed, and some liv«0 were lost; in 
a house now occupied by a person of the name 
of Ogleby, Captain Wilks,. who. bad been em- 
ployed by Sir C. Fceckeric, M« i>im Bight sfaot ia 
the face 4hrougb the window ; &«Hie of his tedk 
and one -of hia eye^ were knocked out, but he 
afieiiwarda lecoveract The ifeot rrbtfiariing 
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from the fire place, frighted some other men in 
the room, and a person of the name of Ham- 
mond crept under the bed to hide himself, at 
the same time believing and cr^'ing out that he 
was shot also, which was afterwards found not 
to be the case. 

It is no easy task to convince ignorant people 
that what may appear injurious to themselves, 
uiay stili be for the benefit of the public at large ^ 
with respect to the iuclosure of Holland fcu« 
many who had used every effort to oppose it, 
lived afterwards to see their own folly. One 
man in particular, who had gained only a scaoly 
tubsistance by fishing and fowling, and whose 
character was not of the firbt rate for res||^ta* 
hility, after the iuclosure had taken place rented 
land, and accumulated much wealth. He 
died lately posessed of property to the amount 
of from fifteen to twenty thousand pounds; and 
had for many years been respected by all who 
knew him. 

THE CHAPEL, 

Is a small place consisting of one aile and a 
chancel, but no steeple; a single bell hangs in a 
kind of cupola just above the roof, and the topH 
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descends into (he vestry. 

Tbe cbancel is only se|mTa4ed from tbe nav€ 
by some railings. When the cbapel was built^ 
we have not been able to ascertain: here aro 
some good stone saxon arches over the windows 
which are t>vidently not modern, but they may be 
part of the ruins of some other building, Air the 
other p»rl» appear not tt» be very ancient. It is 
nearly all built of l^rick, and the roof is covered 
with flat Ules. In tbe chancel is a part of a Pis^ 
cina. Here is a good plain stone funt, which 
has the fi>>Uowing inscription on ihe eight faces 
'* This ereded by Thotnas Puiuier and other mi- 
nisters/' Im the cbajVel are no motinmeols nor * 
any inseriptious on the flooK, Tbe oldest regis* 
ter is March 17. 1757» It is a cfad|^( not in 
chargei^to ibe vicarage of Kirtonu Patron T« 
Gee Esq, The chapel is private property,, 
and the minister, a| this time, has an annual 
stipend of 0OL a year, whiab is xaised by s«ii« 
scription,, by the parJshoners. 

MODERN STATE, 

Thomas Gee Esq. of Boston is Ibrd- of the 
manor. The parish contains about 880 acres 
of laud, the average rent of which is 45 sbiliiogs. 
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per acre. The fences are quick thorn hedges, 
and ihe soil a nch loam upon either silt or clay. 
The principal proprietors of land are T. Gee 
Esq. T. C. Gt^rordot Esq. C. Dashwood Esq. 
Mr. John Rurrell, and Mr. G. Beedham. T\^e 
land here is very proper for gardens, of which 
there is a good number. Here is but a small 
portion of grazing lahd. 

This being a rich soil, the whole was bought 
by Major Cartwright, about 25 years ago, for 
the purpose of growing woad. The temporary 
houses, built of sods, and thatched, as well as 
the lofty fanges of fraities for drying the woad 
when in balls, are all removed, ATso the diife- 
rent machines used in manilfacturing the woad, 
and the different farming utensils invented by 
the Major and M^ Amos, have alll)een removed 
The octagonal ends of Brothertoft house, 
were built 'by Major Cartwright, 

Not more than 50 years ago, when the drain- 
age of these parts was not so good as it is it 
present, Brothertoft, and the land.s between that 
place and Boston, were frequently overflowed, 
in the winter, season, aad one wide expanse of 
wMer with here and there a bush or a house. 
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was all that could be seen. 

The turnpike road from Boston to Swines- 
head, and the intersecting Roads leading to the 
adjacent viHages, were covered with water to a 
considerable depth, of course they were dange- 
rous for travellers to find, and the villagers 
brought their g«K)ds to Boston market in boats;— * 
they could boat up to within a short distance of 
the bridge, to a place called Rose-gatb cor- 
ner, near the brewery belonging to Messrs Gee 
and Clark. 

There is perhaps no part of England in which 
improvements ha^e been more repaid than in this 
district, the land which lately was little better, 
in many places, than swampy bogs, is now be- 
come firm and dry, and the roads, at every sear 
son of the year, are passable, and at most times 
very good. The soil in all this ueighbpurhood, 
is extremely fertile and valuable, producing ex- 
cellent crops of corn of almost every kind, while 
some of the grazing land is capable »f fattening 
the largest sheep and oxen; ai|d all these bless- 
ingis may be attributed to the genius of the pre- 
sent age, whicb. has been fertile in improve- 
ments, as well as indefatigable in executing 
large projects, by which means the necessary 
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tmnfbrti of life have beconie more plentiful, and 
tbe general state of society considerably ameli* 
orated. 

A complete drainage was the only desideratum 
that was wanting in these and the adjacent fens, 
and this has now been effectually accomplished, 
under the direction of that a(»]e and experienced 
Engineer John Rennie Eiq. who has made use 
of proper means to convert miry bogs into firm 
•rrable and grasing land. 

ThtOuifdin Holhmd fen. 

Holland Fen, to the N. W. of Boston, from 
which it is distant 10 miles and upwards, is a 
tract of land, containing about 22 000 ac^eji, 
and inhabited by a population of niore than 
8700 Souls. It is not situated in any single 
Parish, but is divided and allotted to eleven dif- 
ferent Parishes, called the Holland fen towps« 
When the drainage aud inclosure of it took place^ > 
mora than 40 years a^^o, which converted an un* 
wholesome swamp into productive Land, no 
provision was made for the erection, and ^ndow* 
ment of a Chapel for the use of the Inhabitants,, 
who were at too great a distance from their 
respective pariah churches to be able to attend

divine service. That defect, however, has niib- 
in these few years been happily supplied by a 
Sabscription, beg'un by the late Rev. Dr. 
Charles Beri^ge, and iys Nephew the late lUv. 
Basil Bury Berid^, successively Patrons and 
Rectorsof AI;i;arkirk; and since augmented and 
oompleted b\ various Benefactors, among whom 
may be mentioned the following. The Lord 
Bishop of Lincoln, Mrs. Huttoii, Dulie Stret't^ 
Westminster, the Rev. Mr. ami Mrs. Twigge, Der- 
by, Mr. Wm. Weeks, Pelhanfs Lands, the Mer- 
cer's Company, London, Rev. Mr. Swan, Vitar 
of Kirton, Rev. Mr. Partridge, Vicar of Boston, 
with severul others of the neighbouiing Clergy 
and Gentry, and opulent Farmers in the Feu. 
With this Subscription, the Trustees appointed 
under a deed executed by the late Basil Bury 
Beridge, Patron and Rector of Algarkirk, and 
enrolled in the Court of Chancery, have been 
enabled to erect a Chapel, to purchase Land, and 
to make provision for a resident Minister; to 
the great benefit and accomodation of the In- 
habitants, of this very populous district. The 
Chapel is situated in the parish of Fosdyjke, near 
to the bank of the north Forty Foot Drain, and is 
a neat structure in the Gothic style; it was begun 
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in the Spring of the year 1812, was consecrated 
by the Bishop of Lincoln on Sunday the 5th. of 
July following, and was completed and opened 
for divine Service, on the 20th. of September of 
that year. 

A resident minister, the Rev. Joseph Mossop, 
has- been appointed by the Bishop of Lincoln, 
who bad the first turn of presentation; but the 
appointment rests hereafter with the Rector of 
Algarkirk for ever. 

A parsonage house is still wanting, which, 
from the insufficiency of their funds, the trustest 

have not yet been able to supply.

FOSDYKE. 



PosBTKS is a small village in the wapentake 
of Kirton, in the parts of Holland, about 6 milet 
nearly S. E. from Kirton. 

Fuidyke was so called from the Fossway. cast 
• 2 
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up by the Romans, which, toucbitig upon the 
borders of this parish, gpes on to Lineoln, where 
it finishes its course* It was near this phiee that 
King John lost bis baggage &c. as before men* 
tioned. ' 

About the 2 1st. of James the I. Sir T. Mid- 
dlecot, of Boston, founded 10 alms-houses in 
this parish, for the benefit of 9 poor women and 
1 poor man, called the master. The women 
were not to ba?e been married, but this rule n 
now broken through. 

If a sufficient number of eligible persons can* 
not be found Fosd^ke, Atgarkirk comes u^xt^ 
and afterwards the pariidt of Kirton« 

4|tTHB CHURCH. 

The old church which was similar to that at 
Algarkirk, was taken down, on account of its 
ruinous state, and »new im4 built, partly ont of 
the old materials, about the year 1756. The 
new church is a neat titi4a structure, with a low 
tower steeple, containing one bell. The old 
church had Jive bells^ but four of them were 
sold to help to defray the expenees* of iHiildfi^ 
the new one. The present chureh eontaios a 
neat altarpiece sepreaentiu^ the wise men pre- 
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sentinf their ^'Ai fo tfae infimt Xesusr here i§ 
alaoan CMrtagotml font, vtrybeaulifull^ carred^ 
with angels in the compartments, aad^ a pyramid- 
al cover of handsome fret work«^ 

It is a ehapel, not in charge, to the rectory of 
Al^rkirk, Patron, Bv Beridge Esq« and dedica« 
tedto AllSaintSv 

Thomas Torry was hurled on the 9* of March 
1756* being the first corps that was buried since 
tlie rebuilding of the church. Geo« Gollingaad 
Eliz. Dickinson,, where the first couple that 
were auuTicd..

The whole work it htkn a deBign of J»4 ttenme 
Esq. and it is pfstwiosci by the Rl. Hoa. Sir 
JeaephBnks. 

The money for carrying this Tery laMclaUe 
plan into ^aceutioii, is mbed hy a ooaipaay of 
OeMth P Bi cay who, hy act of Parlisfnenty act tln- 
Asr thl" aame of the company •f Propriitlors of 
the FoMlyk« Bridge. The Bank ^n the east 
side of the river» upon which is a spacioas Road, 
was hegun on Jan. 4th. 1813, and completed, 
▼ery mucfa to the credit of Mr. F. Ptokerton 
tke €OBthiclor^ Jan. Srd. 1614* 

Th« bank h skuaied ^0 chains east of the ein- 
baiik«4 part of the river Weiland; it extends 
fiMi the fbGt «yf the bd^ 4ft cfaaHw sott\h 
•eross Hk sanda^ and termimrtM at the Moaltoii 
ambaakdient, wfaert it enters the great road lead- 
ing inta Cambridgeshire! Norfolk, Sufibft 4Src. 
The averaj?e perpendicular height of the baiik, 
is 12 feet, and the road on its top is 40 feet 
wide; its side towards tli« east, slopes 6 to 1, 
awig on tht west 4 to t« making ao tt^ngt 
base of 148 feet* The slo|nl are eowend tahh 
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ttarsh Anffi^ wbicb, in Uie Summer Season, look 
nost boititifully green, aud when the tide is 
over the marsh, flowing on boih sides the 
bank, it b».s a grand and pleasing appearance. 
The road on the bank i^ well covered with chin- 
g\e, with a post and rail fence on each side, and 
the fvhole is in every respect calculated to en- 
sure the safety and accomodation of Passengers. 

The Bridge was begua Oct. Slst. 181^, and 
was to have been fiuished by May 1st, 1813^, 
bii>, from several unforeseen obstacles, it is not 
yet quite co«ip]eted.(May II 1814.) 

The Brtcige is built of English Oak, of very 
large dtmeostons, but from the plan on which it 
is coastrueted, aud the arangement of the tim- 
ber, its appearance is extreanely - light ; whieh 
teflects the fatgheit credit on the taste and judg- 
, MMot €^ the engineer. 

The Bridge has eight openings, three of whieh 
«re SIO ftiel wide; two M, and three fi. Two of 
Ihe 27 feet openings are placed oii the side next 
Fosdyke, in order to place the middle opening 
ia the most convenient sitwrtion for navigation. 

The Bridge is snpfMrted by nine Piers^ each 

ooiMistiag of six Oak Trees. The trees for the 

, FMea mn aot sawn, but drhrea down p^Fleelly 
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^hole, and are driven from 20 to ^2 feel into Ike 
bottom of the river, in the followinjv manner, the 
three Piers which separate the 27 feet openingSy 
are each :^0 feet lonjj, and 18 inches in diameter, 
thoise which separate the 29 from the 30 feet 
openings, are 42 feet long, and 10 inches diame- 
ter; the middle Piers are trees of the same di- 
mensions, but here double tiie number of trees 
are placed in each Pier. 

The Piers are secured bp 4 pieces of timber, 
one foot square each, placed two or each side 
the Pier, directly opposife each- other, and arc 
very ingeniously let inio the piles, and the piles 
into them, and secured by iron screw bolts, pas- 
sing through each pile; by which means Ibe six 
. piles in each Pier are connected as it w»«re uAo 
one. On the top of each Pier is a celii 1& inches 
square, inta whicb the heads of the piles tHre 
framed. 

The middle Fiers have each-two cells of the 
same size,, wkicb are most securely bolted to- 
gether, to receive the weight of the draw leaves 
which act upoa them. On the top of the ceils 
are placed, at prx>per disl^ces^ 8 Oak caps 10 
feet long each, which are firmly bolted to the 
ceUiu Qm the top of thes^ caps the joista res^ 
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extending dver the opening. The orps and 
Jtfbts ftre properly seejired togef her by holts ; 
the whole bridge b covered with Ihree inch Oak 
plankS) well spiked to every joist. 

The length of the bridge is ubout 100 yards^ 
and its width 22 feet, from which is taken a foot 
path; 4 feet wide, which is separated from llie 
read by a kirb of oak. 

The Icflciug on each side tlie Erklge is with 
king posts and braces crossing each other in the 
Centre of every panoel^ which has a very neat 
ma<i airy appearance. 

The Rond way over the middle opettingi 
wbioh is dioveiibte for the admission of Vessel's 
mists^ consists df two draw leaves, uHfeting each 
#tberiii^ the centre of the opening; they form 
the segaienft of a circle whose radins is 39 feet, 
mmd will have a very giaih} effect. These leaTei 
are each secored to a cast iron aitis, whiohr moves 
oil pltomber blocks^ and are raised from an hof- 
-tJonlal to a perpendicnl^r position, by » rack 
wheel and pioaon the mdkis of the rack wheel 
whiob is fastened to each leaf, is tf feet, the pin- 
ion is I foot diameter, and works in a cast Iron 
frame, which stands on the Bridge, and is wound 
np with perfect ease by a common Winch. 
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The leaves have each 6 ribs, or priiH-ipal timlierf, 
M'hich form the jobts for the middle ojieiiing, 
and extend backwards from the a\is, 12 fe<*t, to 
the underside of which is fixed a piece of t^st 
iron, of. sufficient weight almost to couot^^rhal- 
ance the draw leaves. — The planking and fen- 
cing precisely the same as that on the standing 
part of the bridge. 

Mr. Smith favored us with the preceeding 
description, and account of Fosdyke Bridge. 

This bridge will be a very great accommoda- 
tion to the4nhabitants of the surrounding |>aribh- 
es, especially to those on the east side of the 
Welland, who wish to attend Boston markets. 
It also opens a direct and safe communication, 
at all times, between the principal Towns ia 
Lincolnshire and tho«e in Cambridgeshire, Nor- 
folk, &c. and will be found not only a general 
convenience, but a general benefit to all this 
part of the country. The road from Fosdyke 
to Bo&ton, it is exf>ected will pass through Sut- 
terton, and a Coach is also expected to ma 
from Boston, through Cambrid;>e, to Londoo. 

Acconnt of the late high fide. 
On the 10. of November, 1810, being the daj

before the full moon, a high tide was expected, 
io addition to which, a strong north east wind 
had blown the whole of the day ; these com- 
bined cirenfflstaoces produced on this coast a 
tide which rose higher than any that had ever 
been remembered by man, or than ever had been 
recorded in history. 

The storm at Boston, from five to seven 
o'clock in the evening, was violent, and much 
damage was done to the shipping in that port ; 
the sea banks in many places were overflowed, 
and in others they were broken, boats and pie- 
ces of wreck were carried over them, the newly 
made banks in the Salt marshes were swept 
away, the greater |mrt of the country was inun- 
dated, houses were washed down, stacks of hay 
and corn were destroyed, several human beings 
perished, aud the number of sheep, beasts, aud 
horses that were drowned was immense. 

Tlie scene which presented itself on the ensu- 
ing morning to the inhabitants of Boston, was 
lerific; towards the east nothing was to be seen 
but the tops of bushes, amid the wide sea of 
water which covered the fields as far as the eye 
could reach. 

During the night the distress of some of the 
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ipbnbtUiBto on the se« coast h»d been eifre«i«ly 
great ; the waler rusliifific in|a their houses em m 
^uHden, exiingtiUhed their lights and fires »nd 
forced jojoe of them into tbetr upficr appavt* 
ments, and some who had no chambers in tbeir 
Itouses, lay* in their wet clothes all night an 
their cupboard shelves, or cUing to the raAera 
iu ttie roof, till aid could he procured ;— one 
young woman at Fosdyke was dfowned, while 
milking, a poor woman ai Kirton, B5 years m( 
afe was drowned, in her bed, and a young maii 
at Fiiihtoft was drowned when attempting to 
save bis falher's sheep. 

The Devastation was so great, ihat many 
people were distressed, and the total amount of 
the loss sustained by the different persons in tb« 
neighbourhood, was estimated, on a very mode- 
rate computation, at 30 OOal, 

To remedy as much as possible, the diatreaaea 
occasioned by this dreadful calamity, a very U 
beral subscription was entered into by the land 
holders, *and other opulent gentlemen, by which 
means much relief was oflbrded, and the total 
ruin of numy re9pcotabie jndividuaU also pre* 
rented. 

Tile fMMriihei which urffeie^ nmt in this 
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neiglibourkood were, Surfleet, Fosd^ke. Algar- 
kirk, SuttertoD, KtrloD, FramptOD, W>b€rtoo, 
Bostoo, Skirbeck, Fishtoft, Frieston, Butterwick, 
and Bennington, and the amount of tbe relief 
jiven, to all these parishes, was upwards of 3457L 

The height of the tide was nscert'4ined in Bns* 
ton, hy this among other circumstances; for- 
merly the water bad flowed into the church, and 
eovered the floor as far as the screen, but on- 
this occasion if covered the whole floor of tbe 
. nave, up to the steps m \\w chancel. 'Also from 
a tnark on the west end of the steeple, tbe tid« 
vras found to have ri»cn his/her by four inches 
and a hal( than any forihcr tide liad ever b^eif 
known to rise. 

It is acknowledged that the superior height of 
this tide, was occasioned among other cia^uui- 
stances, imturai to the production of tides to 
tiie confined space whidi tbe water bad to spread 
itself into, as it were, on account of the banks 
which have at different times been made to in- 
close the contiguous marsh land« 

Had not many of tbe^e banks given way, it is 

probable that a great part of the town of Boston 

would have been drowned; for, although the 

banks did many of them break, aud suffer tbt 

T 
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water to spread into the adjacent fields, ^et in 
Several parts of the town, the water was tw^ 
feet deep.

WESTON 



Wes«x)^ is a small village in the wapentake 
of Ettoe, in the parts of Holland, about 4 miles 
N. £. ^om Spalding; — it is in the Duchy of 
Lancaster, 

This place took its name from being the most 
westerly ^ all ihe towns east of the Welland; 
hence west toum, or Weston, 

Here, says Slukeley^ is the stately chapel of 
Wykeham, the villa of the rich Priors of Spal- 
#ing, built by Clement de Hatfield, prior, who 
died anno 1318. 

William Littleport buHt the church, which 
was appropriated to the priory of Spalding. 
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After ihc abbey at Croyland bad been burnt, 
in the time of Ingutphus, Juliana, a poor wo- 
mail of thift place, is said to bave given a large 
qoantity of thread, to make the monk's vea- 
meats withal. 

Domesday Account. 

In Wedunt (Weston) and Multune (Moulton) 
soke of ten carrucates of land and one oxtjang 
to be taxed. Land to as many plonuhs and ox> 
en. T\tenty-six sokemen and tliiily one vil-

Iti^ 
is dedicated to St. Mary. 
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MODERN STATE. 

The Right Honourable Lord Eardley is Lord 
of the manor. Sir John Trollope is also Lord 
of a small manor, but no Courts Imve been held 
on it for several years. 

The parish contains 7000 acres of land^ by 
estimation, the average rent of which is about 
28 shillings per acre. 

The soil is in some parts silt, in others silt 
mixed with clay, in others, clay alone. 

It is suitable for Wheat and Oats, and is good 
feeding laud. . 

The fences are, generally ditches. About 400 

acres are tithe free, the remainder is liable to 

tithe in kind. 
The principal proprietors of land are. Lord 

Eardley, and Sir John Trollope. 

Deeping Fen, 

Beeping Fen lies to the eastward of Deeping, 
and is in the wapentake of Elloe in the parts of 
Holland. It formerly was Common and belong- 
ed to several parishes, and was drained and in- 
closed by a company of gentlemen called Adven- 
turers. About the year 1595, Thomas Lovell 
Esq. undertook the drainage of these lands, for 
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wMcIilie was Co have had due- third part» il he ef- 
fected the buiiness in a certaiti s|>ec<fied time, 
which ivas t» b^ fire year^r . Many commotioDs 
sacceededy }ind Lovell lost large sums of moDej, 
l>)f which' he wa» nearly ruined]; ahd (he busi> 
ness^ watat^ength fimilly completed by a coin^ 
pany of OentYeroen who afterwards undertook 
iti and nho were called Adventurers. The 
taxabk'hnAb m 1800, amounted tolOOdd a. Ir. 
9f^; ahd the whole of th^ feus contaiD 302 81a. 
Ir. 24p- 

According to Mr Ward, who was Clark to thor 
t^stee^ for inclosing this district — '*It belonged 
f6 several parishes, and is partly holden by per-.. 
^us who ate free from drainage expeuces, by the 
tnitttt^ of th«tr building; and all the laud is free 
fbom every other charge of assessment, and from 
Und taxes and ecclesiasf icaT demands. .But though i 
(here is no poor assessment, relief is granted by 
the adventurers to souie poor persons who do 
properly belong to tlie district of taxable laud^ 
which expence is mixed with the account of nto^ 
Dies expended in supportiirg the work. But as 
to the free lands, which are about one-tliird part 
oCthe whole, every, separate farmer maintains, 
his own poor, without any connection withothersr.

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I suppose tlif re ' are not a great number settled 
upon tlieiB, for being aware of the peculiar bur* 
den, I believe tbey make sUch contracts for bir- 
iug» as ta avoid* as much as possible, having peo* 
pie on them. I have seat below a copy of tlie 
clause in the act of parliament, relative to the 
maintenance of our poor, which will shew the 
foundation of that business, and is all, I believe^ 
in any part of tlie act respecting it, viz. 16. ^uid* 
17. Charles H. p. 37« 'But all and every the 
inhabitants that may hereafter be upon any pari 
of the said third part, or upon any part of the 
said 5000 acres, and are not able to maintain 
themselves, shall be maintained and kept by the 
said trustees, their heirs, and assigns, and the 
survivor of tbem, and never become diargeable 
in any kind, to all, or any ol the respective par« 
ishes wherein such inhabitant, or inhabitants, 
shall reside or dwell ; any statute or law to the 
contrary, whereof in any wise»notv<ithslanding.' 
The qualitication is, being holder of 200 acres, 
or upwards. ^ 

Tliere is no church in the district ; the iiihah* 
itauts go to the neighbouring towns to churchy 
and many of them to different Dissenting Chap- 
els.

Kesteven, called by Ethetward Ceodefiu Silva, 
situated m the soothera part of Liiicolusl]ire« 
is bounded on the north east by the Witham, 
which separates it form Lindsey; on the east by 
the division of Hiiliand; on the south by tl>a 
Welland, whieb leptriitet it from Nortbainploi- 
shire: and on the west by parts of Nottbgbanit 
Rutland^ and Leicestershire* 

The Wapentakes^ in this Division^ are ten, vis. 
Aswardhurn; Avelaod; Bettbloe; Boothby, 
high and low divisions: Flaxwell; Orfntbam; 
Langoe, first and second divisions ; Lovedon ; 
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Ness; and Wiunibrigs and Threo. These wap* 
entakes contain seven market towns, and 181 
parishes, 

Kesteven» J)euig.divecsified *viUi JiilU a«4 ^ml^ 
le)^s, with woods and rivers, and excelleut springs 
of water; the soil also in many parts being ricb; 
it may be pronounced :o be a most delightful 
situation ;-->here bon nt — uo nature spreads her a- 
bundant stores, and here the beauteous landskip 
charms the sen«es ; — amid a va^t varity of objects^ 
the delighted eye swims iucxtapy, wbikj the soul 
melts into gratitude on conteipplating such scene** 
— gratitude to the Divine Being whose wisdom 
shines in his works, and whose parental care and 
l^oodne^s may be trai-ed in tlie oraaments of Itis- 
Creation. 

The south eastern part of (his division was for- 
iner4;r a forest, and the eastern a fen,. Dugdule 
•ays (Vide fa. 194 HM. qf'Imhmking Sfc.) 

^ Of what extent the forest, was in th^e parts 
«f the province, and possis^ed by Leofrike, Earl 
of Mercia, I am not able to say : but it appears^ 
that King Henry I. for the pleasure of hunting, 
doing mtrch hurt to the commonwealth, by en- 
larging of forests ^as his brother King William. 
Rilftts had done), did afforest these Fens betweeo. 
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Kesfevea and Hola^d^ vjf. (torn, the bridge of 
East Deping (now Market DepiDg) to the ohurcb 
of Swaiitoii* OB the one side ; and from tbe bridge 
4of Bicker,-and Wragmere stake, on the other side 
which metes divided the norih parts, and the ri- 
ver of Weland tbe south ; cfkccfpiting the feti of 
Goggtsland,. in regard it was a sanotjiary of holy 
rhurch belonging to Groyland abbey: which 
feiu the IVIonks of that house, having licence from 
the said King, did chose, for their own use, mak- 
ing the ditches about it bigger than ordinary, for 
the avoiding of discord. ' 

And being thus made fonest, it continued so, 
until King Henry the Third's time, who in the 
xivth. year of bis reign granted onto all the in- 
habitants within the same, that it should thence- 
forth be deaflforested by these subsequent bouuds, 
viz, in length on the one side, from Swaytone to 
East Deping, as Kares dike extends itself, be- 
twixt Sway tone and East Deping. And, in 
lengtbi on tiie otiier side towards Holand from 
tbe bridge at Spalding. And, in breadth, on tbe 
Qtie part, from. that great bridge at Spalding, to 
East Depuig. And, on the other side, from the 
land of Swaiy tune, unto the bridge at Bikete. 
So that all tbe lands, marshes, and turbaries. 
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ivithin tbose prednctH were ihencefortti to be 
quit of waste aod regard'\ 

Many parts of Kesleven contam NoUemen and 
(icntlenieo's seats^and the parts about Bourn, 
fielton, Rippingale, and Denton, abound \Mx 
wood. Here are aho a variety of springs of ex- 
cellent water^some of which are medicioal, though 
but little used; it is much to be wondered that 
the opulent inhabitants of the division of Hol- 
ittiidy do not go once in the summer to drink 
the water of some of the spas in Kesteven ; and 
bathe in their cold baths, for this would tcrtainly 
be as beneficial to the health of the holianders, 
as the drinking of salt water and sea bathing is 
to the f>eople of Kesteven, who, mntiy of them, 
visit tlie sea shores in hoiland every summer, and 
say they find much relief by so doing. One rea- 
son may be that at these spas in Kesleven, there 
are no genteel accommodations for visitants; 
and another, that thfe waters having not yet been 
analysed by the faculty, they do not tbtnk it 
safe to recommend them ; else one might be led 
to suppose that a journey from the flat parts of 
Holland, to the romantic hills of Kesteven, up 
which if the patients were enjoined to walk at 
6 o'clock every morning, to drink a pint of Hater 
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ancl oceasionally to bathe^ it could not sorely fail 
to be as useful to any human being aft drii)king 
^arts of sea water, and bathiug in that element.

STAMFORD. 



Stamford is a very ancient market Town, in 
the wapentake of Ness, in the parts of Kestev^n, 
situated on the great nor'h road leading from 
London to Scotland, at the distance of 46 miles 
nearly south from LincolOi 89 N*. by W. from 
London, and 108 S. by £. from York. Being at 
the Southern extremity of Lincolnshire, it stands 
oo the north bank of the river Wellaod, which 
separates it from what is called Stamford Baron: 
and tbk latter place is iu the county of North" 
anpton. 
StattifiMnl it not more tlian a furlong dbtant, easl-

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ward/ from the oM roman road, or Ifermafi 

Street. Thit Town was, by the Saxons, caUed 

Stetnford, i. e. Stone-ford ; since which time 'il 

has soilieliiiitfs been called Siteyforit but Jootc 

commonly, ef lale, ^ainibrd. 

Mr Foster observes, that the roman way which 

goes on from Caister, near Peterborough, to Lin- 
coln, crosses the Welland at the south west 
corner of this town, where is a stony ford, at the 
bottom of Nun's lane, from whence be supposes 
the Town took its original name in the Saxon 
«nguage^ viz, Stdnford* 

According to tradition, Stamford was built 
B63 years before the birth of Christ, by Bladud 
« king of the Britons, who, bim«elf bciog a 
phitosoplicv, ^ndqavouredCo establi^scfaooh in 
4his town, sMuikurto those at Atbeoft; iHid having 
fttvifM bft^ier sererar^ef the most ieamed nen, 
«ny were to be me\ widi,, the l#aming«f the he^ 
"ftem fk>uFisbed at this phice to the lime of 
King Lucius^ who was the first that embraced 
the christian fekh here, by ttiefNreaohing of A* 
gvf^M^^and Ifiamammt^ sent ifft« Britain by Eku^ 
ikeruB, bislif)f> of Eome. Afkc tins, Stanibnl 
became equally eminent for christian leafnUig>> 
contained O r^igiotts bouses, ISpaiiak chur^ci. 
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aod 3 chapels ; the people of tke neji^libouriiig 
oatioas sent bither their suus to be edqo9(ed»^ 
aod the uoiversity cootinued to spread^ utouikI 
ike beui^ influences of leamii^g aud virtue, for 
Jieveral centuries; but at iengib the mists o( 
heiesy began to tfalckeo, the beretiHiF opioMnft^iT 
the Arians pfevailed, and the university was dii|i- 
foKed by the decree o( Gregory bishop- of Rome,, 
about the year of Christ ^27.

In addition to tliese authoritits for the exislt- 
eoceofa University at Stamford, we have the 
Tradgedie of Bladud, printed hi the '^First part 
of the Mirror for Magistrates " (157^. fo.

In these verses the 
ghost of Bladud says ;-^

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According fo these accouDts' the town^aiui 
university of Stamford were 1>unt above a hun- 
dred years before the foundation of Rome, which 
is not at all probable; Caesar, who was in Britnn 
800 years after the time in which the above events 
are said to have taken place, tells ns, that tbe> 
Britons, in his time, wore the skins of beasts, 
and died their bodies with woad; that the iulsuid 
inhabitants seldom soiwed any com, but lived 
on flesh and milk, and that tTiey called a wood, 
surrounded with a bank and ditch, a town ! 

Foster also observes that if Stamford was a 
place of such note, at such an early period, how 
are We to ac^couat for its not being mentioned by 
Nennius in his catalogue of british cities. Nor 
does any Roman author mention either town or 
city as being in this place; — the Itinerary is 
quite kilent, and Ptolemy , in his geograply of 
Britain, DMntions only two.cilies belonging to 
the Coritani, viz. Lindum^ ^nul Rata: the first of 
which b Lincoln , the second, by all antiquarians, 
is thought to be Leicester ; and what further eor« 
reVarates tMi opiinon, is, that iio t«tttias of 
Briteina or ftoMni ; ntf encailipaients, no pave- 
Meatty tto coins^ have ev^r been flMind here, but 
^hat were either Saxon, or NorsMio* 
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* It is qtite needless to enter into the dispute, 
dmcemiogtlie early period at wliich a iiniversi- 
^ is said to have been first founded at SlamfoKd; 
at that time learning was at a low ebb, all over 
, the world except in Greece^ and the state of this 
^ishiDd was tli«i not af all suited to literary pur- 
suits. The whole b but a tale, or as Leland says, 
*^nm BB Nke a dieme ". 

Respecting the ekrkHen Bnirersity, Camden 
says, in Kmg Ed. ills' leign, a university for 
liberal arts and sciences ^9» begun here, which, 
the inhabitants looked upon as their greatest 
glory* The occasion of establishhig it was this ; 
there happeiied to^break out some h«t disputes 
at Oxford, between the Students of the north 
md south, wfaneb so (Ustinrbed the studies of 
both parties^ that great numbers of them with- 
drew from thence; and settled in this town. The 
King being acquainted ivith these disorders, or- 
dered the Students, by bis proclamation, to re- 
turn >again to Oxford, which they accordingly 
did, and so an end waa p«t to this university, 
wUehwas so i^dy b^un; and from thence- 
ferwUrd ft was provided by oath, ihat no Oxford 
matt for the future should profess at -Stamford*"

of Tirtuey soaght aoi biaown advanlageoftly, but 
IMiCiaiac', by his viery learned Sermoas, proovoi^

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At this time also fioumlftd W; Wbetely, wfao 
has been siiiiamed^ (by iJeland) Boetianus, from 
Mie pains he took to expkiu the book of Boethi^ 
us. He was a man of excellent skill in bonane 
Nterature and liberal arts> acquired by long study 
under the best tutors at Oxford, and improved, 
by society and con\*ersatioQ with learned men, 
after his preferment to Ihe parsonage of Yales^ 
bery. He erected Schools at Stamford, for wliicb 
he wrote a book (now in MS* in Pembroke Li- 
brary, Cambndge; and at liferton College Ox- 
ford) beginning " Ht>minum natura multipliciter 
est'' — and ending, ** Here endeth the book of 
Boethias touching the discipline of Scholars, af- 
ter this sort ordered and compiled by a certain 
Master who goveraed the Schools at Stamford, 
in the year of our Lord 1309," in which he inter- 
mixed much discourse rehitive to University cus- 
toms, the taking of Degrees, founding tf Lec- 
tins and other matters, of Academical Goyera- 
ment. (Peck, lib^x.p. 2.—** Pitts.") 

Coteraporary with the two former, we find W. 
Lnllendune, Warden of the White, or Carmelite 
Friars in Stamford; who, about the year 1315, 
was appobted proviocial of that Order in En- 
gland, Cyprus and the Holy Land, and who 
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wrote sermons, lectures in divinity, and com- 
nientaries oh St. Matthew's Gospel; which Le- 
laad tells us, " remain abundant testimonies of 
ills erudition." He died, as is conjectured^ 
about the year 1319, and was buried amongst 
the bretbern of his own Order at Stamford. 
(Peck, X. 14. "Pitts.") And about the same 
time lived Walter Heston, a native of Stamford^ 
of the Carmelite Order, who had taken the de- 
gree of Doctor in Divinity at Caabrid^ge; *'a 
person so universally beloved for the uprightness 
of his manners, and so remarkably knowing both 
in sacred and profane discipline, that he some- 
times taught Philosophy, and at other times Di- , 
vinity, as a Master and Professor in several mon- 
asteries of his own Onter, and at length for his 
prudepce and other virtues, was chosen Prior of 
his own house at Stamford."' And nearly at the 
saknetime lived John Burley, a Carmelite, " who 
was brought up a scholar from his very cradle, 
and who adorned the Monastery of Carmelites 
, at Stamford with his profound learning," and was 
buried there amongst those of bis own Order, in 
13B2 or 1333. (Peck, ix. 49. and xi. 6.) And 
John Rodington, a Franciscan amongst the Grey 
Friars at Stamford, who was instructed io Pbilo-

sophyaiid Divinity at Oxford, and afterwards 
improved himself by study at Paris ; and- who 
•'shone ^ongst tho*c of bis own age with ihc ti- 
tles of virtue and erudition/' and died (the Pro* 
Yincial of his Order,) at Bedford, in 1348. (Peck, 
X. 23.— "Leland, Bale and Pitts/') 

After SBch an assemblage of men of emjneot 
learning, to raise the reputation of Stamford as a 
seat of literature, and with the certainty that 
Schools had for some years been established there, 
it IS not at all wonderful, that, on the breaking 
out of a violent quarrel at Oxford, betweep the 
northern and southern Scholars, in 1333, 3| 
great mimber of Masters and Students retired to 
Stamford. 

The members of the University of Oxford, a- 
farmed for their credit by this secession, applied 
to the King through their Chancellor Robert 
Stratford ( afterwards Chancellor of Eng;Iand) and 
the congregation of their Masters, • to obtajn the 
authority ofPope Benedict Xll. for suppressing 
. the concourse of Scholars to Stamford :( Peck, 
xi. ll.)buttheKingimitating the example of his 
valiant grandfather, preferred the exercise of his 
•WB sovereign authoritv to the assistance of th§ 
Popel and on the 2d of August, in the 8th {!<); 
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ivard 111. 1334, directed his own writ to the She- 
riff of Lincolnshire (J. de Trehampton) reciting 
that Masters and Scholars had in consequence of 
dissensions retired from Oxford to study at Stam- 
ford ; and com maud in*;; him to proceed to Stam- 
ford, and there to proclaim a prohibition for artif 
person to study or pcifcrni scholastic cxmises 
tlsewhert than in the Universities, on pain of for- 
feitiug all which they were capable to forfeit, 
(ftvni. Find. iv. (J21.) 

This prohibiliGU, decidedly shows that Stam- 
ford was not then coubidereJ as an Uiiiversit\ : 
though it does ool appear to have iiad the eiiect 
of completely Mippressing the Schools : for the 
King, on ihc Mth of March following, (9th Ed- 
ward in.— 1034) issued another proclamation 
(from Kotiingtiani) by which It appears, that se- 
veral of tie Masters and Scholars, holding the 
prohibition in contempt, had, afterwards, con- 
tinued to study at Staniford and to perform scho- 
lastic exercises there, to the disgrace of the King ' 
and the manifest dispersion of the University of" 
Oxford ; so that for the suppression of their resis- 
tance to his authority, he had ordered the She- 
riff of Lincolnshire to seize their books and 
goods in Stamford; which last proceeding haA 
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not had the effect of dispersing iben, (br that 
the Master and Scholars ftill^ by default of the 
Sheriff in the performance of his duty, continued 
their exercises at Stamford as before ; and that 
special command was therefore given, to Wil- 
liam Trussel, to declare the prohibition at Stam- 
ford, to the Masters and Scholars there, and to 
return their names immediately to the King for 
their punishment : and in this service the Sheriff 
was commanded to be assisting, with an assurance 
from the King to the seceders, that the latter 
should have redress before his Justices for any 
injury done to them at Oxford. (Rym. Foed. 
iv. C18.; 

Trusse), in pursuance of this authority, took 
an inquisition at Stamford, on the Feast of St. 
James, by which it appears that a great unmher 
of persons bad contumaciously resisted the king's 
commands. 

Selden intimates, that the prohibition of schol« 
astic Exercises at Stamford was carried into ef- 
fect by the King's presence on the occasion 
and if that were really the case, it should seem 
the Professors and Schollars at Stamford conti- 
nued refractory for more than two years after 
the last prohibition ; for i»e do not find the Kin(|[ 
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«t Stamford until the 3 J. of Jah« 1337, from 
tvhich day be kept his Court ther^Ciifler kit 
journey to York) unlil the first of July following: 
(Rym. f (fed. iv. 7^—770. ) >ittd indeed accord- 
hig to Camden, the ISchooU of Stamford ton(U 
fiued to flourish until' the rajre of Civil Wars be- 
ttirecn tile housei^ of York i&nd La6caiter« Wheu 
the northern solifiers stormed ahA ravit^ed the 
town with fire tnA sWord. 

And af^er ilur contests between Stamford and 
O^rdy the fortXK^r nj>t)eay8 still to have been- 
tllle residence of several learbed men, thouglh 
their connection with the Schools cannot be as- 
certained wfth certainty. Amongst these wa« 
Jbhti tU^phlgaHe, who was tiVing in 1^9, and bur- 
ied htre: atnannbtleed a^ faiftoUs in bis time: 
(Camden's Britannia,) and William Folville^ 
a fV^nteUeati, not oncelebViifed for many titles of 
eraditi6n, ^bo di'ed in J 384, and wbo was buried 
Itaire irMt'hgSt tbe Mdnki of his own Order. 

Henry of Huntingdon says thkl the t'iets and 
%tdts bating taV;Ei^e1d tb^ ieotihtry as far as 
StflTttffoyd, >*^re there denoted by Hengist, when 
Vttrtigerii tbe king of thdse parts gave him lands 
in Linoo)n^hire Tor tbe maintenance of himself 
Ibid his mien. A^ this battl<i was fought iu tW 
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year 449, it proves that Stamford is a very aoGi-; 
ent place ; however some historians suppose that 
the battle was fought ou the ground where 
Stamf6rd was afterwards built, but in support 
of this there seems to be no direct testimony. 

Wulphere's charter to Peterborough Minster, 
is dated A. D. 640, and if this charter be genu- 
ine, it not only proves that a town was here it 
that time, but also that the country round about 
it was well inhabited, and the Saxon tofms nu- 
merous. However Edgar's charter A« D. 973 
is indisputably authentic, and at that time we 
find it was a market town. Leland says that if 
was a Borough town in Edgar's reign, which be- 
gun ip A. D. 669, and Ingulphus informs us 
that there were Terms held at Stamford in bis 
time. 

About the year 1017, Canute king of Den- 
mark invaded England with a powerful array, 
and among other devastations, laid waste the 
town of Stamford. 

The walls round this town were vei^ likely, 
built by the Danes, who, wKen they had taken 
thetown, erected them at a defence against the 
Saxon inhabitants, who were sure to retaliate as 
soon as they found an opportunity. What a 
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miserable pictute does tl}e hifttor^ of ail ages ex- 
bibiti War^ repine^ and plunder, have at all 
times constituted the most prominent scenes la 
the terrible drama which mankind have always 
acted ou tbe stage of the world; — and although 
we in this age of knowledge, may designate our 
ancestcrs, a few centuries back, as barbarians, 
yet a lUtle serutinicuig will show vt$, that as we 
act tbe same parts we are not much farther 
advanced in r^l'eiviliMtion tlmn they were. 

" Leiaad says there were 7 principal towers lo 
Iho walls of Stamford, to each of which the free* 
holders were alloted to watch «nd ward iii the 
titme of need ; b«t, according to Speed's map of 
tbe towa, there were A other less forts, whioh 
makes the lotal number eleven. T,he remains of 
one of the 7 principal bulwarks, a little above 
St.^Peter'a gate, towards the north, is very appar- 
ent; at tbe top of it were loop-holes to shoot ar* 
rows through. Two of the la^er, towarda the 
river, were called Beerfart, and Holm towers; 
three others towards the north, east, and west« 
were called Whitt4inv^^ Carp iower^ amd Norths 
tulwark. Beside these, the town was defended 
by 7 priticipal, and two postern gates; — the 
larger were St. Paul's gate, St. Gorge's, Bridge 
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gat<», Gleitgate, St. Pctcrsgate, Sfcbgatc, ftttil Ne\r- 
gate. One of lli^ posfernf gates', 'jdtfed atttiost 
to BridgiC gtite, towards the east; llie oth'er M 
towards Tciiter fneado«r, w&ieli Speed calls ifb^ 
Watergate* (Harrod'i Bist. Statiifdri.}

Iluutingdou writes that she built a town ojr 
two every year, for 7 years together. 

Leiand, and Matthew of Westminster, agree in 
observing that in A. D. D14, she rebuilt the 
Castle of Stamford, on the north hank of the 
WelUind ; but she bad scarcely left it, wben the 
Danes retook it* Her husband however, (acf or- 
ding to the abova Saxon chronicle as well as 
Marianas, Scot as, and Florence of Westminster) 
built a Castle on the jaictik sidetbe river/ attack? 
ed the Danea in the other GasUe, forced them to 
sarrender tbe lown» and to acknowledge hb 
sovereignty* This was A. D. 922. 

Tl&e Castle on tb^ north side the river, stood 
by tbe north road, where the Nun's farm aowif*

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faf, a Danisfi Prince, and yiefded to fcim the cf- 
lies bf Lincoln, Leicester, Nottingfiani, Derby, 
and Stamford, and from this lime tliese five citiei 
were called, by way of eminence, Fisburgenses j 
bnt, in 94i, he retook them, and they reiHained 
in possession of the Saxons ontif the invas^ion of 
Sxvainc King of Denmark, to whonj lliey readfly 
submitted. Their inhabitant wer6 probably

When Henry PJantrfgenet, afterwards He»ry 
Ily waged war with Stephen, in A.D. 1 152, he, 
says Hunting^don, the thtrd tiine laid siege t^ 
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Stamford Castle: twice before he bud been repuls- 
ed, but noWf after taking tbe town^ those who 
kept tbe Ctstle sent messengers to Stepben« who 
was besieging Ipswich Castle, desiring him to 
come to their assistance; but ai Stephen would 
neither coneie himself, nor send supplies, the Cas- 
tle soon surrendered to He.nr}', who marched 
directly to Nottingham, and soon took it because 
those who held the Castle there bad set it op 
fire. 

In the reign pf BJc^ard III. Stamford Castle 
was overthrown, atvd demolished, and the mat^ 
rials were employed to repair the White Friary. 
The hill, on which it stood, was cast up by 
hands, for, by (;Ufg^Qg, 4 be eartb plainly appear- 
ed tp,l?e artjficiaj, n<>t lying in n^tur^l lay^i»» 

77i(f Carmelite Friarj/, 

Ox White Friary, stoo^l a little way east frpp 
St Pa^rs g^te, where the road divides fpr Ry\iU 
and UtjSngton. From tb^ extent of th^ i^all^ 
which s|re yet stanciing, thb s^ructjyirj^ must bavp 
been large, and, according tp tradition, it wa3 
magnificent ; it was famous also for its church, 
and steeple, the latter pf ^hich was similar to 
tb^t of AIl-Sai^t'3 church. Speed . says that i| 
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tras founded by Edward III.*l)ut there is indlspti- 
table evidence that it existed in the 13. Edward 
t. and the Friars had an anit)le confirmatioD of 
privileges in the 11. £dw^i;d It. TLcy had also 
grants from Edward III. in the 7 and 10. years 
of his reign, and the arms of that monarch, still 
remain over the gateway of this house, and may 
he considered as a venerable monument of Anti- 
quity. This Friary was surrendered on the 8. of 
Octol>er 1539 by its jf>rior. In 1698. the scit^ 
was in the possession of the Lord Treasurtr 
Burghley at his death, and it is now the property 
of the Marquis of Exeter, his liiteul male heir. 

ne Grey Friars, 

Or Friars minor, was situated on the outside 
•f St, Paul's gate, on the right hand side of tlie 
road leading to the White Friary, or to Deeping. 
The outward Mall of the inclosure is no*v stand- 
ing, (and bears evident marks of Antiquity) 
whence we may perceive that the monastery and 
its adjuncts occupied a considerable portion of 
ground* All that remains of this building, is a 
plain back gate in the south front. William 
Earl Warren became possesed of the manor of 
Stamford in 1205, and gave, after the interdict of 
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the king<lom by the ^ope, in thed. of King John, 
Me eultiire of 5 acies wUhomt the etui ^ate of 
• Stam^d, from his demesne, to bury the bodies 
«f the4ead and for making there an hospital and 
bouse for the Friars and Paupers. This is no 
doubt the foundation of the Grey Friars hi 
Stamford; for there is no other situation trt'M* 
ov# the east^gatt, which answers to the above 
deseription. Thomas dc Holand, first Earl of 
Kent, who died the 28. of Dec. 1362, was buried 
tn the ehapel to this Hosptl-tl, as appears by the 
MFill of bis widow Joan the Fair Maid of Keut» 
where she desires to be buried in this cha|>el« 
near the grave of Thomas earl of Kent, her first 
hiisbiind. Fuller in his history of abbeys gives 
the following account of the surrender of thf& 
Hospital.* 

Forasmuch as the warden and freers of the 
house of St. Frances, in Stamford, comeiily cull-

Bding minded .heaieaTter to lbU0i»« the 
same ; coaforniyng our seMfe unto the wiM aod 
pleasure of our supreme bedde under Qod in 
erthe, the king's maje^^y ; and not to follow 
heuceibrlh the s up^rstici<iin IradkioM of any 
forinc^ncal potentate, or poore, witbe asulml 
assent and consent ; doo subin^tt owr selffes UBto 
tbfi^merey ol owr said soveraygiie lorde. And 
with umtual assent and consent; do surrender 
• and yielde up un^o the hand of the same, all owr 
said bouse of St. Francis in St^mfdrde, comeulv 
cally'd the Grey Freers in Stamfarde, with all 
lands, tcoeaeutSy gardens^ neadowa, waters, 
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pondyards^ feedings, past nn(», catteiis, rttfis, re- 
versions^ and all etlier owr interest rvghfes and 
tyth^s, aperteygning unto the same ; mooste 
humbly b'esecchvng his mooste noble grace, to 
dispose of us and o( the same, as best schall 
atooe wyihe his most graciouse pleasure. And 
farther, freely to giftnt unto evry one of us Ins 
liceoce undr^ wretyng and seal, to change owr 
h;ibites into secular fashion, and to receive such 
manner of livyngsas otljer secular pricjjts coirten 
\y be preferry'd unto. And we all faythfully 
aclmll pray unto almighty God long to preserve 
his mooste noble grace^ wythe encrease of moche 
felicitie ai^d honon 

And in witness of all and singuler the premiss- 
es, we the saide warden and covent of the Grev 
Freers in Stamforde, to ihes^ presents have put 
our convent seal the yeght day of October, in the 
fbyrty the yere of the raigne of owre mooste sft- 
▼emyneking Henry the yeight*

St, Leonardos Monastery 

Of Benedictine or Black Monks dedicated to St. 
Leonard, stood about a quarter of a mile east of 
Stamford. 

The building was begun about the year 658 at . 
the same time with Peterborough oiinsfer^ but 
finished before it. St. Wilfrid the elder, after- 
ws^rds bishop of York, founded it, and it was the 
oldest conventual church in all South Mercia. 
Wilfrid being educated at Lincoln gave it to the 
Benedictine monks of that city; he died at Oun- 
die in 709 aged 75*. 

In 1082 William the conqueror and William 
Kairliph bishop of Durham rebuilt it, and they 

* W^t(^rtd brought two masicians out of Kent called 
James, and Stephen, i^vho introduced notes and singing 
into the churches of the north of England, which were 
used before only in Kent^ to which coanty . t^ey were 
brought from Italy by Adritm the seventh abbot of St. 
Anstin's monastery in Canterbury. 
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gave ft to Um prior; aad coi^reAt •f DuripaiR, t« 
«iake a c«U for t|ie mu^J^t of ^b^t oi9ii««tfr^y ; if 
was eiMl4iwe<l) with iaads* called, tlfe wiihne of 
CtttfabeH'a fce^ythkhjAfiQ beloni^ed to the cttthth 
firal chared of Dnrb^m^ for \hh waf idedioated 
ta Sr. Qutlibert^ttlHiib^miMil^ji wi|re lik^iNM 
Benedictine^. . 

The sid^aiflef aie both destroyed* which whea 
standiiig mada tbe< A^oat a« broad agaia, aod 
a}a$t have been a beautifMl piece of. work.

^ea then bayond Ihaoave staod the Steele ia 
which Lung the bells, and on eaeh side thait 
were the cross aisles; be3^oad the steeple, stood , 
tiie cfaoir^ so that^ what npw reinaini is not ih^ 
4(|h part of the original buMdhig, nod yet it is a 
go<xl part of the nave of thecbiM^h*. Il;jau&t. 
Imve beeii gloomy from ihe narrowness 4xf it's . 
windows, and these were ma^e more obseHire by> 
the painted glass, bat it a^i . enlightened by a 
ippeat uamber of lamps, which ^ere cootinaaily ^ 
bjutrning. 

Sir Henry de. Stamford, who was elected 



t Cuthheti was arx:hbi9hop of Canterbnry, and flou- 
tifihe4 al>sut f 50 ; he introduced bulging ia diurcties 
and churchyards which before was not penipitt^d* 
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Wshop of Durhttm, resided bere darhig the latter 
part of his tifr» which ended io 1920, and he w^a 
buried in the choir before the high ahar; he 
was bom on St. Leonard's day, elected bishop 
on St. Leonard's day, and boried iu St, Leo* 
tiard^ ehnrch ; ' after his bnrial a light was^ seen 
shining on his grave like a sun beam. 
- Cells were used as a nursery for young monls 
where they were sedt to study under their seni- 
' ors; also as a punishment for those who were 
banished from their principal houses; also for 
the recess of eminent persons, who, being ill 
treated by the king, p6pe, or their own monas- 
teries, cliose to leave them and Kve here in re- 
tirement, as the above Henry of Stamford did. 

The abbot of Oroyland bad 81. per annum 
out of this priory. 

In Speed^s map of Stamford there is mentioned 
a Nunnery on the road to St. Leonard's, but no- 
thing of this is now known. 

** A Priory of Benedictine monks (says Tan- 
ner) Ceil to the Monastery of Durham, dedica- 
ted to St, Leonard. It was valued at 251. Is. .2d. 
per annum, by Dqgdale, and at 361. 17s. by 
Speed, and granted 5. Edward VI. to SirW. 
Cecil. It is now a farm house, belonging to the 
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B«rl x>f Etcter, ' and with fht .anwfl manor ad-' 
jomio^, it stilt c«Hcd Ht. CutkMrt*$ Fee:' ^ 

The mottaBleiy of fb« Domiiiicakity mr Mack 
Friar*, was stttiftttd ^n the left of the road lead- 
ing from St. GeorgeVgate, to Tenter meadow9« 
There are no remains of it now, but part, if not 
the whole of the church, was standing about the 
year 1<$90] its steeple was a strong quadrangu- 
lar tower^ Peck imagines this house to hare 
been founded by William de Fortibus, the se- 
cond Earl of Alberaiarle, because, one. if n(^t 
more of his posterity, was buried here ; this is in 
conclusive CYideace, for though Thomas, one of 
Ms Grandsons was buried here, William, another 
Grandson, was bui-ied in the church of the Fri- 
ars Prachers at Oxford; and that church was 
certainly not founded' by de Fortibus. Who- 
ever might be the founder, it is certam that this 
liospital elListed here at a very early period; 
for beside the bUrial here of Thomas de Forti- 
bus, about 1241, we find that WiHiam de Pave- 
ti, by his will in 1243, gave in a legacy of 2 

shillings to the Friars Preachers at Stamford;

The Austin Friary, was oajlie outride of Sf^. 
Peter's gate, ^ the. left, sidi^ of tbe road teadinf 
toLeieester, on^c wt&t bank of the Weliaad... 
The building wa^a^qu^re, each aide being 6Q 
yard& in length. Mr* F«isteT says that he saw, 
fiiUarSy and a wjad<Aw:, dug up; and Aidennanu 
FeaMr in 17i%.proucuKd leave of the Carl.of Exft*- 
ter^ to ^g stpnes to build a barn, and ma^y of 
these stoaips. were curiously carved vrith %i|rtp 
of birds, beasts, fruits and flowers, 

A seal wa&also dug up fineley engraved^.wttli 
this incription — Sigillum Domini Thome Dei 
Gratti Elphinesis Episcopi. That is, ** the seal 
^{ Thomas by the grace of God bishop of £lp- 
liio". It was in po$S(?ikSioB of John Maddiseo 
£sq. of Ketton« 
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Another seal was found as large as a lialf-pen* 
■^, representing the bust of a bearded man with 
this incriptiou, ''Sigilium Hugonis Capellani'% 
round the border. 

One Fleminge a very rich man of 1he towne 
of Stamford in Liiicolnshirf, was the fir^t (bun- 
der, as it is said, of the Augustine Freres in 
Stamford, in the west siiburbe, hard by Saint 
Peter'^ gate. An Archidiacon of Richemond 
was the performer of it. (Leland's liin, VL 
p. 21.) 

Richard Warner was the last prior, M'ho with 
five Friars surrendered this monastery to Hen* 
VIII. 001.6.1539. Thescitewas granted, 6. 
Edward VI. to Edward Lord Clinton, and the 
Lord Treasurer B^rghIey died possessed of it in 
1598 ; it is now the property of the Marquis of 
Exeter, 

Fuller says that the friars of this order were 
esteemed great and able disputants, and are still 
remembered for their excellency at Oxford, 
where the act performed by the candidates for 
ibeir masters is called the keeping of Austins. 
• There were many more orders of Friars, but 
at the council of Lyons it was enacted that there 
should be but four orders of mendicant or beg* 
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giiig Friars, and these were the four of which an 
account has been given. 

Ross says that there were three sorts ofpover- 
ty among them, one,^ which was the greatest, 
was to hare nothing either of their own or in 
common, tliSs was that of the Grey Friars; ano- 
ther was to have nothing of their own, but some- 
thing in common, as books, clothes, and food« 
this was that of the Black Friar's; the third was 
to have something of their own and something in 
common^ but only necessaries, such as food and 
ciothet ; this was thai of the White and Austia 
Friars. 

The difference between a monk and a ifriar i^ 
this, the fitst is one whose monastery is endowed 
with lands for it^s support, but a friar is one 
whose monastery has rarely any more land or 
estate than the bare situatioii of the house and 
gardens, and they lived by the daily alms of the 
people in the neighbourhood, and if any part of 
these alms was left at night, they gave it to the 
poor, who attended their gate for that purpose, 
and the friars themselves trusted to providence 
for the morro'v.

Thef^ew^s aa Ho$pit'4l of ihi^ name in Stam- 
ford,, in the w^n of King Stephen, who gave to 
it an, acre and a half pf land o^% of the demesne 
of bis Manor of SUmford^ (Ti^ta de N^viU a^a.) 
This Peck seems tq, cootojund with anofi^er 
Hospital, founded her^ by Earl Warren in Ike 
reigaofKiqg John. (Peck, Jib. vii. p. 7.) In 
w^ part of the town the Hospital of St* Leger 
was situated, or what description of persons it 
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was devoted to receive, or what became of its 
possessions, is not known. 

Pittrharough Half; and Faudsy ^^l- 
Peterbo rough Hall it is believed, was in the 
fee #f the Abbot of Peterborough, and oh the 
south side of the river Welland; bat lio infor- 
mation has been fband to ascertain th«r scite of 
if » There is as little certainty as to the scite of 
Vaudey Hall; but if we are to believe with 
Peck, that all the houses in the town of Stam- 
ford which bear marks of antiquity, are rem« 
nants of Colleges and Ha) is for education, the 
town must have been full of them.

Wood informs us that •* near All Saints was 
lately standing a house of j|»reat antiquity, called 
Black Hall, bi^longing to which there wusH

Church, hard by ihe steeple, and was latfly 
Ifnown' by the name of the Talbot Inn.

(says Mr. Blore) that the house now o<^cupied by 
Mr. Reesby, baker, on the south side of the.

The 
arched doorway of stone, forming the entry to 
Mr. Reesby 's house, is very ancient, and much , 
like the entrance to a College or Hall.

Only five vnow remaSa; — •ome of the other 
aine- were destroyed^ or buriit» inA«P.146ly 
by the northern soldiers^ the niiml^r was agaio 
reduced at the tim^ of tha dissolotion of monas- 
teries, aad by an act of Parlhiment made in 
IM7» they ^ere further reduced to five. ' ki the 
time of PupsKy the 19011k s used to officiate in tbe 
churches belonging to^ their pacisbes, and when 
the monasteries were ^dissolved, the parishes 
which had a liTelthood belon^ng to them, were 
united for support of the future mkustry, aad 
those that had nothing were rukied. 

St. elements stood near the gate called Sco^ 
gate» which, while it. was standing, .was called 
Clement's gate. In the reign of King John,

St. Peter^t, which was a rectory, stbod oh a 
green spot on 1 he soutH side of Petchhilly and, 
as ap))ear8 fronl Dbmsday book, ' belotiged To 
H^ilton ; in this b<^k it is said titat the 'KMg 
had a caruoate-of land in St. Inter's parish, ^nd 
half a carueate in Air-Sairifrf. Thi' piiVsouage 
house is just opposite the scite of St, Peter's 
ehurcb. Mid in it the vicar of All saints usually 
resides. From- Dooitisday also it appears that 
St. Peter'-s parish was not in Lincotusfafre ; and 
as' Rutland was tfdt mide a county until the 
fimeot Henry III; \that is "now Rutland being 
then part of N^tittg1iaili^biit>, and'p^rt of Nor- 
tbonptollsbtre (Henry ^f 1 1 niacte it out of these 
shires and pnn^ ^ to hi J 'brotb'c^^Richard, King 
of ^be RdmiHtr.)

There was also a chapel, and Tillage, at Bred* 
croft^ as appears in some old deeds, witich men- 
tion the selling or giving away some heusos aod 
dove-cotes there. Bredorofit mill is mentioned ^ 
in deeds of 1304 and 1441. Leland say8» tbat^ 
in the reign of Henry VllI, the Sessions for 
Rutland were kept at Bredcroft. Those male-"- 
fucturs who were condemned there were execut- 
ed at Tlnwell i^allowft, for Bredfroft is in Rut- 
land, and the Gallows stood between Tinwell 
and Empingham» The Hall, orSotsioii's bouse^ 
stood about a ^juarter of a mile on this side the 
wash, on the northern^bankoStbttOiiU rivar; tb^ 
foundations may stUl be traced.. Lelmd. abou 
says that Bredcroft waa so called from the Baherr 
selling bread in it ; for all the town bread vur 
b«ked in a public oven tbere. Oveaa- fbimerlj 
were built on the outside ^ townA to prevent fire. 
Bredcroft, in an oU deed, is mentioned as beio^' 
in. St Peter'9 parish; thia was perhapa after Bes*-

Great SL Michaers Church. 
is an ancient building in which the north suid . 
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south ctanccls, bein^ run oul somewhat farther 
than the north and south ailes, give it the shape 
of a cross. The deep descent into it oa all sides^^ 
tTie plainness o/lhe Luilding, aiid its being near- 
Iv in the centre of the lown,^ with so large a, 
\drxJ, arc ail indications of its being very old. 
H had f*)nnerly a small wooden tower, which 
contained four ver^y small belts- When this 
wooden, tower was taken down,, a stone cofiin 
tvus found under it. Crovland Abbey used tQ. 
receive annually twenty shillings from this 
church, and the patronage probably belonged to 
I bat abbot.

Butcher says 
it was built by -the same WilHam Brown who 
founded the Bead house by the market Cross, 
but tradition says it was built by John Brown, 
eldest son of John and Marjrwret Brown, who 
i^ere buried at the upper ciid ui the north aile.

The marble font is deemed a g^re^ curiosity. 
About ihe year 1170, Aschard of Stamford, 
whO'i¥as putron of tteis church, gave it to the 
Nuns of St.Michael.

TheRectory of St. John's with that of St. Cle- 
ment's is valued in the King's books at 8l.

Staveley says that the Saxons generally built 
their churches with a descent into them, but th« 
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Normans with an ascent ; hence, when w^ meet 
with one of the former, we may jucfge it to b^ 
Yery antique. The oldest churches are small 
and low, with no steeple^ having only a small 
arch at the west end, to hang the bells in, the 
ropes of which go through hole» in the roof into 
the middle aile.; 

The form of churches at first, as well a» now, sajs 
IVheatly, was obloug;, to resemble a ship, we being tos- 
sed up and down m this world as a ship by the sea ; 
they were also always divided into two parts, as at pre- 
sent, viz. the nave and the cbatieel, the latter standing 
at the eastern end, and diirided from the i|ave by neart 
rails called CanceUi,fFom whence it had it's name ; the 
priest only entered this, and used to perform the whole 
church service in it, for reading desks were not estab- 
lished till the beginning of the reign of Jafiies I, {about 
160S0 the chancel being then judged too far off for the 
whole congregation to hear the minister, who had begun 
to speak English instead of Latin 

By the acts ^ the S4th and 35ih of Henry VIII, the 
New Testament in English was forbidcn to be read by 
women,, apprentices, journeymen, and nerving men. 

The canonical hours of the Catholics are 7 ; that at 
Six 0' clock in the morning is called the Primes that at 
Hint the Terce, that at Twelve the Sext, that at Three 
in the afternoon the None, that at Six the Vespers, NInt 
the Complines, Twelve the Matins aud Lauds, Though 
they generally add the Ninth to the Sixth hour, hav- 
ing both offices then.

On Simples they have one NQcturn of twelve ps9lm% 
and three lessons. 
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Coontry Featts, or Wilkes^ are usually kept on 
the sttn4siy after the Saint day, whose name the 
e^rch bears ; femerly they were kept on the 
d»y itseR They were called Wakes because 
tlie people u^ecl to keep awake, saying prayers, 
mid singing hymns, all the night preceding the 
Feast. They were established by Pope Grregory 
the great, A. D. 600, hi imitation of the ancient 
Agapce, or love Feasts, and were kept in sheds 
nmde of the boughs of trees, placed round the 
ohurcli, and lasted eight days, ' 

Spelraan dertres the word Wake from the 
Saxon Wakt which signifies drunkeiraess, and a 
nuaderu observer would prohably think this to 
be the true derivation— -for religion has not the 
leasts to do with them, whereat drunkeoness has, 
a great deal.

it still pays^aH eostosAary dues with the others^ 
except gable and toil^ which the Abbot of Peterr 
borough bad and hat. In these five wards, ia 
the time of King £dw»rd^ tbera were one hun- 
dred and forty one mansions^ and h?^]^^ a mill^ 
which paid all customary duet; and there areas 
many at present, except fi^r^ wiiich are waste 
on accoiiBtof the wock of thecastl«« 

In these wards are six^maiisioDS which in the 
time of King Edward paid all customary dues, 
but at present they. pay. nothing* Brand has- 
four and Ulchetel,the: son of Merewioe two. 

In thes^ wards, are. seyenty<seven mansiont 
belonging to sokemen who have their, own lands 
in demesne, ai^d whainay chus.e. a patron where 
they will ; over whom the King has nothing else 
except the pecuniary punishment of their fanlts,^^ 
andheriot and toll, and one mill of thirty shill- 
ings^ which he took'frOm Eustacius de Hunting- 
don. He was one of the sokemen. 

In Stamford, in the time of King Edward; 
there were twelve lagemeuK who had sac and soq 
in their own houses, and over their vassals; ex*.

ward. And'Eri had^ one mansion. Endo Da 
pifer has there twenty-three mansions. The^ 
King, as superior, bad all customary due$ from 
them, but has not now. 

In the same town Azor*bad, in the time of 
Kiug Edward, seven mansions, and* half a mill. 
Gunfrid de Cioches now has them. To these 
belong seventy acres without the town. ^ 

^ward Cilt had fourteen mansions and seven-. 
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13^ acres without the towji. Countess Juditfi 
DOW bsis tlieiB. 

Queen fidklia had scYMtjr manBions, which 
lie iu Rutland^ with ail cuatonarjr prcataiAioas,. 
beside what Ihe kikers.. paidv To these beloag 
two carMcatesiof hiodand aihali^ si»d«iie ploughi 
is employed,, and forty-five acses of meado.«r 
nithoMt the town. King Wiiinm now. has it; 
and it is wofth six. pounds a year: 10 the tint o£ 
King Edward four pounds. 

The Abbot of Peterborough hadr and has ia 
Stamford ten mansions biUnglog to Lineolnshira 
and osc.mtU of forty shiUings, ^nnd five sbiUkigs 
from houses and fkom «ght neres. 

Lewin had niiin mansions Alaresl now hnn^ 
thenu Lewin had likewiMioneMinsifa anl^iecft 
to aU customary payments, which Wid#ide Ibswh 
budcurt now has unlasod. 

Fastolf had one freechntcb. under the Kii^ 
with eight acres.. 

Albert had one church of St. Peltr, with two. 
houses of the abbots, and half a carucale of 
land which lies in HtmelAmt (Hambleton) in 
.Rutland, Value ten shillings. 

The King bas six^ hundred acres o fumble Innd» 
without the town, in Lincolnshire. 
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The lagemen and burgesses have tw» Iiundrecl 
and $eventy-two aeres, witbout custon^ary pay- 
ment. 

In the time of King Edward, Stamf<»rd paid 
fifteen pounds; at present it is let for fitty 
pounds. For all dues to the King, it oow pays 
twenty eight pounds. 

OWNERS OP THE TOWN. 

Dugdale says that hi 1155 Richard lord Hu* 
•let, c^iistaUIe of Normandy, obtained of Heary 
IL the lordship of Stamford, the borough castle, 
md «U iqptpartenances, excepting what belonged 
to the abbot of Peterborough and Wqi. Laniraleis 
and that he bad the gift al§o of Ketton, and Djid- 
dto^ton lordsh^>s, bat Wakerly then belonged ta 
Lanvalei whose sou was a great benfactor to th^ 
nuns of St. Michael in Stamford. 

Rieliard Humet was sheriff of Rutland from 
11G4 to 1180, his son Wm. Humet, lord of Stam« 
ford, about 1203, gave the sa d nuns some of his 
{and in Bredcroft, by a deed in the possession of 
tlie earl of Exeler, bis seal represents him armed 
crap-a-pre on horseback in fall career^ a drawi> 
sword in the right hand, i^nd ^ shield ojn his lc(( 
arm. 
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King J«hn made him justice of EagUnd, but 
oil sofiie pernicious advice wUch be gfive hini io 
Normandy, he ^ed, and when he returned to Eng'- 
land, bis Bsi^sty seised bis lands witb the town 
and castle, and about 1296^ gave tbem to Wai» 
earl Warren, whose ancestors were earls of War* 
ena a town in Normandy, who for oo loss of tbeir 
lands could be brought talidhere to the kings of 
France, 

This earl was the filth of the name of William^ 
and beside the manor of Stamford, he gave him 
the maaor of Grantkam^ and tliieoiK(>W'«nd lio«^ 
our of Eye ia SuibUi, (a make Mn a as c a d i iae 
the loss of bia landi when Menaaody was^ coa^ 
<]fue)red by tlie Frenelt, bui be was nol to tax the 
htbaJ^taDtsofStamftrd wHbotttlbe kiag^^ pre< 
eept. 

In 1215 he got this monareb to sign M^gk 
na €harta at Runnimede, yet in his wars wijdi 
the French king's son^ he desei^^ bHii» whuMfo^ 
upon John ordered him to deiivea up bis castle 
at Pevency. In 1220 he was shetjff of Surry, ii^ 
1282 he pdid Henry III. three hundred marks 
for leave to marry his daughter to Hugh dir AU 
bini earl of Arundel, a minor. 

{ie had then sixty two kuights fees in the rape 
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f^t L«wes, and thirty and a half in th^ rap^ of 
Pevcncy. 

In A. D. IfidS, in oonsidtratimi of a goshai^k 
given to SinioB de Pierpont, he procnr^d leave 
for himself and heirs to hunt the buck, doe, hart 
kind, foxy goat, cat, or any other heast in Pier- 
ponf s lands in Sussex ; he gave the nuns of St. 
Miehael forty shillings per ann. out of his mill 
lit Wakefield, and died May 26, 1240. 

The Bull ruimng. 

Tradition says that this W. Warren, as he was 
standing on his Castle walls in Stamford, and 
looking on the meadow, saw two bulls fighting 
for a cow, a butcher to whom one of the bulls 
belonged, happening to come into the meadow 
just at that instant with a large mastiff, set the 
dog on his own bull, who drove him into the 
town, which he no sooner entered, than all the 
dogs, both great and small, followed him; the 
bull, now rendered furious by the noise of the 
people, and the fierceness of the dogs, ran over 
everyone that cbanced'to be in his way; this 
bronght other butchers, and more people to- 
gether, who made such a clamour, that it reach- 
ed the earl in his castle, who mounted his steed 
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aud rode to see the occasion of it, when be ^as 
so much delighted wiih the tumult the bull made 
that he gave the meadow in which he saw bim 
iighting as a common t« the town butchers, to 
feed their cattle after the first^ grass is eaten, on 
condition that annually, on that very day, they 
should find a mad bull to continue the sport ; 
which day was just six weeks l>efore Christmai 
day, and the meadow is still called castle mea« 
dow. 

Mr. Butcher says that the night before the 

great and important day, the butchers at their 
charge having procured the wildest bull they 
can get, put him into a stable or barn, belonging 
to the chief magistrate, and, the next morning, 
proclamation is made by the bell- man through- 
out the town, that no person, on pain of impri- 
sonment should offer any violence to strangers; 
but as the town is a great thoroughfare, aud it 
being tlien term time, a guard b appointed to let 
passengers pass through it without hurt or moles- 
tation, that no one is to have any iron on his 
club or staff when he pursues the the bull; when 
the proclamation is over, and the shops and gate9 
are shut, the bull is turned out of one of the

chief magistrate's house, and then men, Women, 
and children of Vill sorts and sizes, with all the 
dogs in the town, run promiscuously after him* 
spattering dirt with their duhs on each ethers, 
faces, so that obe would think them to he so 
many ftiries started out of hell." 

Afrer the death of the above William eail 
Warren, Ifrnry III, * kept the town &c. of Stam- 
ford from Johii his^ successor, fourteen years, 
giving them to his own son l^iUard I. who gave 
them to John, who in 1247 inairied Alice, half 
sister to Henr\ III. and uas one o( the chief cap 
tains in his army at the )>artte of Lewes, when 
the king and his son Rdwani were taken prison- 
ers by the barons ; the barons got a grant of all 
his lands excepting the i-astles of Rigateand 
Lewes, but after his Majesty had got the victory 
at Evesham he regained them, and the abbot of 
Peterborough was forced- to give him lOOl. to 
get out of his hand his manors of Castor, Tinwell, 
and Thurlby. 

• Hi^nry III being poor, Diorts:aged the town of Stara* 
ford to Wnitam de Valence, a Poictoven, and wIi<>h his 
sem Edward married Klcdnor daughter to the Kinef of 
Ci-stile, he settled on them Ireland, Gascon^, Wales^ 
Bristol, Stamfbrd, and Grantham, hence it is that Pot^ 
tef aud B<iik<T Kay that onr Kin{**s eldest son is Prinze 
of Wales. He also irave I ^0 acres of land to William dt

Th* ne*t day abother 
gf cat army came against them, wbo, not Mikm^- 
tng of tbc defeat of the French on the proceed 
ing day, intewled to plnnder them, but Bob<i». 
and the earl of Norfolk, after a long and terrible 
figUt, routed and chased tliem r,jn« »il«, and 
kiMed two thousand 6f them. Soon after tbia, 
while the Englisb were repairing Ihe bridge of 
Poi&6y, an army of Fiencb oppoaed them, when 
Bohun after killing a thousand, drove tbem away 
At the sei^e of Calais, he kept the coast, and bea 
off the small boats tliat endeavnured to r^ieve 
llie besieged with provisions, and when the French 
Admiral advaniied to its relief, he put him to flight 
also when the French king came by land with 
the same intent, he with the Duke of Lancaster, 
attacked them in the -ear, and slew many. 

In 135-2 he conquered the Scots, and took the 
castle of Lolbaban with other fortresses ; he died 
September 16th 13G0 without issue, when 

Edmund Langley, fiith son of Edward III. be- 
came M of Stamford, yet, when he was only 
six ye^rs old, his father had granted him alt eaH 
WariW* castle, manors and lands beyond Trent, 
with the castle and manor of Fotheringay. 
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.Tu ]36i he was creaftcdearl 6f Cambiridgt,, arid 
the next >ca# obf ained a' grant In foe of tbe 
castle, maoor, and lown of Staillford^ andriiabm' 
ofGrantbam.

Jn LS9f be was made eonsiahle of Ddver cas- 
lie, and lord'W^rdea 9i the cinque ports, 

#a 1389 a friar afecused irim of Ireason to Richf- 
ard n, whfin hU brother Thomas df Woodstoick, 
afterwards dake of Gloucester, ruslied into the 
king's bedchaqihery and swor^ he would' kill any 
one who hild treason to hU/;httrge, nor did* he e«* 
cept his majesty.

In 1309 his^ eldest vf Oil £(iward wa6 created 
earl of Rutland, and lr^<l m {j^rant of the castie, 
town, ^d manor of Oukhain, with tbesheriti^Ity 
of Rnthindy aned soon afivr he.was^^i^ade con* 
stable of England. ^ 

In 1d92 his youngest ^t»n Richard eart of Cam- 
bridge, whb wksf the king's godson, killed lord 
Clifford. 

In the same year his wife Isabel died a great 
peditent; b^tifevery vaiti, and some what wiwtoil' 
in her y^nth; bethen married Jowi4faee)irlo^ 
Kent's daughter.

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In ld07 being at Stamford, he ordered his ste- 
vrafd's and bailiiTs dficers to see that nobody, ih* 
jurcd (he nuns of St, Mlchaers. 

In 1398 his *brolbef the duke of Gloucester 
was smothered at Cahiis by private orders of lh« 
ling to the earl of Nottingham; when the mur« 
therers told him it was the king's pleasure that be 
' should die, be replied^ if so it is welcome; there- 
fore after a priest had confessed him, they made 
him lie on a bed, aiid held another over his mouth 
fill he expired, Roger Denys and Cock of the 
chtHiiber ^ding down the sides, and three 
ethers at tlie same time kneeling and praying for 
bis soul. 

He was ^tkiekMgX uncle, and a w^II* meaning 
main, but ofvioochot and fiery a dispositiuMi >for 
his ma^est^kto brook. * ^ 

In 1399 his eldfs^ solfl was created duke of 
Albemarle, t Richard II. made the dake of York 

t In the reign of Richard II, the fashionabre folks 
wore>sboes of snch a length that they could not walk in 
them without fastening the toe9 to their Knees, whi^ 
they did either with siWer chains, ribbands, or lace. 

The present age is wiser. The ladies also, in the a- 
bove reign, wore two pyramids on their heads, on each 
•idel I^odin describes them as rising an ell above the 
head, in form of a spire steeple, having sharp tops, f 
whith were fastened pieces of crape, which floated loose- 
ly d)iivn their baoks — these were as becomiag as: their 
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^Vf mor of Irelfuid, yet he deserted him, favour- 
ed the duke of Lancaster, and proposed the de* 
posing-of Richard in pariiameut. 

lu the first parliament of Henry IV. lord Fit«- 
water and twenty more lords accused his eldest 
son 'Ed ward of being the cause of his uricle the 
duke of Gloucester's death, and threw dowot 
their hoods as gages to pruve it by combat. 

He replied, that if the duke of Norfolk said 
6o, he lied, and would prove it with his l^ody, 
-and threw down another hood, which he borrow* 
ed : but the duke of Norfolk was then in banish* 
ment^ and dared not return, however Ed\^atd was 
tdjudged to lose the title of the duke of Albe* 
marie, retaining that of the earl of Rutland only* 
tad maoy of his possessious were taken from* 
him, and many of the commons also would have 
put him to death, for he was extremely di»liked^. 
whereupon he with other degraded lords« conspii:* 
ed the death of Henry IV. to which they bound 
themselves by an indenture. 

Going to dine with his father, with the coun- 
terpart of this indenture in hi« bosom, his father 
perceiving it, wanted to know what it was, but 
refusing, his sire insisted upon and t«ok it from 
Aim, when seeing what it was, he in great rage up- 
ji o 2 
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farakkd hinwitb treason^ fcirii^ fa«i<!^ become sure- 
ty for bim in parlimfiit, he tb^irefore immediate^ 
rode to Windsor, t5liiforni hUmajpst; ; Edward 
seeing his danger^ ,rctd« directly another way to 
the king, and aligbting at tbe castle, orcTered it's 
gates to be locked, teiting the porter that he mtMt 
carry the keys to his miyesty, and approaching 
* him. he fell oo his knees, imploriiig mercy, and 
revealing the whole copsprracy, obtained a par- 
don, the fath<er came soon after with the iudenture^ 
he died the year after, and was buried nearhts 
wife at Langley. 

Beside Stamford, he had the manors of Yar- 
well, NaMogton and Soutfaorpe, and was lord 6( 
fividale, - 

The above Edward, being twenty six years of 
age, succeeded him as lord of Stamford, and was 
Very shortly restored to his' former possessions, 
and the title of duke of York, yet his own sister, 
lord Spencer's widow, accused bim of an inten- 
tion of murdering tire king, by scaling the walls of 
Kltham by night, ihe Christmas before, wheu 
his majesty fay there,* and if any knight or 
esquire would tight htbj for her, she would coii- 
ient to be burnt if tie w-di cbnq\;ered. 
^ One of her esquires, called William Maidstone, 
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imst down his faooi!» and profered combat witk 
the ipke, fr|io cast down his. and accepted the 
cbaltenge, but he was tent to the tower^ yet set 
at liberty tfie year after, when many thought he 
bad been dead in prison. 

In 14t4 his brother Richard was created earl 
of Cambridge, and with other noblemen was be- 
fieaded the year after, without the north gate of 
Southampton, forconspiring the death of Hen- 
ry V, 

Edward' commanded the van of the army at 
the battle of Afincourt, where there were only 
9000 EngHsh, against 140,000 French ; a little 
before the battle, mounting a hill, he sent David* 
Gdmi ft welch commander, to reconnoitre the 
enemy, who told him that there were enow to be 
killed, enow to be prisoners, and enow to rua^ 
away; this the duke told' the l^ing, wfao rode 
forth to view them, when the duke advi^d himi 
that the night before the battle he skonld order 
each man to fix a stake in the ground, sharpened 
at both ends, to keep them.ofF, which was done; 
he also desired to be in the front of . the battl^^ 
and was so, where by much heat and crowding, 
being a fat man, he was smothered to death oa 
October 25th 141&^ and buried at Fcthering^y*.

In this cflnlliesU^e t«(V)06 qiea were slainim twdte 
attics a 
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fhes^^/itt df Sontrset snoceeding bim as Re- 
geirtVFninoc, Sir p«Ty Hall, cue of York's 
ir«f>tei^9, dcfietad^d the city of Caeo against the 
French king, but a. atone sb#t into it, happened 
IQ Mlobetirtteh the ihtdms of Somerset and ber 
chydftan, whkh aoafirtghled her, that she |)er- 
ftuadtdlsettkusbatid^o s^rrander the town. 

In 1450 Cade^a* rebeiliofii waa set oi» foot by 
York'a fnenda, to WMind abe people's ninda, for 
Cade calkd bimaeif Mortniier the duke^ eouaiii. 

Tlie n^t^eap tbe duke biin.<^if raiaed an army 
to oppose bis aotcfbtign, under pretence of re- 
moving evil oounsetlors, but on ppomiae of re- 
dressy tf be proved his charge, be disbanded Ma 
army and yielded himself to Henry, and took an 
oath nev^r to oppose him ; yet, in I4da, having 
gained the Nevih to bia aide, vis* the e^rl of Sa- 
KabHry and bis son the earl of Warv^lck, be ob- 
tained al>so)ttHon from the Pope! of the oath hei 
had taken,. 

The king was itt St. Alban's, which was de^ 
fended by lord Gilford^ so strongly, that b^ 
conld not force it for a long time, bu* Warwick 
and bis men broke in by the sidef of the garden 
in Holywell atreet, between the sign of the key 
iUid the ChequeT — these sounded a trumpet tiud 
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tiftou(ei) a Wwrrkk! tt Warrick! wbeo aboot 
noois Yeik iiiid Salisbury broke m, attliree 
(iiffercnt places, aad tore up tbe barriers, wbea 
• most bloody battle eosued. 

All f be king^s CaptMtro werekiHed; tbe Dnke 
ef Somerset' was slaio noder tbe sign ef tbe cas^ 
tle» and near bim lay the eftrl of Nortbanbet- 
land, witb many other NoMemen. 

To save himself from a riiower of arrows, tbe 
king fled to a poor man's bonse, but be did not 
arive before one bad pierced bb seek. York 
being told where be wfis, hastened to eomfoit 
hm, when tbe king begged of bim to order bis 
^nen to put an end to the morderons business, 
which wa» immediately done. ^ 

Yx>rk took the king toWeatnunster, when one 
of the king's men ^sauUed one of tbe^rlt^ 
Warwick'^ men» who sorely wounded tbe agressor 
and then, fled k— the king's servants waited for 
tbe aarl as be was returning in his barge from 
parliament,. and attacked bim with.swords, spits, 
and fire forks,, when, after many of. his men 
were hurt, he escaped in a wherry, and hastenipg 
to Yorkshire, set all again in a blaze. - 

In 14^9 York's son Edward earl of March, 
afterwards .Edward IV, while his father was i» 
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Ireland, fougl|l ll?e king at Nortliampton, tooti 
him prisoner, and the tower oi London was dg* 
livered to the, earl. 

York being at Sandall in Yorkshire, came out 
of the town with 5000 inen against the Queen's 
arm^^, consisting of 18000, not perceiving their 
nupibc;r— after be had got to ^ome distance from 
the town, two bodies of men in apibush, cJoied and 
prevented bis returp, when in Jialf an hour lie 
was killed; this happened on the 30th of De- 
cenaber. Lord, Clifford ordered bis head to be 
cut off, and putting a paper crow« upon it, scat 
it tp the Queen^ who was very pierry witji it, 

Clifford observing Ypfk^ jqungest son. « boy 
about twelve ;years of ag^?, retiring froin the field 
with one of his father's cbapli^in$, followed, v^d 
stabbed him to the heart, as lie kn.ejt fo.r mercy, 
fear having deprived him of speech 

This lord killed so many^ tfeat he wa,s afteif^ 
wards called butcher. Yorji's he^d, with those 
of other slaughtered noblCvS, was setioii the gat^^ 
at Pomfret, and his body wa^ biiri?d ther^, bu^ 
•fterwards it was removed to Fotheriugay, 

Edward earl of March, his eldest son, now be- 
came lord of Stamford, who on the Candlemas- 
day following, with 23,000 men, met l«s enemies 
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Rear Mortimer's cross, not far from Hereford, 
when three suns appearing to jo^n in one, g-ave 
his men courage, and he gained the victory with 
the slaughter of 3, 800 of the enemy, for wbicii 
reason, 8a)8 Holiogshead, he gave the sun fortius 
badge. 

In these times travelling was extremely dao* 
gerous without a pass from the nearest army, 
for there were three in the kingdom at oboe. 

Edward gave the castle and town of Stamford 
to his mother Cicely, duches of York ; * after 
her decease it remained in the crown, till the 
reign of Elizabeth, she granted them to Wm. 
Cecil first lord Burghley, who was ft great favor- 
ite of queen Elisabeth, and an honor to bis coaii» 
try. From bim they descended to Ann daughter 
and coheir of William earl of Exeter, who mar- 
ried Henry Grey, created earl af l^tamford by 
Charles I. He died 1tf73, and,^ his son dy- 
ing^ in his life time, be was succeeded by bis 
grandson Thomas, who dying 17ir-20 without is- 
sue, the title went to Harry, son of John, the 
third son of the first earl, who dying 1730, was 
succeeded by his sou Harry, who died May 30. 

* This lady lived to seeiAfMof her cbildrev crowiieil, 
aad four murdered — she was buried at fothcringay* 
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1768, and waft succeeded by his son George Har- 
ry Grey, Earl of Stamford, and Warrington, Lord 
Grey of Groby &c. 

In 1747, the efiri of Exeter purchased all Ihe 
Itnds in tKis town which belonged to the Earl of 
Stamford. 

Remarkable Events, 

In A. D. 440, the first battle which the Sax- 
ons fought after their arrival in Britain, was at 
Stamford, where, says H. Huntingdon, the Picts 
and Scots fought with spears and lances, but, 
when the Saxons furiously fell on them with 
their axes and long swords, they immediately . 

fled. 
In September 870, Stamford was destroyed by 

the Danes, who at the same time raurthered ail 
the monks that remained iu Croyland and Peter- 
borough abbeys, and burnt the abbeys theni- 
seUes to the ground. 

Ingulphus says that the younger monks of 
Croyland having cast their rich vessels into the 
abbey well,' and seeing the blaze of the towns in 
Kesteven, fled in hast, leaving the old monks, 
who were all slaughtered. 

In 922, King Edward the elder gained a vic- 
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lory over the Danes on Wittering BeatK. Seve- 
nil Saxoii ci>in8 huve been found in an entrench- 
ment on the side of Burghley. pari^» whicli ea« 
Irentbmetit ran down to South6rpe rili. 

In 112B, The Skxon Cbrbtifcfe, and 'Hugo 
Candidas^ relate, that as soon as a certain i^'iek- 
ed abbot liad got possession of the abbey of 
Peterborough, a great many persons b<»th heard 
and saw a multitude of great black deformed 
hunters, that had witTi them black saucer-eyed 
fierce dogs, and tHat tliey rode on black horses 
aird black stags, both in PeterhQrongh park and 
in all the woods between Peterborough and Stam- 
ford, that the monks heard the sound of the 
horns in the tiight.and that this lasted all Lent,* 

In 1189 at mid lent fair, says Knighton, a imil- 
titnde of young fellows, who had enlisted to go 
to the Holy Land, pillaged the Jews, and killed 
several of them, while the rest gotyinto the cas- 
tle, and with difficulty es€ap«>d4 

The iownsmen and those who came to tlie fair

X The Jews arrived first in England in the reign of 
W. the Conqacror about A. D. 1068. 
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ifert so far from opposing this outrage tbat some 
joined them; one John who was the most busy 
fellow in it, went to Northampton and left part 
of his money in his landlord's hands there, who, 
in order to keep it privately, raurfhered him, and. 

In 1189, they were robbed and persecuted in several 
places, and at York, many destroyed themselves. 

The Jews having, for safety, retired into tiie castle, 
it nnfortuuately happened that tJicjjovenor went out of 
the fortress, and, on his return, vai refused admittaace 
because they feared he had entered into an agreement to 
deliver ttjem up; on thisacco?un tiuy were besieged by 
an immense multitnde ; and, beint; at length reduced to 
the greatest distress, held a coifiicil, in order to devise 
what measures it was best to adopf. They had already 
offered an immense smn of monty to ransom their lives, 
but it had been rejected. In this extremity a foreign 
rabbin who was come into En^rla'Jd for the purpose of 
instructing the Jews, stood up, « rid harangued thtra in 
the following words : ** Men of Israel, our God, whose 
laws 1 have prescribed to you, commands that we should 
always be ready to die for these iawi; and now, when 
death looks U4 in the lace, we have only to ch^^^e 
whether we shooid prolong a base and infamous lite or 
embrace a gallant and glorious dea|h. If we fall into 
the hands of our enemies, at their will and pTeasure, 
we must die ; but our Creator, who gave us life, did also 
enjoin that with our own bands, and of our own accord, 
v¥e should devoutly restore it to him again, rather than 
await the cruelty of an enemy." Many of the Jews ac- 
ceeded to the dreadful I counsel of tlie rabbin ; but the 
rest would not agree to his proposal, therefore, they 
withdrew* and chose rather to try the cleieency of the 
•hristions. The rabbin having directed that those who 
DosseMfd the greatest firmness of mind ihould first out 
the throat* of their wives and children, Jo«*enoa began 
the execution by performing that barbaroas act on kh

when it was. dark, thre*v his body out of tb* 
town where it was found in the moruiog, aad 
known, but the landlord escaped by flight. 

In 1194, there was a tournament between 
Wansford and Stamford. 

In 1197, it was commanded that after midlent* 
f^ir at Stamford, no one should sell any cloth of 
less width than two ells within the lists. 

In 1200, Hugh bishop of Lincoln died at Lon- 
tlon, and in bringing kis 'corpse from ther.ce ta ^ 
Lincoln, says Capgrave, four wax candles bein^ 
carried by children, neither wind nor rain were 
able to extinguish them, and when they came to 
Stamford, a shoemaker bowing his bead nnder 

•wn wife and five children. The example was followed 
by the rest of the mai^ters of families, and the rabbia 
himself eut the throat of Jocenns, as a peculiar mark of 
hopour which be chose to do him above the rest. In the 
mean time, those Jews who had chosen life, labonred to 
extingntsh the flames, at day-break they appeared 
. on tui walls, and in the most lamentable naiUMr told 

• the horrid catastrophe of their brethren, as a proof of 
which fact, they threw the mangled bodies over tii^ 
wall. The christians pretending lo be moved by their 

• solicitations, obtained possession of the eastie, but tfaey^ 
were no sooner entered than they massacred every one 
of those poor creatures, who to the last moment cried 
•ut for baptism. W, of Newbury says, thit five hnn- 

. dred men, with their wives and children, had taken re- 
fuge in the eastie, and therefore, more than two thou- 
sand persons must have perished in this horrible canu 
age.!! 
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tb« i^ier, says Matthew of Westminster, after 
tbankiDg God for letting bim have the honour of 
setting his shoulder under so holy a man, begged 
tl>at his soul might that uight be with the 60U( 
of the g^od bishop ; he then went home, confes* 
aed himself, made his will, reeievcd the sacra- 
Bient, and died presently after. 

In 1215, Easter- week, a numerous army and a- 
bovc forty Noblemen, assembled here to oppose 
king Johii; there were 2000 knights in this army» 
fuid it marched through Edmondsbury to Lou* 
doD. 

Among other acts of oppression, the king, says 
Knighton, had just before been guilty of the fol- 
lowing acts of iajttstice. 

A baron, by name Eustace de YescK faaTing m 
beautiful wi(^, who lived in the country, his ma- 
j^ty dining with Eustace at court, and observing 
his ring, told htm- that he had got just such a 
stone, and that be should like to have it set ex- 
actly like bis; — after procuring the ring, he sent 
it to his wife, in her husband's name, conjuring 
her to come to him immediately, if she would 
see him alive; she instantly set forward, but hap- 
]>ening to meet her husband on the road, the 
plot was discovered, and he imposed a comaAoa 
9 s3 
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harlot on the kin^, who,, the next morniog, toUf 
Eustace that he bad slept with his wife, aod that 
she was a very pleasant bedfellow; but when 
Eustace told his majesty the truth of the matter^ 
he was so exasperated that he threatened to mur* 
der him, and he ouly escaped by flying to the 
north. 

Robert Fitz Walter, another baron, had a 
daughter as handsome as Eustace's wife, and as 
he could not prevail over her chastity, he~ sent a 
person to Dun mow, were she lived, with orders 
to poison her, which he did in a poached egg. 

However by hi* charter at Runimede, the Jan« 
following, he dispersed this storm. 

In I227» Richard, earl of Poictiers and Corn- 
wall, having quarrelled with hb brother.

In 1290, The Jews growing odious by their 
Avarice and usvry, their synagogues at Staipford

and their fontiture and noble libraries sold by 
outcry; there were then 15»060 of them expel- 
led the kingdom : their houses and bonds, says. 
Hollingshed, Wre confrseated, but they had « 
licesce to lake with them all their ntoney and

Many of the richest hired a ship, on which

About th«end of July another plague began, 
and continued Ull the March following, wUh 
great morUlity; it was imagined that between 5 
and 000 perished, for on account of the civil 
war, the tcgisters were riot puactuaiJy kept.

isioney was extremely wanted In exchange, but 

alter the above date, Government took the eoin« 

age into it's own hands. 

The tradesmen kept sorting boxes^ wHb seve* 

ral divisions, and when a quant ty of any man's 

or corporation's tokens were collected, they then 

look them to be exchanged for silvef. 

Tlie Stamford H »lfpenny was of copper, about 

the size of a six-pence, and very thin ; on one side 

were the town^arms, with this inscription around 

them,

Truesdal^e, Hospital. 
^' Thomas Trvb^dal, of Stami'brd, an .At- 
torney of extensive practice, who by a life of 
beneficence, had done honor to his prolessimi^ 
by his will, dated on the 20ih October, 1700^ 
foanded an Hospital in the town of Stamfe^, 
for the maiotedance of six antr'ient poor nen of 
the parish of All-Saints and St. Joba, io Stam- 
ford, and endowed it with estates in land«» tene- 
ments, and titles, in Moreton, Barton and Stam-^ 
ford, in the county of Lincoln ; which at the 
time of his death, (the 38d Oct. 1700,) were of 
the annual value of ^1. 9s. 4|dl : aad» thereby, 
vested those estates in'rustees and their heirs; 
in trust to provide loflgings upon part e^ the pre- 
mises, situated in Scogate, for the poor men who 
were the objects of his charity; to pay to each 
poor man two shillings and sixpence weekly; 
to provide for each of them a doth gown or tait 
,af c^ioth yearly ; to keep the premisses iu repair ; 
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Ip 9atisry tbeni'^elve^ for their troiii>l4; and taap% 
piy the surplus money (if any, after bearing th« 
charges abovemenliotted) in the purchase of 
coals, to be equally distributed amongst the 
poor n^en. " (Blin'L) 

" The poor had 2s. 6d. but now haveSs. 6d« 
weekly* a^d clothes made for them every year. 

A nurse, was last year put upon the establish- 
mentiit da. Gd.per week to attend them, whiob 
was to be her whole employ. A chaldron of 
coals is allowed and sent in to each person, and 
IQore if they are ijl. They have an apotlfecary 
by the year^ wjithout any expencei to them, and 
they go to.one ,or iOthf r of the churches an the 
town every morning* (Hatproi.)

Archbishop of Canterbury, on the 281 h 
of januaVy, 1709, devised his messuages, ware- 
house and cellars, with their appertenance,. in the 
White Meal -market, in Stamford, to his wii'e, 
Mrs. Sarah'Williamson, in fee; subject to the 
payment of three several annuities of 41. to Tho- 
mas Pulford, 41. to Mary Price, aud 40s. to 
Bridjj;et Kinderley, for their lives respectively 
ad which annuitants are dead : and havin;; given 
the messuage or tenement, then divided into se- 
veral tenements, occupied by six poor widows, 
situated and being on S^ Peter's hill in Stamford 
aforesaid, with the appertenances, then late the 
estate of Mr. Tfieophilus Biickworth, to his wife 
in fee: Mrs. Sarah Williamson, surviving her 
husband, by bargain and sate, dated the 8th of 
August, 1770, aud enrplled in Chancery on th« 
14th of September following, vested tiiose estates 
inTrustees, to the intent, that for ever thereafter 
six poor widows should be jier milted to occupy 
the houses on St. Peter's hill, aad that the Trus- 
tees should, from time to time, supply the places 
of such widows, in case of vacancy by death or o- 
therwise, by the admission of others out of the 
parishes of St. Michael, AH Saiuls, St. John and 
St. Georgc/in Stamford; And as to the houses 
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in the, White Meat market^ the Trustees were

James Hurst, of Stamford-Borough, Esq.,

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And Mrs, Rebecca Ciiamberlin^ vidow^wh* 
died in 1797, by her \vill, aUeady noticed, (p.

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ALDERMAN HOPKIN's HOSPITAL, 
Or St. Peter's Gate Cullis. 

Mr. JoffN Hopkins, Alderman, of the bo- 
rough of Stamford, in his first mayoralty, ter- 
minating at Michaelmas, 1770, original!;^ j^ro- 
posed and promoted the erection of this Hospi- 
tal, Which is a neat stone building of two stories, 
consisting of eight rooms, on which the four on 
the ground-floor have their entrance from the 
frent towards tiie west ; and the four rooms of 
the upper story have the entrance to each of them 
separately by a flight of steps to a landing on 
the ^ast sidie. This buildiit<; is situated on the 
south side of the road from Stamford to Upping^ 
ham, on the scite of part of one of the ancient 
igates, which formerly were the entrances to the 
town through the walls by \^hich it was sur- 
rounded. 

The total expence of this building is stated 
to have been 3651. 6s. 6d.

And Mrs. Catherine Gibson, late of St. Mar- 
tin's, Stamford-Baron, gave 2001. to promote the 
endowment of this Hospital, which produced 
41. IDs. per cent, per anniiiB, in 1785, when 
' Harrod wrote, and it is now said to be secured 
en the Black Sluice Drainage. And there were 
in Harrod's time two subscriptions from the two 
Borough Members, at Five Guineas each, annu- 
ally : and tlie pay meat to each of the eight rooms 
being then Is. per week, ai^iounted to 20l. 16s. 
per annum, and consequently exceeded the part- 
ly precarious income by li. 6s. which made the 
amount of the deficiency which Mr. Hopkins bad 
made up to that time. 

And by the will of Mrs. Rebecca Chamberlin, 
widow, who died in 1797, as already stated, this

radcliffe's school^ 
Or the Free Grammar School. 

William Radclipfe, of the Borough of 
Stamford, who had served the ofiice of Alder- 
man, (in those days Chief-Magistrate of the towt 
and head of the Corporation,) in 1495, 1503, 
and 1512, and died about the vear 1530 ; made 
provision by his Will for the estahiishment, in 
the town of Stamford, of a School, in which 
Poor young Children and Infants should be 
taught freely in Learning and Manners, without 
Sahiry or Reward from their Parents. 

The pious design of the founder was ratified 
by an Act of Parliament in the reign of King £d* 
vard VI., (1548) which vests the estates, given 
by the Founder, in the Alderman of Stamford, 
(who ha» been by subsequent charters converted 
into a Mayor) and his successors for ever; *Mu 
the intent that he shall find an honest, able, and 
infficie^t learned Man to teach freely witkia th^ 
o G ? , 
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• * 

same town of Staihford all such Scholars as shall 
from time to time resort to the SchooKhouse, for 
teaching such Scholars ; " and shall pay the pro- 
fits of those Estates to th6 Master ; which Master 
shall be appointed by the Alderman (now Mayor) 
for the time being, with the adrice and consent of 
the Master of St. John's College,. Cambridge. 

And the Act of Parliament directs that the 
tradej^ form, and manner of instructing and t^ich* 
ing to be used within the School, shall be allow* 
ed and approved by the Master of St. John's. 

By a Charter of King Charles II. all manner 
•f goods, grants, demises, and other powers, in^ 
terest, and authorities whatsoever cooceraiRg^ 
. pious or charitable uses, which before were vesth 
ed in the Alderman of Stamford, are thenceforth 
vested in the Mayor, Aldermen, and capital Bni^^ 
.gesses, and under that authority, the Ms^or for 
th^ time being has since assumed the manage- 
ment of this Trust. 

The yearly revenues of this School appropriat- 
ed to the support of the Master, were for some 
years before, a!)d up to Lady-day last, (1812) 
upwards of 2601. and from that day they are up- 
wards of 3601. 

Besides the provision for the support of the 
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Master of this ScIhio), tfiere wtt eight Scholar- 
ships ID Clare Hall, Cambridge, founded by 
Tbomas Earlof£xeler, m 1618, to which the 
Scholars educated io this School have a prefer- 
ence before others of equal merit : and Mr. Tbo* 
mag Truesdale, of Stamford, by will, in 1700» 
left &0L the interest of which is to be applied by 
tbe Mayor of Stamford to the use of free-bora 
Scholars belonging to this School, and going 
thence directly to the Uuiversity.

Calted the Petty School 

- Edward Wells of Stamford, Shoemaker,

The property tbun devtsed^ consints of a mes* 
suage, malt-faou8e» oBt^buildiog, gardea aad^ap- 
pertenancesy intfae united parish of All-Saints' 
and St. Peter, in Stamford, on the soath side tiB^ 
the Street between St. Peter's Hilt and St. F^ 
ter's Gate; being in length of front, on Ibenorllr, 
about one hundred and eight feet, t^o indies ; and^ 
on the saiith, towards the Baok-lane^^ sixty-one 
fcet, ten inches; and being in length^^from St»^ 
Peter's-Street to the Back-lane, one ^hundred, 
and twelve feet and one inch; with three aeres 
of land in the open field^^ of Stamford; the whole 
of which property U now let, al the Jtuiij 
rent of ten pounds. 

THB BLUB-COAT SOHOOL. 

This school had its commtncement abMt 
the year 1704, and the Corporation wa5 aanoggt 
its first encouragers, by providmg a School-Hoiis« 
and lodgings for poor childeen, and by a conta- 
bution of 601. (id three years' subscription) 
which with 7(M)L contributed by divers well-dis- 
posed persona, of the town and neighbourhaod^. 
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wise, became a fund for llie tmiiafefiaiice of the 
Sbbool atidBohofars. 

Oiit of these sttbscriptions, nn estate at Hdgs-r 
fhorpe, near Alfbird, iu the county of Lincoln^ 
was pui-chiised, whii^h estate (since the inclosur^ 
of the open fields, &c. bt Hogsthorpe) consists 
of a house, barn) stable, and granary, and of se- 
'^rity acres of laod,. all in HogsthorpCj and part 
thereof near to the house now occupied b^. 
Jtoseph Eldon^ The precise time of the pur* 
ehase, or the persons to whom, or tht^ use^ or 
trusts to, or upon which, it was conveyed, (saifs 
Mr, Blare) I have-not deen able to discover. 

The rent of this, when Har rod published (178*1) 
wa^ 861. per annum,%ind ft so eonthHied until, 
Michaelmas, 1796. Pfom the latter period the 
rent was increased to 681. per annum : and it 
continued at that rate until 1806, wh<e»it was 
raised to 051. per annum % which is the rent at 
{Tresent piid, clear of taxes and repairs of every 
description. 

The managers had, in 1786, arising from var- 
ious benefactions, 8701. placed out at interest r 
but for the inclosure of Hogsihorpe, 2501/ part 
of that sum in the hands of the Marquis of EXe^ 
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ter« wai ^Ikd in, and 120L stock, the remnitt- 
dcir of U.yva» sold out, so that tbere isoow m 
other stock in money, than &0l. three per cept 
cbnsplidated annuities, given in 1802. by J^hn 
Glenn, frrmerly a sehola^r in this School, ia 
gratitude for the.edueation which he had receiv* 
ed in it-i-an example worthy to be recorded. 
It is also to be ^emembeped, to the credit c^f * the 
inhabitants qf Stam^rd ingeneral|.that a iibecai 
aonuai suboripti^ has been for many years paH 
raided towards (lie support of ^his iastlttition. - 
Harrod, (p, 55.) speaking of this foundation, 
states it to be for twenty-four ckSidrem, wliolly 
niaintaioed aud lodged in the School r. but to 
(p, 375*) he says, that in 1194, it was for tkifty' 
six bm/s^ who were clothed, and taught reading, 
.writing, and accooipt^. From the 31st Augus*^, 
18^7, to thc| 14th Nov. iao«, there were f A tst^ 
boi/& ill tbe School, and from the latter period to 
the present, there have been Jortjf hoyA* They 
are admitted at ten, and permittt^d to continue 
in the School until ft>urteen years of age. T.hey 
.are taught raading, writip^^; and arithmetic, and 
each of them receives yearly, a blue cap, a blue 
.coat| waistcoat, aud breeches^ two shirtsi tw^^ 
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stocks, (or neck-cloths) tw* pairs of stoekings, 
and two pairs of shoes. 

When John Carey had the charge of this 
St beol, the salary was 1E0 pounds a year, and • 
ebaldron of coals : when Samoel Woods was ap* 
pointed Master, the salary was raised to 801. per 
annmn, tad a chaldron of coals ; and since the 
Bumberof boys admitted has been, increased to 
forty, the salary baa been advanced to 40}. per 
aanum, and the allowance of coals Uf the Master 
has been discontinued. 

The house oiD the scite of Brazen- nose>Goileise» 
was orteiaaUy provided by the Corpcrstior: ft r 
the reception of the Master and Scliolars, but 
the Stewards of the SchooLnow rent for the use 
of the Master, a small house attd School-room on 
the nortb side ofs St. Paal's Street, under th« 
Marquis of Exeter, or his Trustees, at three 
pounds per annum* 

Govcrmcnt of the Tounu 

Leiand says that *' Stamford was previleged 
\n the days of Ed ward IV. for a borough as con- 
cerning a plare in parliament, and as tuucb pri* 
Tilcgc has been given to it saving privilege* fat 
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treason, as hath been gives perhaps to any town 
in Englaod," 

Edward the fourth in the first year of fait reign 
4» D.,146]. by his charter, dtrcjcted to George 
Chapman, the first incorporate aMerman, and 
others, both of the upper and lower bench, then 
called the conburg^^sses and olipital4rargesses 
(being then the first and the second tweWe, as 
they are more particularly named in tbe^said char- 
ter ; but since inlarged by a later charter,>io the 
alderman and twelve comburgesses^ and to the 
Jl umber of twenty-four capital bur^sses) did in- 
eorporate ihe mu%l to««n» bdth in name find deed^ 
by the name of the alderman -and burgesses q€ 
Stamford ; and hereby gave, or rather confirm- 
ed unto the same, many great and profitable pri. 
Yileges. . As to be freed from the sberi^ juris* 
diction ; and from being put on inquests out of 
the town; to have the return of all writs: to be 
freed /rom all lords lieutenants; or their depu- 
ties, in respect of taking of Btusters, as fomhtn]^ 
the militia of the town; making the aiderman 
for the time being the king's ioimediate lienten-* 
ant within his liberties and jurisdiction; «nel to 
hfi, within the same, the second mau in the king- 
liomi To have one, or more, mace, o( gold or 
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silvery at his eboiee, to be carried before hini, 
Ibr liis greater honour and dignity • And to have 
1^ conmon seal at arms* 

And the king also grants to the town furtliet 
to do and execute within the ssim^ and liberties 
thereof, ut ab antiquo usi fucrunt, as of antient 
time they had been accustomed ; which makes it 
evident that ttiis charter is but a new conhrma* 
lion ef more ancient prvileges. 
Bat oar antient immunities appear no otherwise, 
than scattertngly here and there, upon the tower 
roll; little better than mere eircamstances, ^et 
pregnant evidences, of more ' antfrnt privileges. 
So that, at this day, we can shew none, unde^ 
tny authentic warrant, beyond the first year of 
the reign of king Edward IV. But since the ob- 
taining of this first charter, the same bath been 
confirmed by divers inspeiLiwuses from all the 
succeeding kings and » queens that have been so- 
vereigns to the time of king Charles, and many 
new grants added, as the mooday-market, th^ 
three fairs of Simos and Jude, Green-goose 
feir, and St. Jame's fair. The town having lor- 
merly but the frsday market and the great Mid- 
lent Mart, the profits of which only belong to 
the lord, but these latter to the corporation.

By a latter inspezimas, ttere wi» gtant ed to the 
alderman and )>urgeB6e8» to hold a<K)itrt of ple» 
of aH actions ^al, persotial, or «a1x;t, to the value 
«f 401. Attd to hoW «ewio«s and goaJ delivery 
for all criminal actions p^petrated and done 
vritbin the liberty; high treason a#d petit treason 
only excepted. By the first charter of Edward 
the fourth, the alderman and burgesses may par- 
«basc lands ; sue and be sued, by the naane of 
the alderman and burgess^; and have granted 
unlo them all fines «nd forfeitures in sessions, 
and the goods ^f outlaws and felons. And be- 
"^dcs these many other immunities, to no par- 
pose liere to lie related. 

This town hath a power to send up tw^ ^- 
gesses to every parliament* . 

In 16CI3 King Charles II. made Stamford a 
Mayor Town, granting a new Charter with addi- 
tional privileges, confirmii^ all former ones. 

Wiliam Azlack was the fifst Mayor chosen 
out of 13 Aldermen, beside which there ara 
twenty four Capital Burgesses. The Alderman 
and Bargesses continue their places for life, un- 
less they i>e removed for some misdemeanor, by 
the major votes of the Mayor, Alderman, and 
Capital Burgesses, of which the Mayor must be 
one. (Howgrave.) 
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Modem State* 

The great north road leading through t)iis 
town, from London to ScotlancI^ with the alvnost 
eontinual passing and repassing of Coaches, 
Stage, waggons &c. create much bustle, and the 
perpetual influx of strangers, adds considerably 
both to its trade and its wealth. 

Being situated in a billy part of the county, in 
the centre of a rich and beautiful district, it is 
tiearly surrounded by Gentienien^s seats; and 
Burghley hou«e, which is not more than a mile 
distant, with the park, whicli comes up quite to 
the town, contribute mm h to tUt interest, beau- 
ty, and convenience of this pfuee. 

The entrance into Stamford, both from the 
north and south, being by a gentle declivity^ 
is rather handsome/and the uhole town contains 
many ancient buildings, tbe farmer grandeur of 
which is still apparent, mixed with modern 
buldings which do honor to the taste of the pre- 
sent age. Including St. Martin's, Stamford 
consists of six parishes, and as many churches, 
which are so. situated that in some points of view 
they have the appearance of a single Cathedral* 
Stamford and St. Martin's are under different 
urisdictions, the former being divided from the

from the hoilse, for fear of imbezzlement, books, 
jewels, brazen and wooden utensils, chests &c. 
he ordered these to be restored also to him. 
However when the abbot was dead, Clisseby 
returned to his evil courses, on which account 
he was deposed by the succeediug abbot. The 
bishop of Lincoln and others, interceding for 
hitn, he was restored, but not before, he bad tft* 
kea an oath to behave better in future, and tying 
himself down to several articles.

All St. Martin's being part of Rockingham 
' forest, Robert Lindtiey abbot of Peterborough, 
with other knights and freemen, in the ness of 
Veter'borough, about 1214, gave king John twelve 
£ijrndred marks to have' it and some other places 
disforested ; — John's fcbarter is to this purport — 
** We haVe granted to the abbot of Peterborough, 
«nd the monks, and (he tenants, who have lands 
and tenements in the ness of Peterborough, wit h> 
in the following bounds^ to be disforested. 

All the land that lies between the rivers Nea 
mnd Welland, as ihey meet ifi Croy land, and from 
Wansford as the great road extends to Stupen« 
destan, without the town of Stamford, and from 
Stupendestbn to the nunnery, in a straight line at 
far as the Welland, and also the nunnery itself 
In 12124 Henry III. confirmed this grant and 
added fourteen mansiuns m Stamford.

They bad a bull to be uied and sold for the 
profit of the fraternity; by this ac#K>unt, says Mr 
Peck, it appears that the brethren and sisters of 
St. Martin's gild, had always a bull running on 
Martinmas-day, a diversion for which the good 
people of Stamford, eontinnet he, have a particu- 
lar foi^dness. 

In the reign of Edward VI. this mixture of bnll 
running! ippling and popery was suj^eesed along 
with all other gilds, by order of goremittent; 
there had been an intention of suppressing them 
as long ago as the reign of Richard II. as they 
were thought to be nurseries of conspiracies and 
treasons against the government. 

Opposite to the church there was formerly a 
ohapel called Mary Magdalen's chapel. 

The present church was built by Bishop Rus- 
sell and others in the reign of Edward IV. 

At the upper end of the north chancel stands 
a neat piece of work, being a cenotaph, if we

The Nunnery, 

Was situated on the ground wliereon the 
castle had stood, and was caUed Little Wo^ 
thorp; the abbot of Peterborough was antienlly 
Lord of the manor. 

This nunnery was of the order of St. Benne^, 
and was also of^en called the coHvent or priory 
of St. Mivbae'r from the name of their church. 

It was founded in 1 156» by WUliam Water- 
irill abbot of /Peterborough » who also built a 
church there for theni called St. Michael's; h^ 
collected forty virgins, but their number prohi^- 
bly increased t they wvre to be subject to the 
abbots of Peterborough^ who pat ni the nuns, 
prioress and prior^ They acknowleged their 
./lubjjecttoa J>y paying every Mic)iaelmas a nobJe 
io the abbot forraending thejjr books. Watei* 
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villip, gave them the rctrettues ^ 8t^ MavliaV 
eburirh ; thi» dnaation was madebef^ffe wliiie«ii- 
es ill Si. MtdiHern cbtirah in Stooifarct; healsQ 
gaire them tbe thirds of tfhe ^netme #f $t; FijK 
lAin's chiM-ch ad Thtirlby, for wtiieh riiey paid ao- 
mraily a iiQUa of stiver, hail at Easter and baK' 
at MaliHolmsiS) to Pieterboroagh ablifv, and they 
henceforth always presented a vicar, to this^ 
church, bat now the provost and fellows of Ea- 
ton collei^e present the vicar*.

sen ted a vicar to this church.

Her marled sister Matilda d«$ Div4 gave them 
more of the above chapel and church; she gave 
her maid Adelicia de Caperti a bovatt of land 
and Mne'houfes in Corby^ whkh the maid after 
give also the nuns. Matilda's seal to ibis dona- 
tion is in th€ possession of the earl of Exeter, 
and represents a whole female figure ataniliiig/ 
boMi4ig a fl^hver in her right hand ; a robe falls 
from the crown of her head behind her feet, • 
wkh this inscription round the verge, ** Sigiil urn 
M^tiidois de Diva. 

William Humefs wife Lucy gave them half a 
mark «f silver out of her lands at Bredcroft to- 
wards keeping the anniversary of her death; she 
afterwards gave them another half mark out of 
Bredcroft : the original deed is in the possession 
of the earl of Exeter. 

King John gave then yearly a load of thorns, 
or dead roots out of bis forest at Cliff. 

In this king's reign lord Wm. Langvale gavc^ 
Ihem St. Clement's church in Scogate. 

Hugh, son of the above Maud de Diva con* 
firmed his mother's grant to them.

There 'was about the Bime 1iiiie>a smafH Nun- 
fiery here of ttie order of St. Benedict, but a 
great plague raging in £nghmd in 194diiiled se* 
frerali and tbe firbreH and rN the rest of tbe 
MRS, save one,^ed, so that it soon atter fall in. 
to ^redt poverty, and for these reasons, in 1M4 
it was united to the Nunnery at iittle^Wothorpe* 

Tbbmis UoUaodearl of Kent, am} Joan Ma 
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H'lfe were the patrons of these nuns of Great 
Wolhorp; bolh (hese were buried iu the Grey 
Friary. 

There WdS a viflage with a parish churcti 
there, and the diureh belonged to them, so that 
after the union of this priory wilh that of Little 
Wothorpe the revenues of that church and of the 
old priory belonged to the latter, but these were 
obliged to find a minister to prefovm duty in it,, 
and the bishop of Lincoln ordered that the a- 
bov« rttVeuuet uliould be applieil otiJy to the use 
of tke tick in th« infirmttry of tbe house; and 
U buy pfovisiooft for the cook, and for no other 
p«rpo«e whatsoever; how long the church re- 
BudiMd it ttidtnown, but perhaps till 1540^ as 
Itore was then a smalt village here^ 

The mansion, house here was bnik by Thomas 
Ceeil first Earl of Exeter^ ^hich had a little wail* 
td partc« and though the house is not very small,

hold the duke of Buckingham and his family 
fert some yeara) yet so mean did it appear in 
COQip^rison to the other, that it's founder plea- 
sently said that ** he built it only to retire to 
out of the dust, while his great house of Burgh c

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BIOGRAPHY. 
George Gascoigne, ao old EoglUh poet of con- 
siderable merit, died at Stamford — he was bom 
of an ancient family in Essex, and was son and 
heir of Sir John Gascoigne, who disinherited 
him, but for what reason is %ot assigned by WheU 
stone hir Biographer. He received the first rudi* 
■lents of bis education under a clergyman of 
the name of Nevison, and afterwards removed 
to Cambridge^ as he himself informs as in his 
•^Steele of Glass", 

On leaving College he removed to Gray's^ 

Inn, in order to study the law. In his youth be 

wrote several amatory poe ms^ which he ikftervardi 

. included among his youtdful follies,, and sorely 

lamented the mischief they might occasioiu 

While at Gray's Inn« be gave hioueJf up to t 

iashionable lifeA and was obliged to sell bis patrii, 

mony^ on which account he entered into the army^ 

'and prompted by tb.e hope of gaining laurels ip 

.the field of battle^ he embarked for Holland, to 

fi^h) for W. Prince of Orange against the Spa 

niards. He acquired considerable reputation 

but a quarrel with his colonel retarded his career* 

Having distingnishf d himself in 5»^vcral actions 

Jie was at length taken pri&oner, aoi) $eitt to, 
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England. In the summer of 1576, be accom*. 
panied qoecn Elizabeth, in one of her stately 
progresses, and wrote for her amusementi in the 
month of July, a kind of mask entitled, ** The 
Princely pleasures of Kenelworth Castle * but it 
was not performed. At his residence at WaU 
thamstow, according to Whetstone, be wrole, 
soon after his return from his progress, the 
'•Steele Glasse/' the "Glasse of Goverment,*' the 
the "Delicate Diet,!' a "Book of Hunting." and 
th« "Doom's day Drum,*' which last was pub^ 
]rshed after his death. He left other pelce^ be- 
hind him, some of which were published in varl* 
ous collections, but without his name* 

He enjoyed tlie esteem of bis poetical contemf 
poraries,and tlie patronage ofLord Grey of Wil« 
ton, the earl of Bedford, Sir Walter Rawleigh, and^ 
other persons of distinction. His biographers 
followtog tire Oxfprd historian, liave hitherto 
placed hrs demise at Wal thamstow, in 1578; but' 
Whetstone, on whom ive can rely with more cer- 
tainty, infcrms ns that he died art Stamford ia 
Ltncolnshhre, Oct. 7. 1577. He had perhaps ta- 
ken a journey to' this place, for chsmge of air, 
with his friend Whetstone; who was with him. 
wben he died, «vhtcb he did,; so calmly, that the.

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the moment of bis departure was not percci*c<H 

He left a wife and son behind him, whom he recom? 

mended to the favor of the Queen, but with what 

success, or what afterwards^ became >>f them, is 

not known*. The register* of Stamford, and 

Waitbamstow„ have beea examioed without sue* 

•ess. His age, at the time of his death,, is not 

known; but it could not exceed forty years. 

His death was brought on by ^disease which was 

occasioued by chagrin and disappointment, and 

these were probably heightened,^or aggravated by^ 

penury. Hia works ase scarce, which accounts 

for his being neglected by modern readers — else 

in every thing be wrote he discovers the powera' 

and invention of a poet, a warmth of sentiment 

tender and natural, and as a satyrist, if nothing 

remained but his/'Steele Glasse'' he may be reckr 

oned one of the first. A few years, ago a pam.- 

phlet entillted ''A rememberance of the well-enu 

ployed life and godly end of George Gascoigne 

esq. who deceased at Stamford in "Lincolnshire 

7. Oct. 1577, reported by George Whetstone/' 

was discovered in. the collection of a deceased 

gentlemen, a Mr. Voight, of the Custom^ bouse, 

London, and was purchased by Mr* Malone. It 

consists of about thirteen pages^^Jn small quarto^^ 
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bbck. letter,, and contains many particcilars. thai 
were not known by his former Biographers* 

•'Robert Johnson, the So» of Maurice Johnson-, 
Mayor o/tbis Town, was born here^ He was 
educated at Cambridge, and beneficed at Luffen^ 
bam in Rutlandshire;- where tho' he did most of 
his charitable Actions, yet tis an Honour to this 
Place to be the Birth-place of » Man of such a* 
publick S]urit. He f(>und, wlien he entered hito 
that County, that there was a gre^t Want of 
Schools, for the pious Education of Children ; 
and to remedy it; be set hitnself earnestly at. 
Work, and by his artful Persuasions, so insinuat- 
ed himself tuto the Hearts of I be wealthy, even the^ 
greatest Misers; that although he found none, 
he left as many Free-'SchooId in Rutland as there 
are Market-Towns, particularly at Oakham and 
Uppingham,, wheise heerected< good Buildings, 
and settled good Endowments on them. But 
lest bis charitable Disposition should be less es? 
teemed, .becanse in these Things he dispensed 
other people's Charity,, imd not hia own, (tho* 
Time and Labour is « great Eipence) he w^ as 
beneficent as^ the most tharitable that he met 
with, for he was a considerable Benefactor lo E- 
manuel and Sidney Colleges ift. Cambridge ^ l# 
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tAncli I'dst, be gate fonr Exhibitioos^ to be be- 
stowed in Part of Maintenance upoti as many 
SMiolars^ which cams frate hn Free 8cho#b; 
bounded two Hospitsds tu the same Ceiifity» aod 
gave a Sti^^ead to Ike weekly Pceacbers at SU 
Paul's Cro^» LondoS'; and tbo' never dignified 
higher than Arehdeacon of Leioester>.he left a 
Ifaousand Potinds a-year to his Posterity. He

Upon this ban^k, he «H'eoted many Tenements 
Hud Cottages, and in a sliort lime it became i^ 
large town 5 to each hon»e he allotted gardens 
andarrable fields, By thus banking out the river 
be reduced those deep l'»vkes, and unpassable fens 
into fruitful fields^ and pastures; and converted 
the post bu«>id parts into pleasure gardens, 
Haviiig braugbt the soil into a fertile condilioni 
be next converted St, Gutblac*»Ghapel (which 
the monks of Croyhmd built, when the placa 
wbei« Deqiiiif now standi mi tbelri^,^ into ^ 
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Church, the place beiog now oalied MarH^ 
DeqHiig% By the like meaos of embanking mid 
draioiogt be aUo made a village dedicated to St. 
Jamesv in the very pan of Pudlington, and by 
much labour and expence> reduced it into lield«, 
meadowsi and paitures/' {DugdnU on Embtrnk- 
mcnt.) 

The bridge at East Deeping, now market 
Deeepiag, was one boundary of Ibe forest which 
was made by King Henry L for the pleasure of 
bunting, and the distressing of bis subjects; fbe 
boundary passed to Swaytop Cbyrcb on one side, 
and from Wragmere stake, and Bicker bridge, on 
the other, which metes divided the north partsi 
and the river Wellaud the «outh; except Croy- 
liiud^ which the knonks possessed, having a li« 
ceiice from the King. ItH'asnot disforested till 
the 14 of King Henry III. (A. D. V2i^K) 

The fMllowing is from the records of Cropland. 

*'Iu the dayes of VVtiiiaui the Conqueror, Rich^ 
ard of fiuloss, being married to the daughter 
and beir of Hugh de Ever, (Evermue.) lord of 
Burne and Deeping, attempted to inclose parte 
of the common feno, to enhirge bis towne of 
Deeping ; which bee did not perfomie, untill hee 
had given to Ingulpbus abbot of €royiand xx 
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markes, to obtayoe his good will and tvcence for 
the same, 'the said king Williai|i did confirm^ 
to Cropland the charter of king Edredus, A. D.^ 
1 1 14. King Henr;y the I. did confirme to abbott 
Galfaidus the charter of king Edredus, and did, 
grant unto him and hjs successors a larger privi*^ 
ledge then any before him; the same was after, 
confirmed by king Stephen, Henry the Second,, 
and king John ; alsoe b^ Uenrj the Third in the 
ekventh veare of his rai<nie. 

In the 15 yea re of the raigne of Henry the. 
Second, it doth appear by the record^ that there 
was a suite betweene the abbott of Croyland and 
Baldwin Wake, concerning the common of Gog*' 
gisland; which at last was recorded in this man- 
ner: that is to say, '*That the said Baldwin 
Wake at Lincoln before JefF^ry bishopp of Ely 
and others did remise and quit-clayme from birii 
and bis heirs for ever all right and title which 
liee claymed in the marish aforesaid to the a b* 
bott and his successors for ever, with certaine 
feservations mentioned in the like case of Hugh. 
Wake; rfc, in the eighteenth yeare of the raigoe, 
of Kcnry the Third, the abbot of Croyland Hen-

It may l>ee objected, that, in the daves of th«

Deeping fenn, which in continuance of time hath 
f rowne to a custome ; notwithstanding the said 
4bboi for his owne common in the said Deep- 
ing fenn had many grants to shew, as before is 
rehearsed ; but Deeping none at all for eommou 
in Goggisland.'' .. ^, . 

In the 18 Edward I. Henry abbot of Croyland, 
and b^ monk^^ were impleaded by Thomas 
"Wake of Lydei, Lord of Deeping, for fishing at 
East Deeping, in his fishery, and for throwing 
('own a certain bank in his fen there, which the 
iaid Thomas had made for the safe guard of hi9 
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fttit, tgairts! the fresh water. Tlie abhot plead, 
ed tb^t the manor of Deepiog belonged fo hiiii^» 
ind that be bad fished as the said Thomas baict 
siledged, because he had a tight so to do.

calates, he applied to Ileiirv earl of Derby, sod 
i»r John of Gaunt, who v»us then in the wars ih 
Sj^ain, imploring him to mediate with the earl of 
Kent, thdt he and his ministers sh^uhl cease to 
harnibs tl?e abbot and prior, an<! th» ir and Lis 
fatlier the Duke's tenants in SpaMinc» at least 
till the Duke's retur^i into England, i\nd to sus- 
pend all furlher proseculion till that time, that 
tiie> mij;ht be better able' with his aid to defend 
their rights. With this th« earl • f Kent c .tnpli- 
cd, trusting tbat the Duke would mver return, 
but in 1389 he did return, and < btanied of the 
King, and had tn inquest taken of pei ambula- 
tion, and the me ten and bounds of Hoi land and

Notwithstaudiug this, in 13U0, the Det pingers

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Kent, io the abbot^s bebiilf ; this qnieted the 
business for a nhile, but during the time it was 
in debate. Sir N. Clifton, Kt. another steward to 
the earl of Kent, instigated the Deepiogers, 
and other men of Kesleven to make an insurreo^ 
tion. (vide Spalding p. 258) Henry earl of Derby 
being then at Peterboro' and being earnestly in* 
treated for his assisiance, armed his own and the

Since the publication of Brotbertoft , the An* 
tbor bas been furnished vith furtber particolars 
of that place, serving to illustrate more of iu an- 
tiquity. 

Tradition affirms that Brotbertoft, or vrbat 
was originally called Toft, was formerly a Vat' 
carta to the abbey of Swineshead, as Toft Grange 
was to that of Revesby ; for which purpose it 
w^s very suitable, being so much elevated as to 
be not subject to the floods that frequently 
throughout the winter, overspread the fens. 

The Chapel is said to have been erected about 
the year 1600, and that the greater part of the 
materials were the ruins of a dilapidated Cbapel 
of ease to the parish Church of Conningaby, 
which had stood on an elevated piece of ground 
about a quarter of a mile N* E: from Langrick 
Ferry, at a Place where formerly bad been a her- 
mitaji^e. 

Tlie following extract from tbe works of John 
Taylor, the water Poet, written in 1640. may at 
least amuze the reader, though there is no rea*' 
^n to helieve tlie truth of bis picture of tbe then 
Brothertoft, since it does not ap[)ear to bare 
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been ^tr subject to ty thes 6r tbe rcpa Jw ofbridg 
es, or to bave been governed as stated by Ibe- 
>foet,
